Notwithstanding  the  most  flattering  encouragement  and  persuasion 
lemain,  from  those  who  knew  and  appreciated  his  talents,  he  determined  to  try  his  fortunes  in  the  West  and^in  1830  moved  to  the 
comparatively  wild  district  of  Clay  County,  Missouri,  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Liberty.  About  this  period ^^iieml  Hcidson  w  is  ! 
pointed  Majoi  General  of  the  Northern  Division  of  Missouri  State  Militia..  He  soon  commanded  a  lucrative  practice,  and  continued  to 


reside  in  Liberty  until  February,  1841,  when  he  received  the  appointment  of  Judge,  by  Governor  Reynolds,  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Platte 
county,  and  removed  to  Platte  City  during  that  year. 

In  August,  1834,  as  again  in  1838,  he  was  elected  to  tile  State  Legislature,  from  Clay  county.  Upon  the  death  of  I)r.  Linn, 
United  States  Senator,  in  the  autumn  of  that  year,  he  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned  in  the  Senate. 
He  was  elected  and  re-elected  for  two  full  terms  in  succession,  the  last  of  which  expired  March  4,  1855,  during  the  administration  of 
Franklin  Pierce.  In  1857  he  moved  to  Clinton  county,  Missouri.  He  was  elected  President  of  the  Senate,  to  succeed  Judge  Mangum, 
from  North  Carolina,  which  position  he  filled  some  years.  The  4th  of  March,  1849,  occurring  on  Sunday,  General  Z.  Taylor  was  not  in¬ 
augurated  until  the  following  morning.  General  Atchison,  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate,  became,  virtually,  President  of  the  United 
States,  during  the  period  of  twenty-four  hours.  On  his  retirement  from  the  Senate  he  continued  to  take  a  lively  interest  in  the  politics 
of  the  country,  and  was  regarded  as  a  leader  and  chief  adviser  of  the  pro-slavery  party  in  Kansas,  during  the  troubles  which  preceded 
her  admission  into  the  Union. 

In  1856  lie  had  command  of  1 ,150  men,  at  a  point  called  Santa  Fe.  On  the  29th  of  August,  the  same  year,  a  detachment  from 
his  army  attacked  Osawatomie.  Kansas,  and  succeeded  in  killing  five  men  and  capturing  seven. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  late  civil  war  Governor  Jackson,  of  Missouri,  sent  him  a  commission  as  Brigadier-General,  which  he 
declined.  He,  however,  joined  the  Southern  army  temporarily,  and  continued  with  it  until  after  the  battle  of  Elkhorn,  and  after  the 
close  of  the  war  returned  to  his  home,  where  he  continued  to  reside  in  unbroken  retirement. 

Atchison  county  is  located  in  the  extreme  northwestern  corner  of  the  state,  bordering  upon  the  Iowa  line,  which  bounds  it  on  the 
north.  It  is  bounded  on  the  east  by  Nodaway  county,  on  the  south  by  Holt  county  and  on  the  west  by  Nebraska,  from  which  it  is 
separated  by  the  Missouri  river. 

It  is  about  the  same  parallel  as  Philadelphia,  Columbus,  Indianapolis  and  San  Francisco,  and  about  the  same  meridian  as  Lake 
Itasca  and  Galveston.  The  county  contains  334,000  acres  or  about  521%  square  miles. 

The  land  in  the  county,  away  from  the  streams,  is  undulating  prairie  and  presents  altogether  a  diversity  of  country  seldom 
found  in  so  small  an  area.  Rising  to  the  higher  points  of  ground,  the  eye  commands  views  of  exquisite  loveliness,  embracing  the  silvery 
course  of  the  stream,  the  waving  foliage  of  trees  and  the  changing  outlines  of  gentle  elevations. 

The  bottoms  of  the  Missouri,  extending  eastward  across  the  Nishnabotna  river  to  the  bluffs  beyond,  range  from  four  to  eight 
miles  in  width,  and  include  an  area  of  about  one  hundred  square  miles.  The  hills  east,  for  one  or  two  miles,  include  a  tract  of  country 
consisting  of  a  number  of  groups  of  rounded  hills,  presenting  a  commanding  front  and  rising  150  to  250  feet  above  the  bottom  land. 
Eastward,  and  extending  to  the  east  line  of  the  county,  the  country  slopes  gently  to  the  streams,  the  bottoms  are  tolerably  wide  and  the 
uplands  hilly  and  rolling.  The  Missouri  bluffs  are  often  very  steep,  frequently  sloping  at  an  angle  of  sixty  degrees,  often  in  every  direc¬ 
tion;  they  seem  like  miniature  mountain  peaks,  and  present  a  very  picturesque  appearance.  The  views  from  their  summits  are  often 
very  extensive  and  beautiful.  Ascending  them  two  miles  west  of  Rock  Port,  we  see  to  the  northward  the  wide  Missouri  bottom.  The 
prairies  beyond  stretch  out  beautifully,  dotted  with  farms  and  fine  fields  of  corn. 

There  is  not  a  section  of  country  of  equal  extent  in  the  state  that  possesses  a  better  distributed  drainage  system  than  Atchison 
county.  There  is.  proportionately,  such  a  small  area  of  waste  and  swamp  lands,  and  the  facilities  for  drainage  are  so  admirable,  that 
waste  lands  arising  from  this  cause  are  too  insignificant  to  be  worthy  of  mentioning. 

The  county  presented  to  the  first  settler  an  easy  task  in  subduing  the  wild  land.  Its  natural  prairies  were  fields  almost  ready  for 
the  planting  of  the  crop,  and  its  rich,  black  soil  seemed  to  be  waiting  the  opportunity  of  paying  rewards  as  tribute  to  the  labor  of  the 
husbandman.  The  farms  of  Atchison  county  are  generally  large,  level  or  undulating,  unbroken  by  impassable  sloughs,  without  stumps 


or  other  obstructions,  and  furnish  the  best  of  conditions  favorable  to  the  use  of  reaping  machines,  mowers,  corn-planters  and  other- 
kinds  of  labor-saving  machinery. 

Atchison  county  is  so  well  supplied  with  living  streams  of  water,  and  they  are  so  well  distributed,  that  the  people  of  the  county 
could  not  possibly  make  an  improvement  upon  the  arrangement  if  they  were  allowed  the  privilege  and  endowed  with  the  power  to  make 
a  re-adjustment  of  the  system  of  streams  and  water  courses. 

The  principal  water  courses  of  the  county  are  the  Nishnabotna,  the  Big  and  little  Tarkios  and  Rock  Creek.  There  are  besides 
these  a  number  of  smaller  streams,  which  flow  through  the  county  in  different  directions. 

The  circumstance  which,  more  than  any  other,  favored  the  early  and  rapid  settlement  of  Atchison  county,  was  the  abundance  of 
timber.  The  presence  of  timber  aided  materially  in  an  early  settlement,  and  it  aided  in  two  ways:  First,  the  county  had  to  depend  on 
immigration  from  the  older  states  of  the  Union  for  its  population— Ohio.  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Virginia  and  Tennessee.  These  states  were 
originally  almost  entirely  covered  with  dense  forests  and  farms  were  made  by  clearing  off  certain  portions  of  the  timber.  Almost  every 
farm  there,  after  it  became  thoroughly  improved,  still  retained  a  certain  tract  of  timber,  commonly  known  as  “the  woods.”  The  woods 
is  generally  regarded  as  the  most  important  part  of  the  farm,  and  the  average. farmer  regarded  it  as  indispensable  when  he  emigrated  West. 

The  great  objection  to  the  country  was  the  scarcity  of  timber  as  compared  to  the  Eastern  states,  and  he  did  not  suppose  that  it 
would  be  possible  to  open  up  a  farm  on  the  bleak  prairie.  To  live  in  a  region  devoid  of  the  familiar  sight  of  timber  seemed  unendurable, 
and  the  average  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Kentucky  immigrant  could  not  endure  the  idea  of  founding  a  home  far  away  from  the  familiar  sight 
of  forest  trees.  Then,  again,  the  idea  entertained  by  the  early  immigrants,  that  timber  was  a  necessity,  was  not  simply  theoretical  and 
ethical.  The  early  settler  had  to  have  a  house  to  live  in,  fuel  for  cooking  and  heating  purposes,  and  fences  to  enclose  his  claim.  At  that 
time  there  were  no  railroads  whereby  lumber  could  be  transported  from  the  pineries;  no  coal  mines  had  yet  been  opened  or  discovered. 
Timber  was  an  absolute  necessity,  without  which  personal  existence  as  well  as  material  improvement  was  an  impossibility. 

As  before  remarked,  there  are  two  reasons  why  the  first  settlers  refused  to  locate  at  a  distance  from  the  timber,  and  why  the 
timbered  regions  bordering  upon  the  rivers  became  densely  populated  while  the  more  fertile  and  more  easily  cultivated  prairies  remained 
for  many  years  unclaimed.  The  pioneers  were,  in  the  main,  the  descendants  of  those  hardy  backwoodsmen  who  conquered  the  dense 
forests  of  the  South  and  East.  When  farms  were  opened  up  in  those  countries  a  large  belt  of  timber  was  invariably  reserved  from  which 
the  farmer  could  draw  his  supply  of  logs  for  lumber,  for  fence  rails,  and  fuel  for  heating  and  cooking  purposes.  Even  at  the  present  day 
a  farm  without  its  patch  of  timber  is  exceedingly  rare  in  those  countries.  Having,  from  their  youth  up.  been  accustomed  to  timber,  the 
emigrants  from  these  timbered  regions  of  the  East  would  have  felt  lonesome  and  solitary  deprived  of  the  familiar  sight  of  the  tall  forest 
trees  and  shut  off  from  the  familiar  sound  of  the  wind  passing  through  the  branches  of  the  venerable  oaks.  Then,  again,  timber  was  an 
actual  necessity  to  the  early  settler.  In  this  day  of  railroads,  herd  laws,  cheap  lumber  and  cheap  fuel,  it  is  easy  enough  to  open  a  farm 
and  build  up  a  comfortable  home  away  out  on  the  prairie,  far  from  the  sight  of  timber.  But  not  so  under  the  circumstances  surround¬ 
ing  the  first  settlers.  There  was  no  way  of  shipping  lumber  from  the  markets  of  the  East,  coal  mines  were  unknown,  and  before  a  parcel 
of  land  could  be  cultivated  it  was  necessary  to  fence  it.  In  order  to  settle  the  prairie  countries  it  was  necessary  to  have  railroads,  and 
in  order  to  have  railroads  it  was  necessary  that  at  least  a  portion  of  the  country  should  be  settled.  Hence  the  most  important  resource 
in  the  development  of  this  western  country  was  the  belt  of  timber  which  skirted  the  streams;  and  the  settlers  who  first  hewed  out  homes 
in  the  timber,  while  at  present  not  the  most  enterprising  and  progressive,  were  nevertheless  an  essential  factor  in  the  solution  of  the  problem. 

Much  of  this  primeval  forest  has  been  removed;  part  of  it  was  economically  manufactured  into  lumber,  which  entered  into  the 
construction  of  the  early  dwelling  houses;  much  of  it  was  ruthlessly  and  recklessly  destroyed.  From  the  fact  that  attention  was  early 
given  to  the  cultivation  of  artificial  groves,  Atchison  county  now  has  probably  about  as  much  timber  as  formerly,  and  the  state  much  more. 

Among  the  most  abundant  of  all  trees  originally  found  was  the  black  walnut,  so  highly  prized  in  all  countries  for  manufacturing 
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purposes.  Timber  of  this  kind  was  very  plentiful,  and  of  good  quality  originally,  but  the  high  prices  paid  for  this  kind  of  timber  pre¬ 
sented  itself  as  a  temptation  to  destroy  it.  which  the  people,  frequently  in  straightened  circumstances,  could  not  resist.  Red.  white  and 
black  oak  are  still  plentiful,  although  they  have  for  many  years  been  extensively  used  for  fuel,  ('rab  apple,  elm.  walnut,  hickory,  maple, 
hackberry,  ash,  cottonwood  and  wild  cherry  are  also  found. 

A  line  of  timber  follows  the  course  of  all  the  streams.  Detached  groves,  both  natural  and  artificial,  are  found  at  many  places 
throughout  the  county,  which  are  not  only  ornamental,  in  that  they  vary  the  monotony  of  the  prairie,  but  are  likewise  very  useful,  in 
that  thev  have  a  very  important  bearing  on  the  climate.  It  is  a  fact  fully  demonstrated  by  the  best  authority  that  climate  varies  with 
the  surface  of  the  country. 

The  question  is  very  frequently  asked:  “How  does  Atchison  county  compare  with  other  sections  of  the  country  in  regard  to 
health?”  To  answer,  “very  favorably,  indeed,”  would  be  strictly  true;  for  there  are  no  epidemics  peculiar  to  this  section,  and  epidemics 
are  no  more  frequent,  and  no  more  severe,  than  in  other  sections  of  country  of  like  extent;  and,  indeed,  it  can  be  said  that  they  are 
much  less  frequent  and  much  less  severe  than  in  many  other  localities. 

The  land,  except  the  valleys  along  the  largest  streams,  is  rolling,  almost  hilly,  indeed,  and  this  circumstance  renders  drainage 
almost  perfect,  and  with  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  the  citizens,  could  be  made  entirely  perfect.  There  are  no  extensive  bogs  or 
marshes,  and  those  of  limited  extent  are,  for  the  most  part,  drained. 

Water  for  house  use  is  easily  obtained  from  natural  springs,  and  from  wells,  which  are  usually  from  twenty  to  thirty  feet  in 
depth,  and  the  water,  for  the  most  part,  is  of  an  excellent  quality.  The  soil  is  a  deep,  rich,  black  loam,  with  here  and  there  spots  more 
or  less  sandy  or  gravely. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  changeable,  though  it  compares  favorably  with  that  of  southern  Pennsylvania,  central  Ohio,  central 
Indiana,  and  central  Illinois.  Very  severe  drouths  are  not  common,  nor  are  very  severe  winters  usual.  The  spring  season  will  compare 
very  favoraW'-  with  that  of  other  localities  of  the  same  latitude,  and  the  autumns  are  generally  charming. 

Typical  typhoid  fever  is  seldom  seen  here,  as  it  usually  is  of  the  typho-malaria  form;  though  occasionally  a  case  occurs  as  typi¬ 
cally  pure  as  tho  that  occur  in  crowded  cities  or  in  illy  ventilated  hospitals,  but  such  cases  can  mostly  01  always  be  tiaced  to  ciowded 
prisons  or  something  very  similiar,  and.  therefore,  will  occur  in  every  section  of  country— not  one  more  than  another— where  people 
breathe  for  a  considerable  time  air  that  is  surcharged  with  the  exhalations  from  the  lungs  or  other  organs  and  from  the  surface  of  the 

body;  or  where  they  eat  pork  or  drink  water  surcharged  with  like  poison. 

Remittent  and  intermittent  fevers  prevail  to  some  extent,  but  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  more  prevalent  than  in  other  localities 

on  the  same  parallel  of  latitude. 

Malaria,  so-called,  is  quite  often  associated  with  other  diseases  not  generally  regarded  as  of  a  malarial  nature;  but  this  is  not  at 
all  a  peculiavcircum stance,  for  this  association  is  found  in  all  localities. 

Malignant  or  pernicious  diseases  are  not  common,  though  occasionally  cases  of  malignant  diphtheiia  appeal. 

The  average  yearly  rainfall  and  melted  snow,  for  twenty-five  years,  has  been  about  42.(12  inches.  The  average  rainfall  and 
melted  snow,  for  each  month  respectively,  for  this  period,  has  been  as  follows:  January,  1.(58  inches,  Febi uai \ ,  1.(5/,  Mai cli.  —.10. 
April,  3.49;  May.  4.39;  June,  4.75;  July,  4.(59:  August.  4.(56;  September,  3.30;  October.  2.33;  November,  1.69;  December,  1.89  inches. 
The  rain  and  melted  snow  for  winter,  5.25  inches;  spring,  9.25;  summer,  14.10;  autumn,  7.32  inches. 

A  little  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  county  is  prairie,  and  of  a  very  excellent  quality.  In  fact,  there  is  no  better  soil  in  the  state 
than  that  found  in  the  prairies  of  Atchison  county.  On  nearly  all  the  divides  between  the  running  streams  are  found  large  tracts  of 
beautiful,  rolling  prairie  lands,  well  drained,  easily  cultivated,  highly  productive  and  conveniently  located  to  water,  timber,  nulls  and 
markets.  The  character  of  the  soil  in  these  prairies  is  such  that  good  crops  are  raised  even  during  the  very  wet  and  very  dry  seasons. 
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The  soil  is  light  and  porous,  so  that  ten  hours  of  bright  sunshine  will  dry  the  roads  after  a  heavy  rain  and  fit  the  plowed  fields  to  be 
cultivated.  The  same  pecularity  of  soil  which  enables  crops  to  withstand  much  moisture  and  thrive  during  a  very  wet  season,  also  en¬ 
ables  them  to  endure  prolonged  drouths — the  soil  being  very  porous,  is  capable  of  absorbing  a  large  amount  of  water  during  the  rainy 
season,  and  when  the  drouth  sets  in,  the  forces  of  nature  bring  back  to  the  surface  the  surplus  moisture  from  the  subterraneous  store¬ 
houses  with  as  much  ease  as  the  water  in  the  first  place  was  absorbed. 

Quarterly  Deposites. — The  alluvium  includes  the  soil  and  recent  river  deposites;  it  appears  to  be  composed  of  alternations  of  clay, 

sand,  marly  clay  beds  and  vegetable  mould. 

This  formation  is  found  on  all  hills,  is  developed  on  the  Missouri  bluffs,  where  it  forms  those  curiously  rounded  knobs  which  we 
have  before  mentioned.  The  bluffs  are  probably  from  200  to  250  feet  in  depth,  and  consist  mostly  of  finely  comminuted,  somewhat  sandy 
and  marly  ash-brown  clays;  when  worn  away,  or  dug  into,  it  is  generally  jointed  in  a  vertical  direction;  nodular,  round,  calcarous  con¬ 
cretions  are  often  found.  The  fosseks  found  were  Helix,  Helicinr,  Occulta  and  Succinea. 

Beneath  the  bluff  at  Rock  Port  there  are  a  few  feet  of  sand,  with  boulders  of  quartzite.  The  drift  does  not  seem  to  be  well 
marked  in  the  county.  Boulders  of  quartzite,  green-stone,  etc.,  are  occasionally  found. 

The  rocks  of  the  county  belong  to  the  upper  part  of  the  upper  coal  series,  and  include  limestones,  sandstones  and  shales,  amount¬ 
ing  to  about  180  feet  in  thickness,  divided  about  as  follows:  Fifty  feet  of  sandstone,  with  only  about  twenty  feet  of  limestone,  the  bal¬ 
ance  sandy  and  clay  shales.  They  have  a  dip,  north  and  west,  amounting  to  about  1  70  feet,  from  the  south  to  the  north  line  of  the 
county,  from  east  to  west. 

The  great  industy  of  the  county  and  its  principal  source  of  wealth  is  agriculture.  No  wild  lands  remain,  all  being  employed  for 
cultivation  and  pasturage.  Corn  is  the  great  staple,  but  small  grains  and  potatoes  are  extensively  produced.  In  live  stock,  cattle, 
horses,  swine,  mules  and  sheep  rank  in  the  order  given  as  shown  by  the  census.  Atchison  county  farmers  are,  as  a  rule,  as  well-to-do  as 
those  of  any  other  section  of  the  country. 

One  of  the  greatest  industries  of  the  county  is  the  growing  of  different  varieties  of  fruit.  Northwest  Missouri  In  >  become  famous 
in  this  regard,  and  it  would  appear  that  Atchison  is  the  equal  of  any  other  county  of  the  section.  Apples  and  cherries  1  re  raised  in  pro¬ 
fusion.  Small  fruits,  such  as  blackberries,  strawberries,  raspberries,  etc.,  are  raised  in  large  quantities,  and,  as  a  rule,  prove  extremely 
profitable.  There  are  good  markets  for  these,  and  the  raising  of  such  fruits  is  a  most  profitable  adjunct  to  ordinary  farming.  In  fact, 
the  fruit  industry  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  important  resources  of  the  county. 

Land  is  cheap  in  Atchison  county,  if  quality  be  considered.  Prices  will  range  from  $40  to  $125  per  acre,  according  to  improve¬ 
ments  and  location.  Sixty  to  $90  per  acre  may  be  said  to  be  the  average  price  for  which  good  farming  lands,  accessable  to  markets, 
may  be  purchased  to-day.  That  the  farming  land  of  Atchison  county  is  a  good  investment  for  capital  can  hardly  be  doubted.  It 
rents  at  about  $4.50  per  acre,  which  pays  a  fair  interest  on  money  invested. 

Atchison  county  has  the  greatest  cultivated  area  of  any  county  in  the  state  of  Missouri  41(5  acres  per  square  mile,  while  the 
three  southeastern  counties,  Carter,  Reynolds  and  Shannon,  have  the  lowest — only  34  acres  per  square  mile.  Only  21  of  the  114  coun¬ 
ties  in  the  state  have  half  or  more  of  their  surface  .now  in  cultivated  crops.  In  the  order  of  their  cultivated  acreage  per  square  mile  they 
are  as  follows:  Atchison,  416;  Nodaway,  400;  Lafayette,  374;  Saline,  362;  Gentry,  358;  Cass,  323;  DeKalb,  350;  Platte,  348,  Clinton,  34  i, 
Andrew,  343;  Caldwell,  342;  Carroll,  339;  Jackson,  337;  Holt,  330;  Bates,  Buchanan  and  Johnson,  each  329;  Audrain,  Cooper  and  Dav¬ 
ies,  each  324;  Ray,  322.  Great  is  Missouri — and  Atchison  county.

ATHAX  MEEK  laid  out  the  town  on  April  8th.  1851.  It  is  located  in  Clay  township.

with  light  and  water:  the  citizens  of  the  town  own  and  operate  the  Rock  Port,  Langdon  & 
Northern  Railway,  which  connects  with  the  Burlington  railroad  at  Langdon.  Has  three 
banks,  three  blacksmith  shops,  three  wagon  shops,  one  creamery,  one  canning  factory,  one 
electric  light  and  water  plant,  three  hardware  stores,  three  general  stores,  four  grocery 
stores,  two  harness  shops,  one  photograph  gallery,  two  dentists,  two  furniture  stores,  four 
drug  stores,  two  clothing  stores,  one  racket  store,  two  meat  markets,  one  shoe  store,  two 
millinery  store,  two  livery  barns,  two  feed  barns,  one  race  course,  training  stables,  two  tin 
shops,  two  confectionaries  and  restaurants,  three  hotels,  two  lumber  yards,  two  brick 
yards,  one  public  school  building,  one  county  fair  association,  one  lecture  congress  and 
Chautauqua,  one  flouring  mill,  four  insurance  companies,  six  physicians,  two  veterinaries, 
one  court  house,  one  jail,  six  attorneys,  six  churches,  seven  carpenters,  two  shoemakers, 
one  opera  house,  two  newspapers.  The  town  is  surrounded  by  fine  farms,  and,  sup]  (lying 
the  thrifty  farmers  with  the  necessaries  of  life,  it  will  be  understood  that  it  is  quite  a  busi¬ 
ness  center.  In  fact,  we  doubt  if  as  many  goods  are  sold  in  any  town  in  the  state  of  the 
same  size.  Visitors  to  the  town  declare  that  Rock  Port  has  the  most  hospitable  people  on 
earth.  Taking  into  consideration  the  features  mentioned,  together  with  the  fact  that  here 
are  among  the  best  public  schools  to  be  found  anywhere,  makes  the  town  a  desirable  loca¬ 
tion  for  farmers  and  others  who  would  retire,  or  for  those  who  desire  to  educate  their  child¬ 
ren.

T7X  August,  1880,  the  town  of  Tarkio  was  laid  out  on  the  west  half  of  the  southwest 
quarter,  and  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  14.  township  65.  range  40.  The  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  town  has  increased  so  rapidly  and  houses  sprang  up  so  numerously  that 
large  additions  have  been  laid  out,  from  time  to  time.  The  population  of  the  town  is  now 
about  2,000.  The  Tarkio  Valley  railroad,  a  branch  of  the  Burlington  system,  runs  through 
the  town,  and  Tarkio  is  considered  one  of  the  best  shipping  points  in  Northwest  Missouri. 
There  are  also  good  prospects  of  another  road  being  built  through  the  town,  connecting 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  and  Omaha,  Neb.  Tarkio  has  one  foundry,  two  confectionaries,  one 
shoemaker,  two  restaurants,  one  shoe  store,  two  hotels,  two  newspapers,  three  grocery 
stores,  one  bakery,  three  lumber  yards,  three  hardware  stores,  two  meat  markets, 
two  telephone  companies,  three  general  stores,  two  banks,  one  cigar  store 
two  millinery  stores,  one  planing  mill,  two  wagon-makers,  one  plow  factory, 
one  tailor  shop,  two  jewelery  stores,  four  drug  stores,  one  paint  and  wall-paper  store,  one, 
electric  light  and  water  plant,  one  college,  one  public  school  building,  one  elevator,  one 
flouring  mill,  two  veterinaries,  two  clothing  stores,  one  undertaker,  two  furniture  stores, 
three  dentists,  six  churches,  one  tinner,  one  book  and  notion  store,  one  brick  and  tile  fac¬ 
tory,  five  physicians,  two  livery  bairns,  one  horse  and  mule  barn,  three 
attorneys,  one  auditorium,  three  barber  shops.  The  Tarkio  College  and  the  splendid  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  the  town  give  the  place  a  wide  reputation  as  an  educational  center.  In  fact, 
Tarkio  is  regarded  as  the  modern  Athens  of  this  section  of  country.  From  a  moral  stand¬ 
point  it  is  a  desirable  residence  location  and  many  well-to-do  people  have  bought  residence 
property  there  because  of  the  moral  surroundings  and  educational  advantages,  regarding 
it  just  the  place  in  which  to  properly  raise  and  educate  their  children.  There  are  seven 
churches  in  Tarkio,  all  well  supported.  The  town  is  beautifully  located  and  is  surrounded

Mr.  Athen  s  famous  Bay  view  Herd  of  Poland-! 'hina  hogs  is  known  far  and  wide  and 
his  annual  sales  are  not  only  patronized  by  the  leading  farmers  and  stockmen  at  home  but 
also  by  people  from  other  states.  His  start  in  blooded  swine  was  made  from  one  sow, 
which  lie  paid  for  by  working  by  the  day.  From  that  beginning  he  has  sold  thousands  of 
dollars  worth  of  hogs. 

On  March  IT,  1866,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Coppage,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Alfred  and  Emaline  Coppage.  She  was  born  in  the  state  of  Illinois  on  Nov.  6,  1866. 
Of  this  union  three  children  were  born,  namely:  Carl,  born  Dec.  16.  1887;  Mabel,  born 
Oct.  10,  1892;  Daisy,  born  Nov.  17.  1900. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Athen  are  members  of  the  Lone  Chapel  Christian  church.  In  politics 
Mr.  Athen  is  a  Republican.  He  held  the  office  of  school  director  several  years.

JOHN  M.  ANDERSON. 


XE  of  the  really  popular  men  of  the  county,  impregnable  in  politics  as  well  as  morality, 


is  John  M.  Anderson,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  county's  “strong  box.”  He  was 
born  in  Brown  county.  Ohio,  Aug.  2d.  1853.  His  parents  are  William  and  Albertine  An¬ 
derson.  of  Clark  township,  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  but  natives  of  Ohio.  With  them  he 
came  from  Ohio  to  Atchison  county  when  he  was  eleven  years  old.  He  remained  on  the 
farm  with  his  parents  until  in  his  seventeenth  year,  when  he  began  doing  farm  work  for 
others,  and  later  farmed  for  himself.  In  1894  he  was  elected  Assessor  of  Atchison  county, 
but  continued  his  farming  operations  throughout  the  term.  Shortly  after  his  term  of  office 
had  expired  he  engaged  in  the  drug  business  at  Phelps  City.  Mo.,  and  continued  in  that 
business  until  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  Atchison  county,  in  1900.  He 
was  re-elected  to  that  office  in  1902.  At  each  election  he  was  one  of  the  two  candidates 
only  elected  on  the  Republican  ticket. 

Fraternally,  he  is  a  member  of  the  A.  0.  U.  IV. .  Masonic  and  K.  of  P.  lodges  of  Rock 
Port,  and  holds  the  office  of  Junior  Deacon  in  the  Masonic  lodge;  is  a  leading  member  of 
the  M.  E.  church  at  Rock  Port;  is  a  Trustee  in  that  organization  and  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Sunday  School. 

In  1902  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Republican  Central  Committee  of  Atchison  county; 
was  two  years  committeeman  of  Benton  township;  was  delegate  to  a  convention  at  Savan¬ 
nah.  Mo.,  to  select  delegates  to  the  National  convention;  was  delegate  to  the  Judicial  con¬ 
vention  at  Maryville,  Mo.,  in  1898;  was  a  director  of  the  Phelps  City  school  board  four 
years,  and  also  President  of  the  Phelps  City  town  board;  was  a  director  of  what  is  known 
as  the  Cooper  school  district  for  two  years.  Besides  attending  the  district  school  he  was 
also  a  student  at  the  Rock  Port  Seminary. 

John  M.  Anderson  and  Sarah  C.  Cheeseman  were  united  in  marriage  in  Atchison 
county  on  February  22nd.  1890.  Mrs.  Anderson  is  a  daughter  of  Manson  and  Amanda 
Cheeseman,  natives  of  Ohio.  Her  mother  died  of  cholera  during  the  epidemic  of  cholera  in 
the  Missouri  valley  of  Atchison  county  in  1872.  They  came  to  Atchison  county  in  1854. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Anderson  have  an  adopted  child — a  little  girl.

q-'His  native  of  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  was  born  Oct.  8th,  I860,  the  son  of  Thomas 
and  Sarah  A.  Angel  and  tenth  in  a  family  of  fourteen  children.  He  lived  with  his 
parents,  on  the  farm,  until  in  his  twenty-first  year,  when  he  bought  eighty  acres  of  land 
east  of  Fairfax  and  began  farming  for  himself.  He  now  owns  and  lives  upon  a  fine  farm  of 
160  acres,  in  section  21,  township  64,  range  40,  two  and  one-fourth  miles  southwest  of 
Tarkio.  The  accompanying  view  of  Mr.  Angel’s  premises  shows  his  family  in  a  group,  in 
front  of  the  modest  cottage  in  which  they  lived  until  their  modern  colonial  mansion  was 
erected.

ALBERT  L.  BRISTOW  was  born  in  Taylor  county,  Iowa,  Oct.  10,  1863,  the  son  of 
Samuel  P.  and  Nancy  Bristow.  Until  in  his  seventeenth  year  he  lived  at  home,  on 
the  farm.  He  came  to  Atchison  county  twenty-four  years  ago  and  began  working  as  a 
farm  hand,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  years,  at  the  time  of  taking  of  the  data  for 
this  sketch  he  had  been  here  ever  since.

A.  B.  BENEDICT. 

A  EBERT  BENJAMIN  BENEDICT,  farmer  and  carpenter,  of  Polk  township,  was  born 
in  Venango,  county,  Pennsylvania,  Aug.  4,  1826,  the  son  of  Alvin  and  Julia  Benedict 
and  the  eldest  in  a  family  of  thirteen  children.  With  his  parents  he  emigrated  to  Atchison 
county  in  1 854,  and  this  county  has  since  been  his  home.  He  was  with  his  parents  until  in 
his  twenty-first  year,  when  he  began  work  at  the  carpenter  trade.  This  trade,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  farming,  lias  since  been  his  occupation.  However,  in  186*  lie  was  elected  Justice 
of  the  Peace  of  Polk  township,  in  which  capacity  *  with  the  exception  of  four  years,  he  has 
served  continuously.  During  that  time  he  has  performed  more  than  one  hundred  marriage 
ceremonies.  He  was  also  school  director  twenty-two  years  and  road  overseer  nine  years. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  High  Creek  Baptist  church  and  was  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School  three  years.  For  more  than  three  years  he  battled  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Union,  having  enlisted  in  the  4th  Pennsylvania  Cavalry  on  Oct.  14,  1861,  and  being 
mustered  out  of  service  on  July  1,  1865.  He  participated  in  several  important  battles, 
among  them  being  Antietam,  the  second  battle  of  Bull  Run,  Stony  Creek,  Todd's  Ferry, 
seven  days  before  Richmond,  Cold  Harbor,  Fredericksburg,  Culpepper  and  Gettysburg. 

Mr.  Benedict  owns  and  lives  upon  a  farm  of  100  acres,  in  sections  21  and  22,  township 
66,  range  41 ,  nine  miles  north  of  Rock  Port.  The  residence  on  the  farm  is  of  1%  stories, 
the  dimensions  being  14x28  ft.  There  is  also  a  barn,  cribs  and  other  necessary  outbuild¬ 
ings  and  an  orchard  of  five  acres.  The  house  which  Mr.  Benedict  built  in  1858  is  still 
standing.

Mr.  Benedict’s  father  died  in  1  889,  in  the  82nd  year  of  his  age.  Mrs.  Benedict's  parents 
were  Eli  and  Elizabeth  Wallace.  Her  father  died  in  Ohio  when  she  was  two  years  old.  Her 
mother  moved  to  Atchison  county  in  1  843  and  died  here  in  1863.

JOHN  B.  BOWERS  was  born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  May  16th,  1864,  the  son  of 
Benjamin  and  Wilhelmina  Bowers,  and  'the  eldest  of  nine  children.  He  was  at  home  on 
his  father's  farm  until  in  his  twenty-second  year,  when  he  began  farming  for  himself.  At 
the  time  this  sketch  was  written  he  owned'and  lived  upon  a  farm  of  240  acres,  in  sections 
25  and  36,  township  64,  range  42,  south  of  Langdon  two  and  one-half  miles.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bowers  are  members  of  St.  Peter’s  Lutheran  church  in  Benton  township. 
Politically  Mr.  Bowers  is  a  Democrat.  He  served  in  the  capacity  of  school  director  several 
years.  He  was  also  President  of  the  board  of  supervision  of  the  Benton  Township  Dyke 
and  Drainage  District. 

Mr.  Bowers’  father  was  one  of  the  leading  farmers  of  the  county,  owning,  at  one  time, 
over  900  acres  of  land.  He  died  in  1892.  His  mother  resides  in  Corning,  Mo.

The  house 
on  this  place  is  a  modern  structure  of  two  stories,  in  size  32x32  ft.,  with  an  attic;  also  a 
one  story  kitchen,  12x14  ft.  in  size;  barn,  24x28  ft.,  with  16-ft.  posts;  carriage  house, 
14x15  ft.;  sheds,  cribs,  etc.,  and  a  fine  orchard.  Also  a  tenant  house  of  \%  stories,  16x24 
ft.  in  size.  On  his  farm  in  sections  five  and  six  is  a  house  24x24  ft.  and  i2x!8  ft.,  one 
story;  barn,  40x40  ft.,  with  20-ft.  posts,  with  an  “L”  addition,  1  6x50  ft.; in  the  barn  is  an 
elevator  and  machinery  for  grinding  feed.  This  farm  is  also  improved  with  sheds,  cribs, 
feeders,  scales,  etc.,  and  an  orchard  covering  forty  acres.  This  place  is  known  as 
“Nutwood  Stock  Farm,”  and  while  residing  there  Mr.  Baker  made  a  specialty  of  breeding 
Poland-China  hogs.  Mr.  Baker  feeds  stock  extensively,  generally  marketing  about  100 
head  of  cattle  and  as  many  hogs  in  the  course  of  a  year.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baker  have  nine  children  living, 
namely:  Emma,  wife  of  George  Cradit;  Anna  Mary,  wife  of  Hubert  Loy;  George  C.;  Kittle, 
wife  of  Homer  L.  Prather;  Nellie,  wife  of  Clyde  Scott;  Eliza  Myrtle,  Myra  Alice.  They  have 
one  child  dead — Ann  May.  The  family  are  all  members  of  the  M.  E.  church  at  Tarkio. 
Anna  is  a  graduate  from  Tarkio  College;  Emma,  Kitty  and  George  also  attended  that 
college,  and  the  other  children  attend  Tarkio  High  School.  Mr.  Baker  was  educated  at 
the  Tabor,  la.,  college;  Mrs.  Baker  in  the  Rock  Port  High  School.  In  politics  Mr.  Baker  is 
a  Prohibitionist. 

Mr.  Baker's  brother,  Orlando  H.  Baker,  of  Indianola,  la.,  was  Consul  to  Copenhagen, 
Denmark,  under  President  Harrison’s  administration,  and  at  present  represents  the  United 
States  in  a  like  capacity  in  Australia,  by  appointment  of  President  McKinley.  His  daugh¬ 
ter  holds  the  chair  in  Greek  in  Simpson  College,  Indianola,  la.

GEORGE  L.  BISCHOF. 

GEORGE  L.  RISCHOF,  one  of  Rock  Port’s  pioneers,  was  born  in  Niernberg,  Germany, 
Oct.  30,  1831.  In  1850  lie  emigrated  to  America,  after  having  secured  an  education 
and  working,  for  a  time,  in  the  banking  and  commission  business.  Arriving  in  New  York 
he  came  direct  to  Atchison  county  and  Rock  Port  and  engaged  in  farming  until  in  1861. 
After  that  he  was  for  three  years  occupied  in  freighting  across  the  plains.  In  1 864  he 
bought  a  flouring  mill  in  Rock  Port  and  operated  same  one  year,  after  which  he  was  en¬ 
gaged  at  farming  until  in  1875.  He  also  conducted  a  brick-yard  in  Rock  Port  in  1  872-3. 
In  1875  he  engaged  in  the  hardware  business  with  Frederick  Traub,  the  firm  name  being 
Rischof  &  Traub.  and  he  has  been  engaged  in  that  business  ever  since.  The  firm  was  later 
Rischof  A  Warneke,  and  for  several  years  past  has  been  Geo.  L.  Rischof  &  Sons.  Mr. 
Bisc-hof  formerly  owned  forty  acres  of  land  within  the  city  limits.  Part  of  this  he  platted 
into  town  lots,  and  Rischof  s  First  and  Second  Additions  to  the  town  comprise  the  most 
modern  and  select  residence  district.  Mr.  Rischof  resides  in  a  commodious  residence  in  the 
suburbs  of  the  town,  in  the  midst  of  spacious  grounds.  We  herewith  present  a  view  of 
same.  The  store  building  occupied  by  Geo.  L.  Rischof  &  Sons  is  a  two-story  brick  struct¬ 
ure,  26x70  feet  in  size.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rischof  are  members  of  the  German  Lutheran  church  in  Rock  Port.  In 
politics  Mr.  Rischof  is  a  Republican. 

Mr.  Rischof  and  his  sons  William  and  Charles  compose  the  firm  of  Geo.  L.  Rischof  & 
Sons.  Roth  these  young  men  have  passed  their  whole  lives  in  Rock  Port  and  are  known  as 
honorable  though  shrewd  business  men.  William  was  married  on  June  27th,  1898,  to 
Miss  Lizzie  Zieke,  daughter  of  Gottlieb  and  Sophia  Zieke.  She  was  born  near  Rock  Port

ILLIAM  T.  BUCKHAM,  son  of  James  and  Lucinda  Buckliam,  was  born  in  Union  county,  Ken- 


”  tucky,  Dec.  22,  1846,  and  is  second  in  a  family  of  three  children.  He  came  from  Kentucky  to 
Rock  Port,  Mo.,  with  his  parents,  in  his  thirteenth  year.  They  lived  in  town  about  one  year  and 
then  moved  to  160  acres  of  land  on  the  Missouri  bottom,  south  of  the  present  site  of  Langdon,  Mo., 
which  his  father  bought  in  1855.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  returned  to  Rock  Port  to  live  in  1860  and 
entered  the  “Banner”  newspaper  office  as  an  apprentice.  He  worked  at  the  printing  trade  about  one 
year,  when  he  began  clerking  in  his  father’s  general  merchandise  store.  In  1872  he  was  appointed 
Deputy  County  Clerk,  under  James  M.  Templeton,  which  position  he  held  about  five  years.  He  was 
then  appointed  Deputy  Circuit  Clerk  and  Recorder  under  John  W.  Smith.  He  continued  in  that  posi¬ 
tion  three  terms  or  twelve  years.  In  1886  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Circuit  Clerk  and  Recorder. 
At  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  four  years  he  was  re-elected  for  another  term.  He  was  also  Deputy 
Collector  of  the  Revenue  under  Thomas  H.  Oliver.  He  is  a  life-long  and  active  Democrat;  has  served 
as  Secretary  of  the  Democratic  County  Central  Committee  and  has  repeatedly  been  the  choice  of  con¬ 
ventions  to  act  as  delegate  to  State,  Judicial  and  Congressional  conventions.  At  the  time  of  taking 
this  sketch  he  was  a  director  of  the  Rock  Port  school  district,  Alderman  of  the  city  of  Rock  Port,  Sec¬ 
retary  and  director  of  the  Rock  Port  Butter  andCheeseCo.,  director  of  the  Rock  Port  Fair  Association 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Missouri  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  of  Rock  Port. 

Mr.  Buckham  received  a  common  school  education,  but  he  has  read  judiciously  and  is  well  inform¬ 
ed.  Fact  is,  the  standing  Mr.  Buckham  has  attained  among  his  life-long  acquaintances  is  that  of  one 
in  a  thousand.  There  is  not  a  more  popular  man  in  Atchison  county,  and  deservedly  so.  His  dispo¬ 
sition  is  that  of  unselfishness  and  thoughtfulness  for  others,  and  he  never  forgets  a  friend. 

He  was  initiated  in  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  lodge  in  Rock  Port  in  1869  and  has  held  all  the  chairs  in  that 
lodge;  is  a  member  of  the  A.  O.  U.  W.  and  K.  of  P.  lodges  in  Rock  Port,  and  has  held  the  office  of 
Financier  in  the  A.  O.  U.  W.  lodge. 

William  T.  Buckham  and  Ida  Belle  McCollister  were  united  in  marriage  on  Oct.  16,  1881.  Mrs 
Buckham  is  a  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  McCollister  and  was  born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  on 
Aug.  1st,  1862.  She  grew  to  womanhood  at  the  home  of  her  parents,  in  Lincoln  township  of  Atchison 
county.  After  attending  the  district  school  she  attended  the  Rock  Port  Seminary. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Buckham  have  one  child — J ohn  E. ,  who  was  born  Feb.  16, 1883.  He  is  a  graduate  from 
the  Rock  Port  High  School  and  the  State  University  of  Missouri,  having  made  a  specialty  of  electrical 
engineering.  He  is  at  present  with  the  Westing-house  Electric  Co.,  at  Pittsburg,  Pa. 

Mr.  Buckham’s  parents  were  natives  of  Kentucky.  They  were  slave-owners  and  brought  slaves 
with  them  to  Rock  Port.  However,  these  colored  people  were  accorded  such  gentle  treatment  that 
they  would  not  have  been  thought  of  as  in  bondage.  Many  old  citizens  remember  Uncle  Jack  and 
Aunt  'Tilda  and  their  brood  of  children. 

Mr.  Buckham’s  father  died  in  1874  and  his  mother  in  1876.  Mrs.  Buckham’s  father  died  May  1st, 
1898,  at  his  home  in  Lincoln  township.

THOMAS  M.  BAILEY. 

/^vNE  of  the  prominent  and  self-made  men  of  the  county  is  Thomas  M.  Bailey,  postmaster  and  attor- 
^  ney  at  Itock  Port.  He  was  born  and  reared  in  Greene  county,  Tennessee,  the  date  of  his  birth 
being  Nov.  18,  1855.  His  parents  were  Marion  L.  and  Sarah  H.  Bailey,  and  he  is  fourth  in  a  family  of 
nine  children.  His  parents  were  natives  of  Tennessee.  He  lived  on  his  father’s  farm  until  in  his 
twenty-first  year,  when  he  sought  the  collegiate  education  which  he  later  attained.  He  graduated 
from  the  Greeneville,  Tenn.,  and  Tusculum  colleges  and  also  attended  East  Tennessee  Wesleyan  Uni¬ 
versity.  Following  his  terms  in  the  colleges  he  taught  two  terms  of  school  in  Tennessee.  During  the 
next  three  years  he  dealt  in  live  stock  in  the  fall  and  winter  and  in  the  spring  and  summer  read  law 
under  Ingersoll  &  Shoun,  attorneys  at  Greeneville,  Tenn.  He  came  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in 
1885,  and  after  working  on  a  farm  for  Scamman  &  Bailey,  near  Phelps  City,  Mo.,  located  in  Rock 
Port  on  March  20,  18S7,  and  began  reading  law  under  John  D.  Campbell.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
during  the  September  term  of  Circuit  Court  in  Rock  Port,  in  the  year  1887,  Judge  Cyrus  A .  Anthony 
presiding.  For  one  year  he  practiced  his  profession  alone.  He  then  formed  a  partnership  with  John 
D.  Campbell  for  the  practice  of  law,  the  firm  name  being  Campbell  &  Bailey.  This  partnership  lasted 
until  Mr.  Campbell’s  death,  Dec.  11,  1891.  In  November,  1888,  Mr.  Bailey  was  elected  Prosecuting 
Attorney  of  Atchison  county,  on  the  Republican  ticket.  He  became  invincible,  it  seems,  as  he  was  re¬ 
elected  in  1890  and  1892,  serving  three  terms  in  succession.  In  1893  he  formed  a  partnership  with  John 
C.  Hunt,  for  the  practice  of  law,  the  firm  being  Hunt  &  Bailey.  The  firm  has  been  practicing  success¬ 
fully  here  ever  since. 

Mr.  Bailey  is  one  of  the  prominent  Republican  politicians  of  the  state.  He  first  attained  distinc¬ 
tion  politically  as  Chairman  of  the  Republican  Central  Committee  of  Atchison  county,  which  position 
he  held  eight  years — until  he  resigned.  He  introduced  new  and  original  methods  and,  withal,  put  so 
much  life  into  the  hitherto  dormant  process  of  managing  campaigns  that,  because  of  the  consequent 
success,  he  became  known  all  over  the  state.  He  has  been  a  delegate  to  district  and  state  conventions 
several  times  and  was  elector  on  the  Republican  national  ticket  in  1896.  He  was  appointed  post¬ 
master  of  Rock  Port  in  1897,  by  President  McKinley,  and  was  re-appointed  by  President  Roosevelt  in 
1902  and  1906,  and,  therefore,  is  now  in  his  third  term  in  that  capacity.  He  is  President  of  the  board 
of  Rock  Port  school  district  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Rock  Port  city  council  in  1894-6.  These  various 
offices  Mr.  Bailey  has  held  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  constituents,  regardless  of  politics.  Fraternally, 
Mr.  Bailey  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  and  Knights  of  Pythias  lodges  of  Rock  Port  and  was  first 
Chancellor  Commander  of  the  K.  of  P.  lodge. 

On  Sept.  12,  1888,  Mr.  Bailey  and  Miss  Minnie  D.  Sliger  were  united  in  marriage.  Mrs.  Bailey  was 
born  in  Atchison  county  on  Sept.  12,  1868.  She  is  a  daughter  of  Jesse  and  Mary  Sliger  and  is  the  old¬ 
est  of  two  children.  Her  father  is  a  native  of  Tennessee — her  mother  of  Indiana.  Her  mother  died 
Sept.  4th,  1898. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bailey  were  born  six  children,  namely:  Jessie  I).,  born  July  7,  1889;Nita  L., 
born  Oct.  3,  1890,  died  Feb.  10,  1891;  Minnie,  born  Dec.  31.  1891,  died  Jan.  1,  1892;  Thomas  M.,  born  Feb. 
1,  1893;  Marion  I).,  born  July  26,  1903;  Joyce  R.,  born  June  23,  1905. 

Mrs.  Bailey  is  a  member  of  the  Rock  Port  M.  E.  church.  She  is  shrewd  in  business  matters  and  is 
of  great  assistance  to  Mr.  Bailey  in  the  post-office  while  he  assists  in  the  large  practice  of  the  law  firm. 
She  received  her  principal  schooling  in  the  Rock  Port  High  School  and  the  State  Normal  at  Peru,  Neb. 

They  own  and  live  in  a  neat  eight-room  cottage  on  Court  House  Hill,  the  premises  being  supplied 
with  all  modern  conveniences.  They  also  own  forty  acres  of  land  on  the  Missouri  bottom,  about  six 
miles  west  of  Rock  Port.

JOSEPH  CAM  PbELL,  farmer,  of  Dale  township,  was  born  in  Canada  on  July  15th,  1839, 
the  son  of  Edward  and  Ann  Campbell  and  the  seventh  child  in  a  family  of  eight.  He 
was  raised  on  a  farm  and  started  out  for  himself  in  his  thirteenth  .year,  when  he  came  to 
Michigan  and  worked  for  one  man  eighteen  years.  From  there  he  moved  to  Iowa,  where  he 
farmed  for  three  years.  In  1877  he  located  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  and  rented  land 
four  years.  He  then  bought  240  acres  of  land,  paying  $10  per  acre  for  same.  He  now 
owns  and  lives  upon  a  farm  of  100  acres,  seven  miles  east  of  Fairfax.  The  residence  on 
this  farm  is  of  the  following  dimensions:  16x24  ft.,  16x18  ft.  and  16x18  ft.,  all  \%  stories. 
The  barn,  in  size,  is  28x36  ft.,  with  16-ft.  posts.  On  the  farm  are  also  cribs,  sheds,  neces¬ 
sary  outbuildings  and  an  orchard  of  three  acres.  Mr.  Campbell  formerly  fed  about  two 
car-loads  of  cattle  and  200  head  of  hogs  annually,  but  he  is  now  marketing  his  grain  and 
feeding  it  to  stock  of  his  own  raising.

His  parents  came  to  Atchison  county  in  1 848,  locating-  at 
what  is  known  as  the  Campbell  homestead,  near  Nislmabotna,  where  the  subject  of  this 
sketch  passed  his  life  up  to  1900,  when  he  bought  and  moved  to  a  120-acre  farm,  3 %  miles 
southeast  of  Fairfax,  in  section  39.  township  (54,  range  39.  He  also  owns  twenty  acres  of 
timber  land,  near  Nislmabotna.

He  emigrated  from  Germany  in  his 
seventeenth  year  and  located  in  Nebraska;  remained  there  a  few  months  and  then  located 
m  Atchison  county,  Missouri;  worked  as  a  farm  hand  and  rented  land  until  in  1881.  when 
he  bought  a  part  of  the  land  where  he  lives  at  present,  comprising  170  acres,  in  section  16 
township  64,  range  41,  3%  miles  south  of  Rock  Port.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  picture  furn¬ 
ished  bv  our  artist,  this  farm  is  supplied  with  neat  and  commodious  buildings,  and  the 
farm  is  well  kept,  Mr.  Cooper  is  a  model  farmer,  as  his  straight  corn-rows  and  weedless 
fields  evidence.

in  a  family  of  four.  With  his  parents  he  came  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  when  he  was 
six  years  old,  they  locating  near  the  town  of  Watson.  In  1873 they  located  in  Dale  town¬ 
ship,  buying  eighty  acres  of  land  at  $10  per  acre.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  now  owns  a 
fine  farm  of  211  acres,  in  section  16,  township  63,  range  39,  while  his  father  owns  320 
acres  of  land  in  Atchison  and  Holt  counties,  Missouri.

and  Emily  (Spencer)  Crosley  and  is  second  in  a  family  of  ten  children.  His  father  was  a 
native  of  Ohio.  He  died  here  in  1875.  His  mother  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania.  She 
died  here  in  1881. 

Mr.  Crosley  came  from  Ohio  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in  his  nineteenth  year.  He 
helped  his  father  and  worked  on  the  farm  three  years,  when  he  began  work  in  Barlow’s 
grist  mill,  which  was  located  on  Rock  Creek,  about  one  mile  north  of  Rock  Port.

HE  accompanying  view  presents  the  handsome  and  commodious  buildings  on  Mr. 


A  Gerd  Cooper’s  farms.  His  home  farm  is  three  miles  south  of  Rock  Port.  The  farm 
is  well  improved  and  the  premises  neatly  kept,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  picture.  The  house  is 
an  eight-room  structure,  in  size  16x32  ft.  and  16x20  ft.;  barn.  36x50  ft.,  with  14-ft.  posts, 
and  a  shed  on  one  side  10x50  ft.  in  size;  cribs,  sheds,  scales,  stock  yards  and  a  switch  on 
the  R.  P.,  L.  &  X.  Ry.

On  March  14,  1861, 
the  marriage  of  Mr.  Cooper  and  Miss  Rixtie  Harmes  took  place  in  Illinois.  Mrs.  Cooper  is 
a  daughter  of  John  and  Matilda  Harmes  and  was  born  in  Hanover,  Germany,  Feb.  28, 
1844,  the  third  in  a  family  of  ten  children. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cooper  were  born  eleven  children,  eight  of  whom  are  living,  viz:  Thos. 
G.;  Matilda,  wife  of  John  Bowers;  Eilert,  Weitje;  Heibe,  wife  of  Jacob  Heyen;  John  and 
George.  Rosa  died  at  the  age  of  seven  years  and  twin  boys  died  in  infancy.

In  politics 
he  is  a  Democrat.

VVTILLIAM  P.  CARPENTER,  leading  land-owner,  farmer  and  stock-raiser  of  Atchison  county,  is  a 
’’  native  of  Atchison  county,  the  son  of  Charles  H.  and  Mary  L.  Carpenter,  prominent  and  highly 
respected  residents  of  what  is  now  Buchanan  township,  and  third  in  a  family  of  ten  children.  He  was 
born  on  May  21st,  186(5. 

He  was  with  his  parents  until  in  his  22nd  year,  when  he  began  farming  for  himself,  and  in  that 
occupation  he  has  made  a  phenomenal  success,  as  a  result  of  his  admirable  judgment  and  keen  fore¬ 
sight.  His  home  farm,  three  and  one-half  miles  southeast  of  Tarlcio,  comprises  560  acres  of  fine  land,  on 
which  is  one  of  the  most  elegant  mansions  in  the  county,  in  or  out  of  town.  It  was  designed  by  E.  J. 
Eckel,  architect,  of  St.  Joseph.  Mo.  The  house  is  of  the  colonial  style,  in  size  .‘58x40  ft.,  with  basement 
and  attic,  and  a  colonial  porch  on  the  north  and  west.

ANDREW  CRAIG 


NDREW  CRAIG,  of  Tarkio  township,  one  of  the  most  extensive  farmers  and  cattle  feeders  of  Atch¬ 


ison  county,  was  born  in  Delaware  county.  New  York,  on  Jan.  7th,  1840.  When  he  was  about 
eighteen  months  old  his  father  died,  and  thus  he  was  thrown  on  his  own  resources  at  an  early  age,  as 
his  father  left  him  no  property.  When  a  young  man  he  worked  on  the  farm  and  taught  school.  He 
was  educated  in  the  Delhigh  and  Andes  Academies  in  New  York.  He  went  from  New  York  to  Illinois, 
in  1864,  and  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in  1878.  On  Jan.  1(5,  1866,  he  was  united  in  marriage,  in  De- 
Kalb  county,  Illinois,  with  Elizabeth  Swan,  who  was  born  in  Westmoorland  county,  Pennsylvania, 
in  October,  1851.  Her  father,  Samuel  Swan,  was  a  native  of  San  Domingo,  and  her  mother,  Sarah 
Swan,  a  native  of  Pennsylvania.  She  was  the  youngest  of  three  children.  Mr.  Craig’s  parents  were 
Robert  and  Ellisen  Craig,  natives  of  Scotland. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Craig  were  born  eight  children,  five  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Lillie,  Andrew 
D.,  Samuel,  Mabel  and  Robert.  The  dead  are  a  daughter,  Ella,  and  two  infants. 

Mrs.  Craig  was  educated  at  Blairsville  Female  Seminary,  Blairsville,  Pa.  All  their  children  have 
attended  Tarkio  College  and  A.  B.  and  Samuel  are  graduates  from  that  institution.  Mabel  attended 
Mrs.  Francis  Breyce's  school  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  Samuel  graduated  from  a  five-year  course  at  Prince¬ 
ton.  N.  ,T.  He  is  at  present  a  Presbyterian  minister  at  Ebensburg,  Pa. 

Mr.  Craig  first  bought  480  acres  of  land  in  Atchison  county,  paying  1|>3  per  acre  for  same.  In  his 
home  farm,  in  section  12.  township  65,  range  40,  there  are  510  acres;  in  section  7,  township  65,  range  39> 
he  has  a  farm  of  381  acres;  in  section  5,  township  65,  range  39,  250  acres;  in  section  6,  township  65 
range  39,  300  acres;  in  section  17.  township  65,  range  39,  360  acres;  in  section  7,  township  65,  range  39, 
40  acres;  in  section  13,  township  65,  range  39,244  acres.  His  main  pursuits  are  raising  corn  and  feeding- 
cattle  and  hogs.  He  annually  markets  about  500  or  600  head  of  fat  cattle  and  alike  number  of  fat  hogs. 

The  residence  on  Mr.  Craig's  home  farm  is  of  two  stories,  in  size  28x38  ft.  and  16x24  ft.,  and  con¬ 
tains  sixteen  rooms  and  two  hallways.  Besides  his  home  place  he  has  seven  sets  of  buildings,  the 
house  on  the  farm  which  his  son  A.  B.  conducts  being  of  two  stories  and  32x36  ft.  in  size.  There  are 
four  large  barns  on  his  farm — one  26x36  ft.,  with  14-ft.  posts;  one  50x69  ft.,  with  30-ft.  posts;  one  26x36 
ft.,  with  25-ft.  posts;  one 30x40  ft.,  with  18-ft.  posts;  also  all  necessary  cribs,  sheds,  scales,  etc.,  and  an 
orchard  covering  fifteen  acres.

THOMAS  CULLIN. 


HOMAS  CULLIN,  farmer,  of  Templeton  township,  was  born  in  Ireland  on  April  15, 


1  1837.  He  emigrated  from  his  native  land  in  his  twelfth  year  and  began  work  on  a 

railroad,  carrying  water  for  fifty  cents  per  day.  He  afterwards  worked  as  a  farm  hand 
and  in  1858  drove  six  yoke  of  oxen  from  Leavenworth,  Ivans.,  to  Denver,  Colo.,  hauling 
freight.  Arriving  at  the  latter  place  he  worked  at  mining  and  ranching,  and  also  for  the 
government  of  the  United  States.  Later  he  located  in  Nebraska,  and  in  1865  he  came  to 
Atchison  county  with  about  $3,000.  His  home  farm  consists  of  360  acres,  in  section  21, 
township  65,  range  42,  four  and  one-half  miles  northwest  of  Phelps  City.  His  house  is  of 
two  stories,  in  size  20x40  ft.  and  15x25  ft.;  barn,  30x50  ft.,  with  14-ft.  posts,  with  shed  on 
one  side  12x50  ft.;  hay  shed,  16x50  ft.  in  size,  with  14-ft.  posts;  corn  crib,  12x15  ft.;  two 
hog  sheds,  12x100  ft.  in  size;  orchard  and  other  improvements.  Adjoining  his  farm  is 
about  300  acres,  known  as  “made”  land,  occasioned  by  a  change  in  the  course  of  the  Mis¬ 
souri  river.  Mr.  Cullin  uses  this  land  for  pasture.  He  also  owns  a  farm  of  102  acres  in 
Nebraska,  on  which  is  an  orchard  of  2,100  trees,  and  also  a  farm  of  160  acres  in  Kansas.

CHARLES  H.  CARPENTER. 


CCOMPANYING  this  sketch  is  a  view  of  the  premises  of  Charles  H.  Carpenter,  the  location  of  his 


farm  being  in  sections  Hi  and  17,  township  66,  range  41,  ten  miles  north  of  Rock  Port,  nine  miles 
southeast  of  Hamburg  and  seven  miles  northeast  of  Watson.  The  farm  consists  of  300  acres  of  fine 
land,  Avell  improved,  we  may  say  with  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  farm  houses  in  the  county.  The 
house  is  of  two  stories  and  is  38  feet  square,  with  additions  12x16  feet  and  8x16  feet  in  size;  contains 
fourteen  well  arranged  rooms,  and,  in  fact,  the  whole  building  was  planned  with  an  eye  for  conven¬ 
ience,  comfort  and  elegance.  The  building  is  superbly  finished,  not  alone,  however,  with  what  wealth 
commands  but  the  productions  of  the  artistic  skill  of  Mrs.  Carpenter  and  her  daughters  are  in  evidence 
in  pleasing  effects.  One  room  is  hung  exclusively  with  beautiful  paintings  by  the  young  ladies,  and 
their  work  is  second  to  none  that  the  writer  lias  seen,  barring  celebrated  artists.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Car¬ 
penter  not  only  budded  well  an  elegant  mansion  but  they  also  builded  lovely  characters  in  their  fam¬ 
ily,  polished  and  refined  by  tender,  parental  care  and  the  attainments  furnished  by  the  best  educational 
institutions.  Not  the  least  of  these  attainments  is  their  really  splendid  ability  of  the  nature  just  men¬ 
tioned.  Again  is  the  unusual  degree  of  the  artistic  noted  in  the  beautiful  and  well-kept  lawn  sur¬ 
rounding  the  mansion,  bedecked  with  a  wilderness  of  rare  flowers,  shrubbery  and  shade  trees.  Our 
staff  artist  could  not  do  this  yard  justice.  Suffice  to  say  that  no  yard  in  Atchison  county,  in  or  out 
of  town,  compares  with  it. 

Mr.  Carpenter  s  farm  is  well-kept  aud  well-tilled  although  he  now leases  most  of  it  and  his  farming 
operations,  personally,  are  not  as  extensive  as  of  yore.  However,  his  time  is  well  occupied  in  keeping 
his  well-appointed  premises  in  order,  caring  for  his  orchard,  which  contains  over  900  trees,  and  looking- 
after  the  live  stock  which  is  grazing  and  feeding  in  his  luxuriant  pastures  and  well-kept  feed-lots.  Such 
a  farm,  of  course,  would  be  supplied  with  all  necessary  buildings,  and  chief  among  them,  on  this  farm, 
is  a  substantially  built  barn,  in  size  42x52  feet,  and  with  a  roof  area  that  easily  shelters  the  horses, 
cattle,  vehicles,  implements,  hay  and  grain  that  Mr.  Carpenter  cares  to  use.  His  lots,  and.  in  fact,  the 
whole  premises,  are  supplied  with  a  perfect  system  of  water-works.

He  worked  at  his  trade,  erecting  sev¬ 
eral  buildings  in  and  about  Linden,  and  taught  four  winter  terms  of  school  in  that  old  town  He 
located  on  120  acres  of  the  farm  where  he  now  lives  in  1861,  living  in  a  two-room  frame  house  On 
Sept.  5,  1858,  he  was  married  to  Mary  L.  Livingston,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Valentine  Livingston 
well  and  favorably  known  pioneers  of  the  county.  To  them  were  born  ten  children,  seven  of  whom 
are  living,  namely;  William  P.,  now  a  leading  farmer  of  Atchison  county;  Lillian  Belle  wife  of  Dr  E 
C.  L.  Miller;  Mollie  M.,  wife  of  Dr.  I.  G.  Bushey;  Annie  Bessie,  wife  of  Dr.  Emmet  Richards-  George 
Burt,  a  prominent  stock  raiser  and  farmer;  Daisy  M.,  wife  of  H.  W.  Morgan;  Leafy  M  wife  of  W  L 
Clevenger.  Those  dead  are  Lucy  Miller,  J ames  V.  and  Alice  Minerva.  Mr.  Carpenter  Is  noted  for  in¬ 
dustry,  shrewdness  and  good  management,  and  these  characteristics  are  responsible  for  his  splendid 
home  and  Independent  condition,  notwithstanding  that  he  and  his  wife  are  indulgent  parents  educat¬ 
ing  tlielr  children  and  preparing  and  assisting  them  for  a  successful  life  otherwise^  Each  of  them  have 
attended  the  Normal  College  at  Peru,  Neb.,  while  Bessie  and  Belle  also  attended  college  at  Ann  Arbor 
Mich.,  the  latter  having  graduated  from  the  medical  department  of  the  State  University  of  Michigan’ 
and,  with  her  husband,  superintended  a  hospital  in  India  five  years.  Mrs.  Morgan  also  attended” the 
celebrated  university  mentioned  above  as  well  as  a  college  at  Lincoln,  Neb. 

Mr.  Carpenter  has  been  a  member  of  the  Christian  church  (by  some  designated  the  Church  of  Christ) 
since  1858,  and  has  been  an  Elder  and  Trustee  in  the  organization  of  that  church  at  Linden  for  twenty- 
five  years.  Politically  Mr.  Carpenter  is  a  Prohibitionist.

JOHN  ULYSSES  CROSEN,  Superintendent  of  the  public  schools  of  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  is  an  Ohioan.  He 
was  born  near  Hillsboro,  Ohio,  and  was  the  second  in  a  family  of  six  children.  His  parents  were 
Richard  and  Sarah  Lynn  Crosen,  Virginians,  of  Scotch-Irish  descent. 

Prof.  Crosen's  boyhood  was  passed  on  his  father’s  farm.  His  early  education  was  received  in  the 
district  schools  of  his  home  neighborhood,  after  which  he  attended  the  Northern  Indiana  Normal,  at 
Valparaiso,  Ind.,  and  finished  the  course  at  that  place.  Desiring  to  still  further  his  education,  he  at¬ 
tended  the  National  Normal  University  at  Lebanon,  Ohio. 

Prof.  Crosen’began’teaching  in  the  country  schools  of  his  native  county,  in  the  fall  of  1885,  and 
has  been  engaged  in  educational  work  continuously  since.  He  taught  for  seven  years  in  the  public 
schools  of  Ohio,  during  which  time  he  conducted  the  teaehers’  institute,  being  President  of  the  same 
two  years. 

He  came  to  Missouri  in  the  fall  of  1892,  and  in  order  to  put  himself  in  touch  with  the  educational 
movement  of  Missouri,  he  [attended  the  State  Normal  at  Warrensburg,  Mo.  After  completing  the 
course  at  Warrensburg  he  accepted  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  the  public  schools  at  Maitland, 
Holt  county,  Missouri,  which  place  he  successfully  occupied  for  eight  years.

JOHN  Z.  CROSS  was  born  in  Des  Moines  county,  Iowa,  June  10th,  3  862,  the  son  of  J.  A.

He  is  a  member  of  General  Greenland  G.  A.  R.  Post  at  Downs,  Ivans.,  at  which  place  he 
located  in  1873.  He  returned  to  Atchison  county  in  1884,  where  he  has  since  lived.

JOSEPH  DURFEE,  banker,  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  was  born  in  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  Sept.  16,  1870. 

His  parents  were  Aaron  B.  and  Sallie  Durfee  and  he  is  fourth  in  a  family  of  eight 
children.  Mr.  Durfee  has  passed  his  whole  life  in  Rock  Port;  grew  to  manhood  here 
and  was  educated  in  the  Rock  Port  public  and  high  schools.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  en¬ 
tered  the  Citizens’  Bank  of  Atchison  County  as,  book-keeper,  his  father  being  President  of 
the  bank.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  he  became  one  of  the  largest  stock-holders  in  the 
bank,  as  well  as  a  director.  For  several  years  he  was  Assistant  Cashier,  and  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  bank’s  business  year  of  1908  he  was  elected  Cashier. 

Mr.  Durfee  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church  at  Rock  Port  and  holds  the  office  of 
Deacon  in  that  organization.  Fraternally,  he  is  a  member  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F.  and  K.  of  P. 
lodges  of  Rock  Port.  Politically,  he  is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Rock  Tort  Lecture  Congress  and  in  1905  was  elected  Mayor  of  the  town  of 
Rock  Port,  without  opposition. 

Mr.  Durfee  and  Miss  Leone  Oliver  were  united  in  marriage  on  June  9,  1892.  Mrs.  Dur¬ 
fee  is  a  daughter  of  Thos.  H.  and  Eliza  Oliver,  of  Rock  Port,  and  was  born  in  Atchison 
county,  Missouri,  on  Dec.  2nd,  187L  Nearly  her  whole  life  has  been  passed  in  Rock  Port.

HE  subject  of  this  sketch,  Eliza  Ann  Ely,  was  born  in  Greenup  county,  Kentucky,  Nov. 


1  10,  1823.  Her  parents  were  Jeremiah  and  Nancy  Farmer  and  she  is  the  tenth  child 

in  a  family  of  fourteen.  With  her  family  she  emigrated  to  Platte  county,  Missouri,  and  on 
January  12,  1 841,  she  was  married  to  Thomas  Ely.  He  was  a  native  of  Lee  count}7,  West 
Virginia;  was  born  Jan.  22,  1807,  and  died  Sept.  28,  1885.  He  was  raised  on  a  farm  and 
was  with  his  parents  until  in  his  24th  year.  He  continued  in  the  occupation  of  a  farmer 
with  the  exception  of  several  years  in  Florida  and  Tennessee  with  a  surveying  party. 

In  the  year  1844  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ely  emigrated  from  Platte  county  to  Atchison  county 
and  entered  160  acres  of  land.

.CHRISTOPHER  DR  A  GOO,  farmer,  was  born  in  I  irown  county,  Ohio,  Oct.  28,  1840, 
C— <  the  son  of  Milton  and  Mary  Dragoo,  and  is  the  fifth  child  in  a  family  of  twelve. 

He  was  raised  on  his  father’s  farm  and  in  his  21st  year  started  for  himself.  He  located 
in  Atchison  county  in  1863,  on  the  Missouri  bottom,  south  of  Rock  Port.  At  the  time  of 
taking  this  sketch  he  owned  and  lived  upon  a  splendid  farm  of  160  acres  in  section  2, 
township  64,  range  40,  mid-way  between  Tarkio  and  Fairfax.  On  this  farm  is  a  house 
28x42  ft.,  1 %  stories;  barn,  40x42  ft.,  with  22  ft.  posts,  and  shed  on  one  side  12x40  ft.; 
blacksmith  shop,  cribs,  sheds,  scales,  orchard  of  200  trees,  small  vineyard,  etc.  Also  a 
brooder,  7x7  ft.  in  size,  in  which  Mrs.  Dragoo  hatches  about  600  chickens  annually.  Mr.

Air.  and  Mrs.  Dragoo  were  members  of  the  Tarkio  Valley  Christian  Church  and  Mr. 
Dragoo  held  the  office  of  Deacon  in  same.  Mr.  Dragoo  has  acted  prominently  in  the 
People’s  party  and  has  served  on  both  county  and  township  committees  of  that  party. 
He  was  also  a  veteran  of  the  civil  war;  enlisted  on  Dec.  3,  1861,  and  was  mustered  out 
Sept.  5,  1862.  He  was  with  Co.  F.,  70th  Ohio  Volunteers,  in  Sherman’s  brigade;  was  a 
member  of  the  G.  A.  R.  post  at  Tarkio  while  it  was  in  existence. 

Mrs.  Dragoo's  parents  were  pioneers  of  the  county  and  her  father  served  one  term  in 
the  capacity  of  County  Judge.

HENRY  ENOCH. 

^HE  subject  of  this  sketch,  Henry  Enoch,  was  born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  on  Nov.  7th,  1865, 
the  son  of  Henry  and  Mary  Enoch,  and  is  the  younger  of  two  children.  His  mother  died  when 
he  v  as  fi\  e  years  old  and  he  lived  at  the  home  of  his  uncle,  Joseph  Minter,  about  eighteen  months. 
He  then  went  to  live  with  his  father,  on  the  farm,  for  a  while,  after  which  he  made  his  home,  for  anum- 
bei  of  years,  with  his  uncle,  Joshua  Hunt,  at  Sharp’s  Grove.  In  his  eleventh  year  he  came  to  Rock 
I  oit  to  make  his  home  with  his  father  and  attend  school.  Later  he  engaged  in  partnership  with  his 
father,  in  the  livery  business  in  Rock  Port,  the  name  of  the  firm  being  H.  Enoch  &  Son;  was  in  that 
business  about  one  year;  then  farmed  one  year  and  returned  to  the  livery  business.  After  another 
•' <  ai  i'1  that  business  they  tore  down  the  livery  barn  and  erected  brick  store  buildings.  In  one  of 
these  buildings  the  subject  of  this  sketch  conducted  a  grocery  and  bakery  about  three  years.  After 
disposing  of  his  stock  of  merchandise  he  moved  to  his  fine  farm,  one  mile  west  of  the 
corporate  limits  of  Rock  Port,  consisting  of  236  acres,  in  sections  28,  29  and  32,  township  65,  range  41. 
Phis  farm  is  well  improved  for  a  comfortable  country  home.  The  house,  in  size,  is  14x34  feet  and 
14x26  feet,  one  story;  kitchen  and  arch  cellar,  10x14  feet;  barn,  in  size,  20x36  feet,  with  12-foot  posts; 
smoke  house,  14x24  feet  in  size,  and  other  outbuildings.  At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  he  also 
owned  an  elegant  residence  in  the  town  of  Rock  Port,  the  size  of  which  is  30x32  feet,  with  two  stories. 
On  the  same  premises  is  a  barn  24x30  feet  in  size,  and  neat  outbuildings.  Mr.  Enoch  and  his  father 
have  also  owned  several  business  houses  and  residences  in  Rock  Port.  Mr.  Enoch  fed  most  of  the 
grain  raised  on  his  farm  to  cattle  of  his  own  raising.  He  made  a  specialty  of  pure-bred  Short-horn 
cattle.  He  also  marketed  about  sixty  head  of  hogs  annually. 

On  March  11.  1886,  Mr.  Enoch  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  Tann,  of  Rock  Port,  daughter  of 
Jerome  and  Sallie  Tann,  and  the  second  of  seven  children.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Enoch  have  three  children— 
William  Kirk,  born  Jan.  2,  1887;  Mary  Lavern,  born  Aug.  5,  1889;  Henry  Colvin,  born  July  19,  1898. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Enoch  are  members  of  the  Christian  church  of  Rock  Port,  and  Mr.  Enoch  is  a  Deacon 
in  same. 


Politically  Mr.  Enoch  is  a  Republican,  and  he  has  been  both  township  and  county  committeeman. 
In  1900  he  was  the  choice  of  the  party  for  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Atchison  county,  and  was  defeated  at 
the  polls  by  a  majority  of  only  fifty-eight  votes.  He  was  once  Street  Commissioner  of  Rock  Port,  and 
it  goes  without  saying  that  the  streets  of  the  town  were  in  “apple  pie”  ordei’  during  his  incumbency. 
He  also  took  an  active  part  in  securing  the  first  rural  free  mail  delivery  route  in  Atchison  county — R. 
D.  No.  1  out  of  Rock  Port,  and  he  was  the  first  carrier  on  the  route. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Enoch  obtained  their  schooling  in  Rock  Port  High  School. 

Mr.  Enoch  s  father  located  in  Atchison  county  in  1857  and  engaged  at  farming  near  what  is  now 
Nishnabotna.  After  selling'his  farm' there  he  bought  a  part  of  what  is  now  known  as  the  Atchison 
county  poor  farm.  He  sold  that  farm  in  the  year  1872  and  engaged  in  the  livery  business  in  Rock 
Poi  t.  He  died  in  Rock  Port  in  1894.  Mrs.  Enoch’s  father  died  in  Rock  Port  in  1895,  after  a  long  resi¬ 
dence  in  that  town.

JOHN  R.  ELY,  farmer,  of  Clark  township,  was  born  in  Platte  county,  Missouri,  Nov.  2nd, 
)  1843,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Ann  Ely.  His  parents  located  in  Atchison  county,  Mis¬ 

souri  when  he  was  five  months  old,  and  here  he  has  since  resided,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  years,  when  he  was  a  young  man  on  the  Western  plains.  There  his  experience  was  var¬ 
ied,  novel  and  interesting.  His  early  experiences  at  the  pioneer  home  of  his  parents  in 
Atchison  county  are  also  interesting.  He  is  said  to  have  shot  the  last  wild  deer  that  was 
killed  in  Atchison  county.  Returning  to  Atchison  county  he  engaged  at  blacksmithing,  at 
which  trade  lie  worked  twenty -three  years,  having  shops  at  Milton  and  Fairfax.  Retiring 
from  the  blacksmith  business  he  bought  a  farm  of  100  acres,  two  miles  south  of  Fairfax, 
in  section  33,  township  64,  range  40.  The  residence  on  this  farm  is  of  the  following  dimen¬ 
sions:  18x36  feet  and  18x18  feet,  1%  stories;  the  barn,  in  size,  is  30x36  feet,  with  14-foot 
posts.  There  is  also  a  double  crib,  granary,  arch  cellar,  an  orchard  of  300  trees  and 
other  necessary  improvements. 

On  April  19,  1874,  Mr.  Ely  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Eliza  Taylor,  daughter  of 
Robert  and  Nancy  Taylor,  and  she  was  born  in  Atchison  county  on  May  30th,  1844, 
about  which  time  her  parents  located  in  the  county.

MARGARET  DAVENPORT,  daughter  of  Samuel  B.  and  Minerva  Sloane  Tate,  was  born 
in  Wayne  county,  Kentucky,  July  27,  1842.  On  Feb.  1,  1865,  she  was  married  to 
Win.  G.  Davenport,  who  died  July  13,  1871.  On  May  30,  1880,  she  was  united  in  mar¬ 
riage  with  Henry  Davenport,  a  second  cousin  of  her  first  husband.  The  latter  died  on 
Sept.  3rd,  1883. 

By  the  first  marriage  there  were  two  children — June  Lee,  born  June  16,  1866,  and  Wm. 
G.,  born  March  22,  1872.  The  latter  died  March  25,  1890.  By  the  second  marriage  two 
children  were  born — Henry  Earl,  born  March  24,  1881,  and  Lydia  S.,  born  March  23, 
1883.  Wm.  G.  Davenport  came  to  Atchison  county  with  his  parents  when  he  was  quite 
small.  Henry  Davenport  located  in  Atchison  county  in  1875,  coming  from  Illinois.  Mrs. 
Davenport  came  to  Atchison  county  with  her  parents,  from  Kentucky,  when  she  was  a 
small  child.  Her  father  was  one  of  the  prominent  pioneers  of  the  Tarkio  country,  and  was 
among  the  early  members  of  the  County  Court.  Her  parents  were  natives  of  Kentucky; 
her  father  was  born  May  6,  1806,  and  died  Feb.  5,  1861 ; her  mother  was  born  Oct.  8, 1 807, 
and  died  April  1,  1875.  Mrs.  Davenport  is  a  member  of  the  Christian  church  at  Tarkio. 
Her  children  have  been  well  educated,  June  attending  Christian  Brothers’  College,  at  St. 
Joseph,  Mo.;  Earl,  St.  Benedict’s  College,  Atchison,  Ivans.,  and  Tarkio  College,  and  Lydia 
Tarkio  College. 

Mrs.  Davenport,  son  Earl  and  daughter  Lydia  live  on  Earl’s  farm,  consisting  of  180 
acres,  in  section  34,  township  66,  range  40,  five  miles  northwest  of  Tarkio.

HAT  representative  citizen  and  native  of  Atchison  county,  Hon.  J.  M.  Hopkins,  was 


A  born  in  the  town  of  Linden,  March  2nd,  1859,  the  son  of  Nelson  0.  and  Kather¬ 
ine  Hopkins.  His  whole  life  has  been  passed  in  Atchison  county,  and  principally  upon  the 
farm  that  he  now  owns  and  lives  upon.  After  attending  the  district  school  he  graduated 
from  the  Tabor  (Iowa)  College  in  1880,  and  from  the  Missouri  State  University  in  1883.

Win.  Broermann,  H.  Niemann,  G.  Broermann,  H.  Vette,  C.  R.  Rolf,  A.  Laumann  and  H.  .  Bau¬ 
mann,  came  from  Wisconsin  or  Germany  to  make  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  their  future  home.  In  the 
first  years  they  attended  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  at  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  but  in  1882  the  pastor 
of  that  congregation.  Rev.  L.  Poeverlein,  preached  to  them  at  the  home  of  of  Win.  Broermann.  There 
they  held  the  Sunday  School  also.  A  little  later  the  services  were  conducted  at  Grange  Hall.  Rev. 
Wm.  Fr.  Beckmann,  the  successor  of  the  above  mentioned  pastor,  preached  there  in  1883.  He  preach¬ 
ed  his  last  sermon  there,  bidding  his  many  friends  good  bye,  as  he  would  visit  his  fatherland.  Ger¬ 
many,  in  company  with  George  L.  Bischof,  of  Rock  Port.  What  he  had  mentioned,  but  not  hoped 
for,  happened.  The  congregation  never  heard  him  again,  as  he  died  in  mid-ocean.  But  his  good 
works  follow  him.  He  is  cherished  in  the  memory  of  those  for  whom  he  was  pastor. 

In  1885  Rev.  J.  J.  Bueehsenstein  preached  in  Rock  Port  and  at  Grange  Hall.  On  July  18,  1886,  he 
organized  the  St.  John’s  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  in  Polk  township,  Atchison  county.  11m. 
Broermann,  H.  Vette  and  H.  Rolf  composed  the  first  of  eouncilthis  church.  The  members  at  that 
time  were  Wm.  Broermann,  G.  Broermann,  H.  Vette,  C.  R.  Rolf,  H.  Rolf,  A.  Laumann,  G.  Laumann. 
H.  W.  Laumann,  A.  Tiemann,  H.  Tiemann,  C.  Kemper,  Fr.  Klute,  H.  Redeker,  H  Kahle,  H.  Beck¬ 
mann,  Wm.  Fuelling,  G  Horstmann,  H.  Schroeder,  J.  Zwick  and  their  families  In  the  same  year  a 
church  building  was  erected  on  the  farm  of  Adam  Laumann,  who  gave  five  acres  of  land  for  that  purpose. 
The  church  cost  .f 1,500.  In  size  it  is  28  feet  wide  and  40  feet  long,  and  the  tower  is  53  feet  high.  It  was 
dedicated  for  God’s  temple  on  July  4tli,  1886.  In  December,  1886,  Rev.  B.  Siekel  was  called  as  pastor; 
on  April  17th,  1887.  the  congregation  accepted  a  church  constitution  and  was  incorporated  and  united 
with  the  Nebraska  Synod— a  district  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  On  that  day  Wm.  Broermann  and  H  Rolf  were  elected  Elders  and  H  Vette 
and  F  Klute  were  elected  Deacons.  Rev.  B.  Siekel  served  the  congregation  until  in  the  spring  of  1889 
On  July  -21st,  1889,  Rev.  J.  G  Groenmiller  received  and  accepted  a  vocation.  On  Oct.  9th,  189  ,  the 
congregation  resolved  to  build  a  parsonage  and  barn.  The  parsonage  has  six  rooms  and  a  cellar. 
The  pastor  resigned  Feb  13th,  1893,  and  Rev.  O.  Roehrig,  of  Langdon,  Mo.,  took  charge  of  the  work 
on  June  4th,  1893.  At  the  same  time  the  first  summer  school  or  parochial  school  began.  In  October. 
1896,  the  pastorate  was  again  vacant,  but  on  Jan.  31st,  1897.  Rev.  Wm.  Harder,  of  Tea,  South  Dakota, 
was  called,  and  he  began  to  serve  on  March  11th,  1897.  At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  he  was  still 
pastor.  In  the  fall  of  1898  the  church  building  was  renewed,  decorated,  etc.,  and  in  the  last  years  the 
parsonage  was  beautified  and  the  whole  property  improved,  so  that  the  value  of  it  amounts  to  over 
$4  000,  and  it  is  free  from  debt. 

In  mission  work  the  congregation  is  about  on  the  lead-line  in  their  Synod.  From  #80  in  1894  they 
gained  to  #300  in  1905.  In  ten  years  (1895-1905)  the  congregation  gave  for  foreign  missions,  home 
missions, *cliurch  extension,  education,  etc.,  about  #2,400.  In  April,  1899,  St.  John  s  Evangelical  Luth¬ 
eran  church  had  the  honor  to  entertain  the  Southern  Conference  of  the  German  Synod  of  Nebraska- 
composed  of  about  twenty  ministers  at  that  time,  and  in  September,  1901,  the  whole  Synod  (seventy- 
five  or  eighty  ministers  and  delegates)  assembled  there. 

In  1902  some  families  moved  to  Nebraska  and  other  members  organized  their  own  congiegation  in 
Fremont  county.  Iowa,  so  that  the  church  lost  about  twelve  families.  At  present  there  are  115  com¬ 
municants.  The  summer  school,  or  parochial  school,  had,  this  year,  forty  pupils.  In  the  Sunday 
School  are  sixty  children  and  six  teachers.  The  pastor  was  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  and 
teacher  of  the  parochial  school.  _

REV.  WM.  HARDER. 

CHRISTOPHER  HEINRICH  WILHELM  HARDER  was  born  on  April  6th,  1869,  in 
Itrehoe,  Schleswig-  Holstein,  Germany,  of  very  pious  parents.  From  his  sixth  to  his 
fifteenth  year  of  age  he  attended  the  schools  of  his  home  place  and  was  instructed  in  the 
faith  of  the  Lutheran  church.  On  April  14th,  1884,  he  was  confirmed  in  that  church. 
Then  he  went  in  the  business  of  his  father,  who  owned  a  woolen-mill.  From  1884  until 
1892  he  was  a  member  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Society.  In  1887  he  was  converted, 
and  from  that  time  his  especial  desire  was  to  go  into  the  ministry.  On  Easter,  1889,  he 
went  to  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Breklum,  Schleswig  Holstein,  Germany,  where  he 
graduated  in  September,  1892.  On  Oct.  16th  of  the  same  year  he  left  his  father-house  and 
land  and  disembarked  at  Staten  Island  on  Oct.  30th,  1892,  and  went  to  the  German 
Theological  Seminary  at  Chicago,  where  he  had  been  instructed  to  go  by  his  Professor,  and 
he  was  sent  into  the  field  on  Dec.  2nd,  1892,  beginning  a  German  mission  at  New  Kensing¬ 
ton,  Westmoreland  county,  Penna.  In  1893  he  was  ordained  at  Chicago,  where  his  Synod 
met  that  year.  On  April  11th  he  left  Pennsylvania  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  churches  at  Lennox  and  Tea,  South  Dakota.  There  he  stayed  until  March 
8th,  1897,  when  he  took  charge  of  the  work  at  St.  John’s  Evangelical  Lutheran  church,  in 
Atchison  county,  Missouri.  There  he  remained  until  May  1st,  1906,  when  he  accepted 
the  pastorate  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  at  Lanham,  Neb. 

On  January  4th,  1894,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Martha  Dorothea  Paulson.  She  was 
born  on  Aug.  20th,  1868,  in  Bredstedt,  Schleswig  Holstein,  Germany.  The  most  of  her 
youth  was  passed  atAltona  and  1 1  aniburg,  Germany,  and  there  she  lived  until  in  December, 
1893,  when  she  left  for  the  United  States,  to  be  united  in  marriage  with  Mr.  Harder.  The 
marriage  took  place  in  the  Trinity  Lutheran  church  at  New  Kensington,  Penna.  In  their 
wedlock  seven  children  have  been  born,  namely:  Martha  Meta,  born  Nov.  21st,  1894; 
Max  Johannes,  born  May  15th,  1896;  Helene  Christene  Hildegard,  born  Oct.  12th,  1897; 
Hans  Rudolf  Wilhelm,  born  Nov.  29th,  1899;  Christine  Auguste  Clara,  born  Nov.  29th, 
1899;  Ernst  Heinrich,  born  Feb.  8th,  1902;  Elizabeth  Anna  Marie,  born  Oct.  2nd,  1903. 

On  March  27th,  1 900,  the  little  twin  boy  died  of  pneumonia,  at  the  age  of  four  months, 
and  was  buried  at  St.  John’s  cemetery.  The  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  G. 
Groenmiller,  of  Rock  Pott,  Mo. 

From  April,  1879,  until  September,  1901,  he  also  preached  in  the  First  Evangelical 
Lutheran  church  at  Rock  Port,  Mo., every  second  Sunday,  when  the  congregation  received 
their  regular  pastor,  Rev.  August  Spieckermann.  Since  May,  1902,  he  has  been  Treasurer 
of  the  Southern  Conference  of  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Nebraska.  In 
June,  1901,  he  attended  the  meetings  of  the  General  Synod  as  one  of  the  delegates  of  his 
Synod.

J.  R.  HANDLEY. 

JAMES  RUDOLPH  HANDLEY,  son  of  Archibald  and  Ann  (Crosland)  Handley,  was  born 
in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  Jan.  12th,  1855,  and  was  the  sixth  of  a,  family  of  ten 
children.  His  parents  were  among  the  pioneers  of  the  Missouri  Valley  in  Atchison  county. 
James  first  saw  the  light  of  day  in  what  is  now  Buchanan  township,  near  the  “Narrows.” 
They  also  lived  several  years  opposite  Brownville,  Neb.,  and  south  of  the  defunct  town  of 
Scott  City,  Mo. 

James  was  with  his  parents  until  lie  was  about  twenty  years  of  age,  when  he  launched 
out  for  himself.  He  worked  on  the  farm,  by  the  month,  two  years,  and  then  began  farm- 
ino-  for  himself.  He  has,  for  years,  conducted  J.  M.  Scamman’s  farm,  two  and  three-fourths 
mPes  southwest  of  Rock  Port,  in  partnership  with  Mr.  Seamman.  They  do  no  cattle-feed- 
mo-  but  sell  their  grain  and  feed  it  to  stock  they  raise.  On  an  average  they  market  about 
one  hundred  fat  hogs  annually. 

There  is  a  nice  residence  on  this  farm,  in  size  14x28  feet,  1%  stories,  and  14x16  feet,  1  % 
stories;  also  barn,  cribs,  sheds  and  all  necessai^  outbuildings. 

Mr.  Handley  is  a  life-long  Democrat;  is  at  present  director  of  the  school  district  in 
which  he  lives.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  members  of  the  M.  E.  church  at  Union  City. 

On  Feb.  22,  1885,  Mr.  Handley  was  joined  in  wedlock  with  Miriam  Casey,  daughter  of 
Edward  and  Jeannette  Casey,  who  were  pioneers  of  the  county.  Mrs.  Handley  was  born 
at  the  old  Casey  homestead,  south  of  the  present  site  of  Union  City,  on  June  1st,  1854. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Handley  were  born  three  children,  one  of  whom  is  living,  namely:

DR.  J.  M.  HAMBLIN. 


HE  subject  of  this  sketch,  Joseph  Merrill  Hamblin,  of  Westboro,  Mo.,  one  of  the  ablest  and  best 


physicians  in  Northwest  Missouri,  was  born  in  Portland,  Maine,  on  Sept.  16th,  1850,  and  was  the 
fourth  child  in  a  family  of  seven.  He  was  raised  on  his  father's  farm.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  years, 
however,  he  began  teaching  school  and  studying  medicine.  In  the  year  1865  he  left  his  native  home 
and  located  in  Minnesota.  From  there  he  went  to  Adams  county,  Illinois,  where  he  taught  school 
until  he  entered  medical  college.  He  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Red  Oak.  Ia.,  in  1876,  and 
was  at  that  place  about  five  years.  Later  he  was  located  at  Blanchard,  la.,  after  which  he  became 
physician  for  the  Fort  Scott  &  Gulf  Railroad  Co.  He  Avas  in  that  position  about  one  year,  Avhen  he 
located  at  Westboro  in  1883,  where  he  has  been  practicing  ever  since,  Avitli  the  exception  of  three  years 
when  he  Avas  located  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo. 

I)r.  Hamblin  obtained  much  of  his  thorough  education  at  Grovel  and  Seminary,  Wasioja,  Minn. 
He  also  graduated  from  the  American  Medical  College  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in  the  class  of  1875;  has  taken 
a  number  of  post  graduate  courses  at  the  Post  Graduate  College  of  Chicago  and  the  NorthAvestern 
Homeopathic  College  at  Chicago.  He  is  eminently  successful  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  and  is 
not  only  constantly  busy  with  his  office  and  country  practice  but  he  does  a  large  business  through 
the  mails,  Avith  parties  at  a  distance,  and  is  often  called  to  great  distances.  His  famous  and  success¬ 
ful  treatment  of  those  addicted  to  the  use  of  intoxicants  has  given  him  a  reputation  far  and  Avide. 

Dr.  Hamblin  is  also  of  prominence  in  fraternal  circles,  being  a  member  of  the  Masonic  lodge  at  St. 
Joseph;  the  Blue  Lodge,  the  Chapter,  Hugh  De  Payne  s  Commandary,  and  Moila  Temple,  also  of  St. 
Joseph;  also  K.  of  P.  Charity  Lodge  at  St.  Joseph  and  Enterprise  Lodge  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  at  St.  Jo¬ 
seph;  belongs  to  both  Woodmen  camps,  and  is  the  medical  examiner  for  each.  In  politics  Dr.  Hamb¬ 
lin  is  a  Democrat.  His  party  has  chosen  him  as  delegate  to  several  district  coirventions. 

On  April  27,  1889,  he  was  united  in  marriage  Avith  Miss  Jennie  Foliart,  daughter  of  William  and 
Matilda  Foliart,  who  located  in  Atchison  county  about  forty -eight  years  ago.  She  was  born  in 
Atchison  county  on  Oct.  25th,  1871.  Her  father  Avas  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  her  mother  of  Indiana. 
Her  father  died  in  1900,  her  mother  in  1877. 

Tavo  children  were  born  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hamblin.  Hortense,  born  Aug.  14,  1N90,  died  Aug.  12, 
1891.  Joseph  Merrill,  born  Jan.  18,  1893,  is  an  unusually  bright  boy. 

Dr.  Hamblin  has  a  neat  residence  in  Westboro,  the  house  being  of  1 %  stories,  in  size  20x20  feet  and 
16x20  feet.  His  office  building,  on  Main  street,  is  16x50  feet  in  size,  and,  perhaps,  is  the  best  furnished 
and  best  supplied  physician's  office  in  Northwest  Missouri,  and  it  is  necessary  it  should  be  thus.

JAMES  A.  HUNTER,  M.  I).,  of  Fairfax,  Mo.,  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Hunter,  was 
born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  Aug.  16th,  1848,  and  is  fourth  in  a  family  of  eight 
children.  He  was  on  his  father's  farm  until  in  his  twentieth  year,  when  lie  took  a  course  of 
three  years  at  McGee  college.  He  then  taught  school  and  studied  medicine  under  Dr.  J.  M. 
Tracy,  of  Rock  Port,  after  which  he  entered  St.  Louis  Medical  College,  graduating  from 
that  institution  in  1875.  He  began  the  practice  of  medicine  at  Milton,  in  Atchison  county, 
and  in  1880-81  took  the  post  graduate  course  in  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College.  When 
the  town  of  Fairfax  was  located  with  the  coming  of  the  Tarkio  Valley  railroad  he  changed 
his  residence  to  that  town,  in  1881,  where  he  has  since  resided,  enjoying  the  confidence  of 
his  many  acquaintances  throughout  that  locality,  and,  consequently,  a  large  and  lucrative 
practice  as  well. 

On  Feb.  29,  1876,  Dr.  Hunter  and  Amanda  Graves,  daughter  of  Jacob  P.  and  Anna 
Graves,  were  united  in  marriage.  She  was  born  in  Kentucky,  on  Oct.  14,  1856,  and  is 
sixth  in  a  family  of  seven  children.  Her  family  located  here  in  1863. 

Doctor  and  Mrs.  Hunter  have  five  children,  namely:  Oran  A.,  born  Jan.  5,  1877; 
Zeta,  born  Aug.  2,  1879;  James  Don,  born  June  13,1881;  Beulah,  born  Nov.  9,  1887; 
Basil,  born  April  27,  1889.  Oran  A.  took  a  course  in  the  medical  department  of  the  State 
University  of  Missouri  and  is  a  graduate  from  the  Marion  Sims  Medical  College.  He  com¬ 
menced  practicing  his  profession  in  1898.  At  the  time  of  takingthis  sketch  he  was  in  part¬ 
nership  with  his  father,  in  the  drug  store  business  at  Fairfax  as  well  as  in  the  practice  of 
medicine.  Zeta  is  a  graduate  from  the  Fairfax  H  igli  School  and  has  taught  in  that  school.

Dr.  Hunter's  residence  in  Fairfax  is  a  ten-room  house  of  1%  stories  and  is  quite  at¬ 
tractive,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  accompanying  view.  Also  owns  a  hotel  building  in  Fairfax, 
of  two  stories  and  36x52  feet  in  size;  also  owns  two  tenant  houses  in  Fairfax.  The  busi¬ 
ness  room  in  which  the  drug  store  is  conducted  is  23x50  feet  in  size.

On  March  3rd, 
1840,  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  McKay,  a  native  of  Nova  Scotia,  born  Aug.  8,  1817. 
Mr.  Hunter  was  a  member  of  the  County  Court  eleven  years  and  was  prominent  in  the 
count}1-  otherwise.

SYLVESTER  HALL  was  born  in  the  state  of  Illinois  on  Oct.  31st,  1837,  the  son  of  John 
and  Elizabeth  Hall,  and  eighth  in  a  family  of  thirteen  children.  He  came  to  Atchison 
county,  Missouri,  with  his  parents,  in  1851,  locating  near  the  town  of  Sonora,  on  the  Mis¬ 
souri  bottom,  in  which  locality  he  has  lived  ever  since.  On  April  14,  1861,  he  was  married 
to  Miss  Sarah  E.  Horn,  daughter  of  James  and  Caroline  Horn.  She  was  born  in  Ken¬ 
tucky  on  Feb.  1,  1842. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  were  born  ten  children,  six  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Mary 
Ann,  wife  of  John  Frede,  born  Dec.  17.  1864;  James  Edward,  born  Feb.  15,  1869;  Zuripha, 
wife  of  G.  F.  Wilson,  born  March  11,  1871:  Cora  Lou,  wife  of  Thomas  Hays,  born  March

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall  are  members  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  church  at  Watson. 
Mr.  Hall  is  a  Democrat;  has  been  a  member  of  both  township  and  county  committees  and 
has  represented  his  party  in  various  conventions.  He  was  a  member  of  the  school  board 
twenty-five  or  thirty  years. 

At  the  time  the  accompanying  view  was  taken  Mr.  Hall  owned  and  lived  on  a  farm  of 
200  acres,  in  sections  10  and  15,  township  65,  range  42,  one  mile  southwest  of  Watson. 
This  farm  originally  consisted  of  375  acres,  a  part  of  it  being  absorbed  by  that  most 
treacherous  of  streams,  the  Missouri  river.

JACOB  HUGHES,  SR. 

^HE  pioneer,  Jacob  Hughes,  was  born  in  Adams  county,  Ohio,  Nov.  19th,  1822,  the  son  of  John 
and  Sarah  Baird  Hughes,  natives  of  Ohio.  He  is  the  oldest  of  thirteen  children;  was  reared  on 
a  farm,  and  in  1844  came  to  Buchanan  county,  Missouri.  In  the  same  year,  however,  he  located  in 
Atchison  county,  Missouri,  where  lie  resided  until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  190-5.  He  bought  300 
acres  of  land  in  section  34,  township  64,  range  41,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  south  of  the  present  site  of 
the  town  of  Rock  Port.  He  erected  log  buildings  on  this  land,  but  later  built  a  one-story  house, 
30x36  feet  in  size.  This  was  before  there  was  such  a  place  as  the  town  of  Rock  Port.  In  this  house 
and  another  one-story  structure,  14x28  feet  in  size.  Mr.  Hughes  and  family  lived  until  in  902,  when 
thej  moved  into  the  modern  house  shown  in  the  accompanying  view.  The  dimensions  of  this  house 
are  28x30  feet  and  16x18  feet.  On  this  farm  is  also  a  barn,  30x60  feet  in  size;  hog  house,  12x70  feet  and 
<>x2e  feet;  also  other  outbuildings  and  an  orchard  covering  eight  acres.  The  home  farm  is  now  oper¬ 
ated  by  Hr.  .1  C.  and  A\  .  P.  Hughes,  sons  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  who  make  a  specialty  of  stock 
raising,  and  of  blooded  swine  in  particular. 

Mr.  Hughes  was  married  to  Miss  Malinda  Jane  Thompson,  who  was  born  in  Callaway  county, 
Missouri,  Oct.  21st,  832.  She  is  a  daughter  of  George  C.  and  Elenor  (Leeper)  Thompson,  who  were 
natives  of  Tennessee.  Mrs.  Hughes  still  lives  at  the  old  homestead. 

lo  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hughes  were  born  twelve  children,  six  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Joseph 
Clinton,  born  Feb.  19,1852;  Alice,  wife  of  E.  W.  Taylor,  born  Oct.  12,  1859;  William  P.,  born  Dec.  18, 
1860;  Francis  M.,  born  Dec.  30,  1862;  Sarah,  born  July  29,1868:  Jacob,  born  Oct.  27.  1870;  George  Car¬ 
lisle,  born  Nov.  19,  i850,  died  Jan.  28,  1851;  James  Albert,  born  Aug.  3,  1857,  died  June  4,  1870:  John 
Wesley,  born  I  eb.  15,  1873,  died  July  27,  1875;  Bishop,  born  Sept.  25,  1875,  died  Jan.  11,  1877:  Emma- 
lissa,  born  Jan.  1.  1857,  died  July  22,  1881;  David  Halleek.  born  Nov.  26,  1862,  died  June  2,  1870. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hughes  received  a  limited  education  in  the  log  school  houses  of  their  day.  Their 
children,  however,  were  educated  in  the  Rock  Port  schools.  Joseph  C.  also  graduated  from  the  Ohio 
Medical  College  at  Cincinnati;  also  attended  college  one  year  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  one  year  at  St. 
Joseph,  Mo.  Alice  also  attended  Tarkio  College. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hughes  joined  the  M.  E.  church  in  1860;  helped  organize  the  church  at  Rock  Port  and 
were  always  leading,  active  and  consistent  members  of  that  congregation.  Toward  building  the 
brick  edifice  used  by  that  congregation  during  Mr.  Hughes’  lifetime  he  gave  #1,000.  He  was  also  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Masonic  lodge  in  Rock  Port,  in  which  he  held  the  office  of  Treasurer  more 
than  twenty  years.  Up  to  the  time  the  Republican  party  was  started  he  favored  the  Whig  party. 
Thenceforth  he  was  an  ardent  Republican.  Several  times  he  represented  his  party  on  both  county 
and  township  committees;  was  elected  and  served  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  several  times;  and  precinct 
elections  did  not  pass  off  properly  were  he  not  a  member  of  the  board  at  the  polls.  A  hardy,  useful 
citizen  and  a  model  man  was  “Uncle  Jake.” 

He  was  one  of  the  last  surviving  veterans  of  the  Mexican  war  in  Atchison  county.  He  enlisted 
in  1847,  in  Co.  C,  Oregon  Battalion,  remaining  in  service  until  November,  1848.

SETH  W.  HOLLIWAY,  farmer  and  stockman,  was  born  in  Saline  county,  Missouri, 
Dec.  1st,  1848,  the  son  of  Willis  S.  and  Sarah  Holliway,  and  third  in  a  family  of  eight 
children.  1 1  is  parents  emigrated  from  Saline  county  and  located  in  Atchison  county  when 
he  was  an  infant,  and  here  he  was  still  living  at  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch.

Hitt,  natives  of  Virginia.  He  was  with  his  parents  on  the  farm  until  he  enlisted  in  the 
army,  in  August,  1861.  He  was  in  Co.  A,  42nd  Ill.,  and  did  valiant  service  for  the  Union. 
Among  other  important  battles  in  which  he  participated  were  those  of  Stone  river,  Vicks¬ 
burg  and  Chickamauga;  was  wounded  while  on  detached  service  at  Fort  Pillow,  Tenn.;  was 
also  wounded  twice  in  front  of  Corinth;  was  mustered  out  in  May,  1865,  and  went  across 
the  plains  to  the  mountains,  remaining  there  five  years.  He  next  located  at  Pawnee  City, 
Neb.,  where  he  stayed  but  a  short  time,  and  in  1870  he  bought  125  acres  of  land  north  of 
the  present  site  of  Tarkio,  and  began  farming  same.  The  price  paid  was  $5  per  acre.  He 
now  owns  and  lives  upon  a  fine  farm  of  200  acres,  in  sections  16,  17  and  20,  township  65, 
range  39,  three  miles  east  of  Tarkio.

HENRY  P.  HURST,  one  of  Atchison  county’s  successful  farmers  and  a  self-made  man, 
was  born  in  Fayette  county,  Ohio,  May  13th,  1843,  the  son  of  William  and  Char- 
lotta  Hurst,  natives  of  Ohio.  In  1854  his  parents  emigrated  to  Clark  county,  Missouri, 
and  in  the  following  year  the}’  moved  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  locating  on  the  Mis¬ 
souri  bottom,  near  what  is  now  Nishnabotna.  Starting  out  without  means,  Mr.  Hurst 
has  certainly  made  a  wonderful  success  as  a  farmer.  In  1873  he  bought  80  acres  of  his 
present  home  farm,  paying  #27  per  acre  for  same.  His  splendid  home  farm  now  consists 
of  560  acres,  situated  in  section  19,  township  66,  range  39.  He  also  owns  a  farm  of  280 
acres  in  section  24,  township  66,  range  40;  60  acres  in  section  1,  township  63,  range  41; 
62  acres  in  section  32,  township  66,  range  39;  4  acres  in  section  14,  township  65,  range  40; 
also  80  acres  in  Iowa. 

The  residence  on  the  home  farm  is  of  two  stories,  in  size  16x36  feet  and  14x16  feet. 
The  main  barn  is  a  modern  structure  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  #10,000.  It  is  octagon- 
shaped,  80x80  feet  in  size,  with  18-foot  posts.  There  is  a  large  driveway  through  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  barn.  A  grinder  arrangement  connects  by  chutes  with  all  cribs  in  the  barn,  and 
either  shelled  or  ear  corn  or  ground  feed  may  be  carried  through  any  of  the  chutes,  and,  by 
turning  an  indicator  or  guage,  deposited  in  any  one  of  several  bins  and  cribs  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  barn.  Grain  put  into  the  bins  in  the  basement  does  no  not  need  to  be  handled 
by  hand  after  that  for  any  of  the  operations  of  elevating,  grinding  or  reloading  in  wa¬ 
gons.  There  is  a  large  dome  in  the  center,  into  which  the  machinery  extends;  machinery  is 
operated  with  a  gasoline  engine,  by  shafting  extending  from  an  outside  building;  on  the 
second  floor  are  cribs  for  at  least- 16,000  bushels  of  ear  corn  and  10,000  bushels  of  shelled 
corn.  The  basement  is  arranged  with  a  self-feeder,  extending  from  the  second  story.  Near 
the  barn  is  a  large  cistern  which  holds  from  1 ,000  to  1,200  barrels  of  water  for  stock. 
There  is  also  a  barn  on  the  premises  60x60  feet  in  size,  with  1 6-foot  posts;  cattle  barn, 
60x60  feet  in  size;  hay  barn,  24x90  feet,  with  14-foot  posts;  scales,  buggy  shed,  granary, 
1 0  acres  in  orchard,  and  other  improvements.  The  residence  on  his  other  large  farm  is  of 
1%  stories,  24x32  feet.  The  barn  is  40x60  feet  in  size,  with  10-foot  posts  Mr.  Hurst  is  a 
successful  stock  feeder,  marketing  annually  150  to  200  head  of  fat  cattle  aud  about  four 
car  loads  of  fat  hogs. 

Mr.  Hurst  and  Miss  Jemima  A.  Hindman,  daughter  of  John  and  Jane  Hindman,  were 
united  in  marriage  on  April  10th,  1870.  She  was  born  in  Holt  county,  Missouri,  on  April 
18th,  1851.

JOHN  HENRY  KNIERIM,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born  in  the  province  of  Hesse, 
/  Ershausen,  Germany,  June  29,  1886,  the  son  of  David  and  Martha  Knierim,  and  the 
third  child  in  a  family  of  eight.  Until  in  his  fourteenth  year  he  attended  school  in  Ger¬ 
many.  He  then  worked  as  a  farm  laborer  in  his  native  land  for  three  years,  the  first  year 
receiving-  as  wages  eleven  dollars  in  money,  two  pounds  of  wool  and  twenty  yards  of  linen; 
the  second  year  sixteen  dollars  and  the  third  year  eighteen  dollars.  In  1856  he  emigrated 
to  the  1  nited  States  with  his  parents,  and  they  landed  in  this  country  in  very  poor  circum¬ 
stances,  the  subject  of  this  sketch  being  minus  a  coat,  as  the  only  garment  of  that  kind  he 
possessed  was  stolen  while  enroute  here.  In  fact  the  entire  fortune  of  the  family  amounted 
to  only  twenty-one  dollars.  The  family  located  near  Linden,  in  Polk  township,  and  in 
that  locality  the  subject  hereof  has  since  lived,  being  identified  with  the  progress  of  the 
county  and  advancing  from  a  humble  beginning  to  one  of  the  leading  farmers  of  the  county. 

His  home  farm  consists  of  140  acres,  in  section  10,  township  65,  range  41,  four  miles 
north  of  Rock  Port.  He  also  owns  a  farm  of  40  acres  and  a  farm  of  160  acres,  in  the  same 
township  and  range.  His  home  place  is  one  of  the  best  improved  farms  in  the  county,  the 
residence  being  a  modern  structure  of  two  stories,  22x30  ft.  and  14x18  ft.,  with  three 
porches;  the  barn,  in  size,  is  32x40  ft,,  with  14-ft.  posts;  smoke  house,  8x16  ft.  and  wash 
house  16x20  ft.  Also  orchards  and  other  improvements.  The  other  farms  are  also  well 
improved.  Mr.  Knierim  formerly  fed  cattle.  He  markets  annually,  on  an  average,  about 
one  hundred  head  of  hogs.

JOHN  A.  KNIERIM,  son  of  David  and  Martha  Knierim,  was  born  in  Hesse,  Germany, 
on  Nov.  30,  1840.  In  his  fourteenth  year  he  came  to  America  with  his  parents  and 
located  near  Linden,  Atchison  county,  in  which  locality  he  still  resided  when  this  sketch  was 
taken.  In  this  country  he  lived  the  life  of  a  farmer  boy,  and  while  yet  a  young  man  he  and 
his  brother  Henry  bought  and  broke  out  80  acres  of  prairie  land  in  Polk  township,  paying 
$7.50  per  acre — a  part  of  the  farm  herein  described.  By  frugality  and  good  management 
he  gradually  acquired  more  property,  and  at  the  time  the  accompanying  view  was  taken 
he  owned  a  farm  of  320  acres  in  section  10,  township  65,  range  41,  four  miles  north  of 
Rock  Port.  On  this  farm  was  a  house  of  1%  stories,  in  size  16x34  ft.  and  16x28  ft.;  a 
barn  40x60  ft.  in  size,  with  20-ft.  posts;  also  sheds,  cribs,  scales  and  all  improvements 
necessary  for  farming  on  a  large  scale.  Mr.  Knierim  marketed  annually  about  200  head 
of  fat  cattle  and  250  head  of  fat  hogs.  On  this  farm  was  a  fine  orchard  covering  five 
acres.  Mr.  Knierim  now  resides  in  Macon  county,  Missouri,  where  he  owns  a  fine  farm  of 
640  acaes.  He  also  owns  a  320-acie  farm  in  South  Dakota,  and  fine  residence  property  in 
Rock  Port.

JAMES  ALFRED  KIME,  of  Lincoln  township,  was  born  and  raised  on  the  farm  where  he 
now  lives  and  upon  which  his  beautiful  home  is  located.  He  is  a  son  of  Michael  and 
Catherine  Kime  and  was  born  March  17th,  1867.

SARAH  JANE  KING,  widow  of  Berryman  King,  and  a  pioneer  of  the  locality  now  known 
as  Nishnabotna  township,  was  born  in  Johnson  county,  Indiana,  Jan.  14th,  1831. 
Her  parents  were  Bennet  and  Mary  King  and  she  was  the  oldest  in  a  family  of  twelve 
children.  She  emigrated  from  Indiana  to  Atchison  county  with  her  parents,  in  her  26th 
year,  and  was  married  to  Berryman  King  in  1  850.  Mr.  King  was  a  son  of  Abraham  and 
Elizabeth  King  and  was  a  native  of  Kentucky.  He  located  in  Atchison  county  in  an  early 
day  and  was  one  of  the  factors  in  developing  the  rich  country  known  as  the  Missouri  bot¬ 
tom.  Mr.  King  died  on  Oct.  3rd,  1885,  aged  63  years,  3  months  and  3  days.  He  was  a 
useful  citizen  and  a  kind  neighbor. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  King  were  born  fourteen  children,  five  of  whom  are  living,  namely: 
Abraham,  Nancy,  Thomas,  Rufus  and  William.  Bennet  died  Sept.  5,  1859;  Jeannette  died 
Jan.  4,  1863;  Abigail  died  Jan.  30, 1863;  Isabelle  died  Aug.  14,  1860;  George  died  April  7, 
1864;  Serelda  died  Feb.  1,  1863;  Mary  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Win.  West,  died  April  4,  1899; 
Francis,  wife  of  Joseph  Making,  died  April  18,  1901. 

Mrs.  King  was  a  member  of  the  Christian  church  for  more  than  thirty  years.  Mr.  King 
was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  and  Odd  Fellow  lodges  at  Rock  Port.  In  politics  he  was  a 
Democrat;  was  a  member  of  the  State  Militia  during  the  Civil  war;  served  in  the  capacity 
of  school  director  many  years.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  King  obtained  their  meager  schooling  in  the 
old  log  school  house,  and,  in  fact,  were  good  old-stjde  people,  in  hospitality  as  well  as 
otherwise.  “Uncle  Berry's”  latch-string  was  always  on  the  outside,  and  if  a  neighbor  was 
in  distress  he  was  first  to  offer  sympathy  and  relief. 

The  King  homestead  now  consists  of  306  acres,  3%  miles  northeast  of  Phelps  City  and 
3%  miles  southeast  of  Watson.  The  house  in  which  Mrs.  King  and  her  daughter,  Nancy, 
and  sons,  Thomas  and  Rufus,  reside,  is  a  two-story  structure,  in  size  20x40  feet,  and 
14x18  feet,  one  story.  The  barn,  in  size,  is  24x40  feet.  There  are  also  necessary  out¬ 
buildings,  sheds  and  cribs,  and  an  orchard  to  supply  the  family.

A.  R.  LOW. 

ARTHUR  ROBERT  LOW,  son  of  those  pioneers,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Low,  was  born 
and  reared  in  Polk  township,  Atchison  county.  In  that  township  he  has  two  farms, 
comprising  420  acres.  What  is  known  as  his  home  farm  is  exceptionally  well  improved, 
the  residence  being  a  beautiful  and  magnificent  structure,  the  dimensions  of  which  are 
40x50  feet.  This  mansion  is  in  the  midst  of  a  well-kept  lawn.  The  barn,  in  size,  is  3(5x50 
feet,  with  30-foot  posts.  There  is  also  a  tenant  house,  water-tower,  machine-house,  feed¬ 
ing-sheds,  scales  and  all  other  improvements  necessary  for  farming  on  an  extensive  scale.

In  his  sixth  year  he  came  from  Germany  with  Ids  parents,  who  located  in  Cook 
county,  Illinois.  In  1863  they  came  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri.  The  subject  of  this 
sketch  lived  on  his  parents’  farm  until  in  Ids  twenty-third  year,  when  he  began  fanning  for 
himself.

AT  HENRY  MOORE’S  FARM 


J.  P.  LEWIS. 

TT  is  now  our  mission  to  give  the  biography  of  one  of  Atchison  county’s  most  distinguished  citi, 
zens,  namely:  Hon.  John  Perry  Lewis.  He  first  saw  the  light  of  day  at  Montrose,  Lee  county- 
Iowa,  on  March  10th,  1845.  He  is  a  son  of  John  Lewis,  a  native  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  Lydia 
M.  (Snow)  Lewis,  a  native  of  the  state  of  Vermont.  His  parents  removed  from  Iowa  to  Atchison 
county,  Missouri,  in  his  seventh  year,  locating  in  Irish  Grove.  Residing  there  two  years  they  located 
on  what  is  now  known  as  the  Lewis  homestead,  five  miles  south  of  Rock  Port.  On  that  farm  the 
boyhood  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  passed,  and  here  he  got  the  rudiments  of  his  education  in 
the  primitive  country  school.  He  also  taught  several  terms  of  district  school,  until  he  earned  money 
sufficient  to  attend,  for  a  time,  Tabor  College,  in  Iowa,  and  the  State  University  of  Michigan,  at  Ann 
Arbor.  From  the  law  department  of  the  latter  institution  he  graduated  in  the  class  of  8(57.  After 
teaching  school  one  year  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Rock  Port,  by  Judge  Heren.the  then  Judge  of 
the  Circuit  Court,  and  here  he  has  been  practicing  law  ever  since.  In  his  chosen  profession  he  has 
attained  a  prominence,  distinction  and  reputation  that  makes  him  known,  not  only  throughout  the 
state  of  Missouri  but  in  neighboring  states  as  well.  He  has  been  financially  successful  in  his  practice 
as  well  as  otherwise.  He  continually  has  cases  in  all  courts.  While  he  makes  a  specialty  of  real 
estate  and  equity  law  and  examines  most  of  the  abstracts  of  title  in  the  changes  of  ownership  of  land 
in  the  county,  he  has  participated  in  many  important  criminal  cases,  among  them  being  the  defense 
of  John  Morrow,  T.  B.  Franklin  and  Caleb  Redding,  in  cases  in  which  they  were  charged  with  murder. 
He  was  also  counsel  in  the  case  of  Cooley  vs.  Golden,  involving  title  to  river-bed  lands,  and  which 
resulted  in  bringing  such  lands  to  the  school  funds  of  Missouri  counties.  He  subsequently  prepared  a 
bill  which  became  the  law  under  which  the  counties  of  the  state  have  acquired  such  lands.  At  present 
Mr.  Lewis  is  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  Atchison  county,  having  been  complimented  with  the  nomina¬ 
tion  by  the  Republicans  of  the  county  in  convention  assembled  and  elected  in  November,  1904,  by  a 
majority  of  over  700  above  his  party  vote.  In  the  year  1872  he  was  elected  Representative  of  Atchison 
county,  in  the  27th  General  Assembly;  for  twenty-five  years  he  was  a  director  of  the  Rock  Port  school 
board;  was  Mayor  of  Rock  Port  one  term  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  several  terms;  has, 
for  several  years,  been  President  of  the  Rock  Port,  Langdon  &  Northern  Railway  Co.;  is  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Rock  Port  Lecture  Congress,  and,  withal,  a  public  movement  of  any 
nature  in  town  or  county  in  which  Mr.  Lewis  is  not  interested  is  incomplete. 

On  Feb.  6th,  1870,  Mr.  Lewis  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Caroline  VanMeter,  daughter  of 
John  and  Ethelinda  VanMeter,  and  second  in  a  family  of  nine  children.  She  was  born  in  Hancock

J.  P,  LEWIS. 
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county,  Indiana,  Sept.  3rd,  1848.  Her  parents  located  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in  an  early  day 
and  at  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  her  father  was  the  oldest  settler  living  in  Polk  township.  Mrs. 
Lewis  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  the  county,  the  last  being  the  Rock  Port  schools.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lewis  were  born  three  children,  namely:  Edgar  Albert,  born  May  16,  1877;  Robert  Earl,  born 
April  21,  1884;  Charles  W.,  born  Dec.  27,  1870,  died  Jan.  28,  1875. 

Albert  is  a  graduate  from  Rock  Port  High  School.  After  working  with  his  father,  in  the  law 
office,  three  or  four  years,  he  attended  the  University  Medical  College  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  grad¬ 
uating  therefrom  in  the  class  of  1905. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  comes  of  a  prominent  family  on  both  sides  of  the  house.  His  father, 
the  pioneer  physician,  was  educated,  professionally,  at  Louisville  Medical  College,  and,  withal,  was  a 
man  of  strong  character.  Judge  Lorin  Lewis,  who  assisted  in  the  defense  of  the  ill-fated  Czolgosh, 
the  assassin  of  President  McKinley,  was  a  cousin  of  his  father.  His  mother’s  brother,  Zerrubabbel 
Snow,  was  the  first  Judge  of  Utah  Territory,  appointed  by  President  Fillmore.  Judge  Snow  was 
also  a  missionary  to  Australia  eight  years.  Another  brother,  Erast  us,  was  President  of  the  Southern 
Mission  of  the  Mormon  church,  and  stood  next  to  Brigham  Young.  He  was  also  missionary  to  Den¬ 
mark  eight  years  and  translated  the  Book  of  Mormon  in  the  Danish  language.  Another  of  her  broth¬ 
ers,  Willard,  also  a  missionary,  was  buried  in  the  North  Sea  while  en  route  from  Denmark  to  England- 

Accompanying  this  sketch  we  present  photographs  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  and  a  view  of  their 
residence.  The  structure  is  of  1%  stories,  in  size  30x50  feet,  and  contains  eleven  rooms.  It  is  situated 
on  six  lots.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  own  the  following  real  estate:  A  farm  of  160  acres  on  the  Missouri 
bottom,  a  fine  farm  of  160  acres  near  Westboro  and  560  acres  of  land  in  Valley  county,  Nebraska.  Mr. 
Lewis  also  owns  a  two-story  brick  business  house  in  Rock  Port,  in  size  20x60  feet.  In  this  building  he 
lias  a  well-appointed  law  office,  in  which  is  a  splendid  law  library.  He  also  owns  two  tenant  houses 
in  Rock  Port. 

Politically,  Mr.  Lewis  has  long  been  a  leader  in  the  Republican  party  of  Atchison  county  and 
Northwest  Missouri,  and  he  has  represented  his  party  in  various  conventions,  in  the  capacity  of  dele¬ 
gate.  Fraternally  he  is  identified  with  only  one  lodge — the  Ancient  Order  of  United  Workmen.  He 
has  held  the  office  of  Master  Workman  of  the  lodge  in  Rock  Port  almost  ever  since  its  organization.

J.  T.  MAXWELL. 

TAMES  T.  MAXWELL,  son  of  Thomas  and  Morning  Maxwell,  was  born  in  Putnam 
J  county,  Tennessee,  on  March  11,  1864,  and  was  the  second  of  six  children.  lie  never 
saw  his  father,  who  was  killed  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion.  He  was  raised  on  a  farm  and 
began  fanning'  for  himself  in  his  twenty-first  year.  I  le  afterward  had  charge  of  a  hoisting 
machine  three  years,  in  a  coal  mine  in  Lucas  county,  Iowa.  Leaving  that  employment  he 
farmed  in  Fremont  county,  Iowa,  about  six  years.  He  then  went  to  Colorado,  where  he 
remained  one  year;  returned  to  Fremont  county,  remaining  there  one  year;  then  went  to 
Frontier  county.  Nebraska,  and  took  a  claim;  returned  to  Fremont  county  and  farmed 
one  year;  then  moved  near  Corning,  Mo.,  where  he  resided  one  year,  after  which  he  located 
in  Corning.  Disposing  of  a  farm  that  he  bought  near  Corning  he  located  in  Phelps  City, 
and  engaged  in  general  merchandising.  After  conducting  that  business  about  a  year  he 
disposed  of  it  and  engaged  in  other  lines  of  business  in  the  same  town,  viz:  Livery,  grain, 
implement  and  real  estate,  and  later  he  was  again  engaged  in  general  merchandising 
under  the  firm  name  of  Thompson  &  Maxwell.  Mr.  Maxwell  is  quite  successful. 

At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch,  besides  his  residence,  in  size  16x24  feet  and  14x16 
feet,  lb  stories,  on  two  lots;  his  livery  barn,  25x65  feet  in  size;  his  implement  building  and 
a  six-room  tenant  house,  he  owned  a  fine  forty-acre  orchard,  five  miles  northwest  of  Rock 
Port.  He  also  owned  forty  acres  of  land  in  Adair  county,  Missouri.

JA  M  ES  J.  M  ’CARTNEY,  retired  farmer  and  stock-raiser,  was  born  in  Montgomery  county, 
Indiana,  on  .Tan.  28,  1831,  the  son  of  Marmaduke  and  Elizabeth  McCartney,  and  sixth 
in  a  family  of  seven  children.  His  father  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania  and  his  mother  of 
Virginia.  His  father  died  in  March,  1862,  his  mother  in  November,  1874. 

"The  subject  hereof  was  at  home  on  his  father’s  farm  until  in  His  26th  year,  when  he 
launched  out  for  himself.  After  fanning  with  his  father  one  year  he  went  to  Kansas,  where 
he  took  a  claim  and  worked  in  a  store;  came  to  Atchison  county  in  1856;  returned  to 
Kansas  in  1859,  and  to  Atchison  county  again  in  1862,  and  here  he  has  since  resided, 
upon  the  homestead  where  his  father  located  in  1854.  Mr.  McCartney’s  home  farm  con¬ 
sists  of  420  acres,  in  sections  3  and  10,  township  64,  range  41,  two  miles  south  of  Rock 
Port.

Among  other  important  battles  he  participated  in 
those  of  Antietam,  Fredericksburg,  Chancellorsville  (twice),  Gettysburg,  the  Wilderness, 
Spottsylvania,  Cold  Harbor,  Petersburg,  Hatch's  Run,  Five  Forks,  Sailor's  Creek  and  Ap¬ 
pomattox.  After  his  service  in  the  war  he  returned  to  Pennsylvania,  and  in  1809  located 
in  Atchison  county,  Missouri.  In  1  871  he  bought  the  farm  of  1 20  acres,  in  sections  19  and 
30,  township  05,  range  40,  which  he  now  owns  and  lives  upon  and  which  is  unusually  well 
improved.  There  is  a  commodious  residence  and  the  barn,  in  size,  is  30x40  feet,  with  10- 
foot  posts.  There  is  also  a  crib,  granary  and  all  other  necessary  outbuildings,  an  orchard 
of  about  700  trees  and  two  vineyards.

PETEK  M’KENZIE,  fanner  and  stock  raiser,  of  Tarkio  township,  was  born  in  Ayrshire, 
Scotland,  May  15th,  1838;  emigrated  with  his  parents,  Peter  and  Margaret  McKen¬ 
zie,  to  Canada,  in  his  fifth  year.  In  the  year  1869  he  bought  480  acres  of  land  in  sections 
23'.  26  and  35,  township  65,  range  40,  two  and  one-half  miles  south  of  the  present  site  of 
the  city  of  Tarkio.  In  1879  he  moved  to  the  land  where  he  made  his  home  until  in  the 
fall  of  1902,  when  he  moved  to  Tarkio.  His  farm  is  well  improved  and  well  arranged  for 
modern  farming.  The  residence  is  of  1%  stories,  16x24  feet,  and  one  story  15x25  feet; 
barn.  42x50  feet,  with  14-foot  posts;  also  tenant  house,  corn  cribs,  scales;  orchard  of  300 
trees;  nice  grove  and  lawn.  Mr.  McKenzie  is  an  extensive  feeder  of  cattle  and  hogs  and 
markets  about  300  head  of  each  in  the  course  of  a  year.

ARRY  E.  MILLER,  farmer,  of  Colfax  township,  was  born  in  Delevan,  Taswell  county, 


o  Illinois,  on  June  11th,  1  862,  the  son  of  John  B.  and  Fannie  Miller,  natives  of  Ohio. 
He  moved,  with  his  parents,  to  Kansas,  in  1871,  and  from  there  (in  1873)  they  removed 
to  Maryville,  Mo.,  where  the  subject  of  this  sketch  lived  until  in  1883.  He  was  then  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  wholesale  mercantile  establishment  of  Turner  &  Frazer,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo., 
where  he  remained  nine  months.  Shortly  afterward  he  located  on  the  land  which  he 
now  owns  and  where  he  lived  (with  the  exception  of  two  years  when  he  was  engaged  in  the 
mercantile  business  in  Tarkio)  until  he  moved  to  Tarkio  in  1905.  Mr.  Miller's  home  farm 
comprises  360  acres  in  section  35.  township  65,  range  39,  seven  and  one-half  miles  south¬ 
east  of  Tarkio.  He  also  owns  eighty  acres  of  land  in  section  30,  township  65,  range  39.

1  le  formerly  affiliated  with  the  People's  Party,  and  served  on 
both  the  township  and  county  committees;  was  a  delegate  to  the  St.  Louis  convention  in 
1896  and  to  the  National  convention  at  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.,  in  1900.  Hehasheld  the  office 
of  school  director  several  times.

He  is  a  son  of  Abram  and  Susan  McDaniel,  who  located  in 
Clay  township  in  1848,  coming  from  Saline  county,  Missouri.  He  was  born  on  May  18, 
1851.  When  in  his  twentieth  year  he  began  working  on  the  farm  for  himself,  and  in  1880 
bought  the  120-acre  tract  of  land  where  he  now  lives,  in  section  8,  township  64,  range  39, 
six  miles  northeast  of  Fairfax. 

On  Jan.  12,  1879,  Mr.  McDaniel  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Gwinn,  who  was  born  in 
Saline  county,  Missouri,  Jan.  12th,  1847.  She  is  a  daughter  of  William  and  Hannah 
Gwinn  and  was  the  oldest  of  a  family  of  six  children.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McDaniel  have  been 
born  four  children,  two  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Emma,  born  Nov.  22,  4880,  and 
Mary,  born  Oct.  7,  1885.

Contrasted  with  the  schooling  to  be  had  in  Mr.  McDaniel’s  youth  is  that 
he  is  providing  his  daughter,  Miss  Mary,  who  is  attending  the  Fairfax  High  School,  one  of 
the  best  schools  in  this  part  of  the  state. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  McDaniel  are  members  of  Mt.  Lebanon  M.  E.  church.  In  politics  Mr. 
McDaniel  is  a  Democrat.  He  has  held  no  office  other  than  that  of  school  director,  in 
which  capacity  he  is  serving  at  present.

3’ears,  by  the  month.  He  finally  bought  a  farm  for  himself,  which  he  farmed  until  1902, 
when  he  disposed  of  same  and  located  in  Rock  Port.  He  made  a  specialty  of  breeding 
blooded  swine  and  also  bought  and  sold  live  stock  and  grain.  He  owns  34  64-100  acres 
of  land  adjoining  the  town  on  the  east,  near  the  fair  grounds.  The  most  of  this  ground  is 
in  grass  and  fenced  hog-tight,  and  Air.  McDaniel  will  continue  to  breed  blooded  swine.

JOSIAII  W.  PE<  K,  of  Westboro,  Mo.,  was  born  at  Mt.  Bridges,  Canada  West,  on  Sept.  28,  1856. 

He  is  a  son  of  Edgerton  E.  and  Hannah  VI.  ( Woodhull)  Peck,  and  is  the  oldest  of  a  family  of  eight 
children.  When  he  was  nine  months  old  his  parents  emigrated  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  and 
located  in  what  is  now  Lincoln  township,  ■'>'/,  miles  northwest  of  the  present  site  of  Westboro.  He 
lived  on  his  father's  farm  until  he  began  to  teach  school,  which  occupation  he  followed  four  yeais.  In 
1874  lie  went  to  college  and  in  1879  began  reading  law  under  Hon.  M.  McKillop,  of  Rock  Port.  At  the 
May  term  of  Circuit  •  ourt,  in  1880,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  by  Judge  Henry  S.  Kelley.

AMBROSE  PORTER. 

T'MIE  subject  of  this  sketch,  Ambrose  Porter,  of  Phelps  City,  Mo.,  is  a  man  out  of  the  ordinary,  as 
regards  citizenship  and  service  rendered  his  country.  Thrown  on  his  own  resources  when  quite 
young,  we  may  say  his  attainments  and  accomplishments,  as  a  result,  wholly,  of  his  own  efforts, 
have  resulted  in  a  successful  life. 

Mr.  Porter's  parents  were  Henry  and  Lydia  (Majors)  Porter,  natives  of  the  state  of  Maryland, 
a  nd  he  was  born  in  Alleghany  county  of  that  state,  Feb.  2,  1839,  and  is  the  tenth  of  a  family  of  eleven 
children.  Until  he  was  eight  years  old  he  was  with  his  parents  on  a  farm  in  Ohio,  where  they  had 
moved  from  their  native  state  when  he  (Ambrose)  was  five  years  old.  After  residing  on  the  farm  in 
Ohio  about  three  years  his  father  died  and  his  mother  moved  to  town.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he 
began  working  at  the  carpenter's  trade,  which  occupation  he  followed  until  he  entered  the  army. 
However,  in  1858  he  came  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  and  engaged  in  farming  in  connection  with 
carpentering.  On  Oct.  14.  1861,  he  enlisted  in  the  six-months  service  of  the  Union  army,  and  was 
mustered  out  in  February,  1862:  re-enlisted  March  5,  1862,  in  the  5th  Missouri,  and  was  mustered  out 
June  22,  1863.  Veteranized  in  the  12th  Missouri  cavalry;  commissioned  First  Lieutenant  in  the  88th 
IT.  S.  C.  I.,  and  was  later  transferred  to  the  3rd  U.  S.  C.  H.;  was  finally  mustered  oiit  April  30,1866.  He 
is  a  member  of  James  Karnes  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  and  his  government  recognizes  his 
services  in  the  civil  conflict  by  ha  ving  his  name  enrolled  on  the  pension  list.  That  he  diil  his  duty  as 
a  soldier  and  was  exceptionally  brave  in  the  performance  thereof  is  a  matter  of  remark  by  his  old 
comrades  when  they  recount  the  incidents  of  war  times.  On  one  occasion  did  he  especially  distin¬ 
guish  himself.  The  command  in  which  he  was  serving  had  driven  a  regiment  under  General  Forest 
across  the  Talahatchie  river,  in  Mississippi,  when  the  Colonel  rode  in  front  of  the  firing  line  and  called 
for  volunteers  to  swim  across  the  river  and  get  a  flat-boat,  so  that  the  river  could  be  crossed  and  the 
enemy  pursued.  This  was  an  exceedingly  dangerous  undertaking,  considering  that  there  was  con¬ 
tinuous  and  heavy  firing  by  the  enemy  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  stream.  The  horse  which  the 
colonel  rode  was  shot  while  he  called  for  volunteers.  Mr.  Porter  and  three  others  responded  to  the

EUGENE  RHOADES. 

ML  GENE  RHOADES,  farmer,  of  Clark  township,  was  born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri, 
^  on  Dec.  2nd,  1856,  the  son  of  Littleton  and  Mary  C.  Rhoades.  His  father  died  in 
1857  and  was  buried  at  Rock  Port.  In  April,  1858,  his  mother  moved  to  Saline 
county,  Missouri,  where  the  subject  of  this  sketch  remained  until  in  1875, 
when  lie  located  in  Atchison  county,  working  out  by  the  month  for  three  years, 
lie  then  began  farming  for  himself,  on  80  acres  of  land,  three  miles  southeast  of  Rock 
Port,  and  locating  on  the  farm  which  he  at  present  owns  and  lives  upon  in  1883.  The 
farm  comprises  160  acres  and  is  situated  in  section  32,  township  64,  range  40,  four  miles 
southwest  of  Fairfax.  The  fact  that  it  is  one  of  the  best  kept  farms  in  the  county  speaks 
louder  than  words  for  Mr.  Rhoades’ knowledge  of  farming.  In  fact,  his  reputation  as  a 
model  farmer  was  responsible  for  his  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  State  Hoard  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  which  position  he  filled  with  honor  to  himself  and  the  state,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  the  term  he  was  re-appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Mr.  Rhoades’  farm  is  well  improved,  the  modern  residence  being,  in  size,  10x32  feet  and 
16x16  feet,  two  stories,  and  the  building  finely  finished.  The  barn,  in  size,  is  42x50  feet, 
wif  li  22-foot  posts.  There  are  also  other  necessary  outbuildings,  an  orchard  of  150  trees 
and  a  nice  vineyard.  Mr.  Rhoades  sells  the  grain  he  does  not  feed  to  stock  of  his  own 
raising.  He  markets  about  150  head  of  fat  hogs  annually.  He  also  makes  a  specialty  of 
breeding  and  feeding  sheep. 

On  Dec.  4th,  1878,  Mr.  Rhoades  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Mary  L.  Seymour, 
daughter  of  John  and  Jane  Seymour.  She  was  born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  on  July 
22nd,  1859.  Her  father  located  here  in  1 843,  and  is  yet  living  in  the  neighborhood  where 
he  located.  Her  mother  died  in  1870.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rhoades  have  four  children,  namely: 
Littleton  R.,  born  Nov.  14,  1879;  Herman,  born  Dec.  24,  1880;  Orven,born  Aug.  22, 1882; 
Otis  O.,  born  Sept.  9,  1 888. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rhoades  are  members  of  the  Baptist  church  at  Fairfax.  Mr.  Rhoades 
fraternizes  with  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  and  K.  of  P.  lodges  at  Fairfax.  In  the  former  he  has  held 
the  offices  of  Vice  Grand  and  Noble  Grand;  in  the  latter  he  has  held  the  offices  of  Vice  Chan¬ 
cellor  and  Chancellor. 

He  is  an  active  Democrat  and  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  party  in  the  county.  He  has 
represented  his  party  in  various  conventions.  In  1900  he  was  elected  County  Judge  from 
the  South  District,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  was  elected  to  succeed  himself.  He  has 
also  served  in  the  capacity  of  school  director  several  terms.

J.  W.  RAINES. 

JOHN  W.  HAINES,  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Miller)  Raines,  was  born  in  Lancaster. 

Grant  county,  Wisconsin,  Jan.  '5,  1840.  When  he  was  quite  young1  his  father  died,  and  he  lived  at 
home  with  his  mother  until  he  enlisted  in  the  Union  army,  on  June  11th.  1862.  He  was  assign¬ 
ed  to  Co.  C,  2nd  Wisconsin  Infantry;  was  in  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run;  was  wounded  in  the 
battle  of  Gainesville,  Aug.  2*.  1S62,  and  discharged  on  Dec.  31,  1862,  on  account  of  the  wound.  In 
1863  he  was  appointed  clerk  in  the  Provo  Marshal’s  office  at  Prairie  Du  Chene,  Wis..  which  position  he 
held  until  in  the  spring  of  186.1.  After  leaving  that  office  he  was  at  home  until  in  July,  1866,  when  he 
went  to  the  state  of  Alabama  and  clerked  in  the  Freedman’s  Bureau  at  Huntsville.  He  was  also  in 
the  internal  revenue  service  there  twelve  and  a  half  years  as  office  deputy.  From  that  position  he 
went  into  the  United  States  Marshal’s  office  as  deputy,  which  position  he  held  from  1882  to  1885,  when 
he  located  at  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  and  engaged  in  the  abstract  business,  and  he  has  been  conducting  that 
business  ever  since. 

Mr.  Raines  is  not  only  a  leading  business  man  of  the  city  of  Rock  Port  but  he  is  prominent  in  all 
movements  for  the  good  of  the  public  and  is  an  active  leader  in  fraternal  societies.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  A.  O.  U.  W.  and  has  held  the  office  of  Financier  of  the  Rock  Port  lodge.  In  the  lodge  of  the  I.  O. 
O.  H  .  at  Rock  Port  he  has  been  Treasurer  several  years  and  lias  held  other  offices  in  that  lodge.  He 
has  been  Adjutant  of  James  Karnes  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  of  Rock  Port,  ever  since  the  organization  of  the 
post. 

He  is  a  leading  Republican  of  Atchison  county,  and  is  a  Clay  township  committeeman.  Was 
elected  Treasurer  of  Atchison  county  in  November,  1894;  is  Treasurer  and  Director  of  the  Rock  Port 
Fair  Association's  a  Notary  Public  and  has  the  agency  of  several  insurance  companies.  The  abstract 
business  is  conducted  by  John  W.  Raines  &  Co.,  the  firm  being  composed  of  John  W  Raines  and  Wil¬ 
liam  R.  Erwin.  Although  Mr.  Raines  had  but  a  common  school  education  he  is  well  read  and  well 
informed  and  is  a  fine  penman  and  book-keeper.  Penmanship  -came to  him  naturally  and  his  peculiar 
style  of  vertical  writing  is  beautiful. 

On  Jan.  16,  1870,  Mr.  Raines  and  Miss  Mary  Lakin  were  united  in  holy  matrimony  at  Huntsville, 
Ala.  Mrs.  Raines  is  the  only  child  of  A.  S.  and  Axsie  Lakin,  and  was  born  June  2'st.  1839.  Her  father 
was  a  noted  Methodist  minister,  having  held  several  important  charges  in  different  parts  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  the  army  he  was  known  as  “the  fighting  parson,”  as  he  fought  as  well  as  prayed, 
although  he  was  chaplain  and  not  supposed  to  take  a  stand  on  the  firing  line.  The  last  church  pas¬ 
torate  held  by  him  was  the  Methodist  Episcopal  at  Rock  Port.  He  died  in  Rock  Port  in  1890.  Rev. 
Lakin  and  his  wife  were  natives  of  the  state  of  New  York. 

Five  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Raines,  four  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Mary  Edith, 
born  July  17,  1872;  Herbert  Lakin,  born  March  23,  1874;  Earl  N.,  born  June  8,  1875;  Laura  Theodosia 
Evaline,  born  Feb.  24,  1877.  Wilfern,  born  Feb.  6,  1880,  died  Nov.  3,  1880. 

Miss  Edith  graduated  from  Rock  Fort  High  School,  and  from  the  Tarkio  High  School  with  the 
honors  of  the  class;  also  graduated  from  Wellsley  College,  Wellsley,  Mass.;  is  at  present  teaching 
English  in  the  High  School  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  Herbert  attended  Rock  Port  High  School  and  Tarkio 
College;  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Raines  Bros.,  jewelers,  at  Maryville,  Mo.  Earl  grad¬ 
uated  from  Rock  Port  High  School  and  Tarkio  College,  and  is  at  present  Cashier  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Tarkio,  Mo.,  and  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Raines  Bros.,  jewelers,  Varyville,  Mo.  Miss  Theo¬ 
dosia  is  a  graduate  from  Tarkio  College  and  Wellsley  College,  at  Wellsley,  Mass.  She  has  been  prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  public  school  at  Westboro  and  teacher  of  English  at  the  Warrensburg  ( Mo. )  State  Normal. 

Mr.  Raines  owns  an  eight-room  residence  in  Tarkio  and  what  is  known  as  the  John  IV.  Smith 
residence  in  Rock  Port,  the  latter  one  of  the  beautiful  homes  of  the  town. 

Mrs.  Raines  attended  a  seminary  at  Charlottsville,  N.  Y.,  and  a  college  at  Oberlin,  Ohio.  She  is  a 
very  accomplished  lady.

YVTILLIAM  W.  RANKIN,  of  Colfax  township,  was  born  in  Warren  county,  Illinois,  on 
”  Jan.  13th,  1859,  the  son  of  James  and  Ellen  Rankin.  Until  in  his  fifteenth  year  he 
lived  at  Kirkwood,  Ill.,  and  in  1876  his  father  moved  to  Atchison  county  and  conducted  a 
ranch  for  his  cousin,  D.  Rankin.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  sketch  Mr.  Rankin  owned  and 
lived  upon  a  farm  of  353  acres,  in  section  25,  township  65,  range  35,  and  in  section  36, 
township  65,  range  39,  eight  miles  southeast  of  Tarkio.  The  residence  is  of  1%  stories,  in 
size  16x32  feet  and  16x32  feet,  and  a  summer  kitchen  of  1 %  stories,  in  size  16x16  feet.  The 
barn,  in  size,  is  30x40  feet,  with  14-foot  posts.  There  are  also  all  necessary  outbuildings, 
an  arch  cellar,  orchard,  etc.  Mrs.  Rankin  owns  twenty -three  acres  of  land  in  Nodaway 
county,  Missouri.

LUCRETIA  B.  RUDASILL. 

\T7  E  now  record  the  biography  of  one  of  Atchison  county’s  lady  pioneers,  who,  perhaps,  is  the 
**  oldest  settler  living  in  the  county.  We  refer  to  Lucretia  B.  Rudasill,  daughter  of  Moses  and 
Phoebe  Maria  Beal.  She  was  born  in  the  state  of  Illinois  on  April  1st,  1840,  in  which  state  her  parents 
stopped  four  years  while  en  route  from  New  York  (their  native  state)  to  the  Platte  Purchase,  making 
the  protracted  stay  on  account  of  the  country  sought  being  in  such  a  wild  state.  When  the  subject 
of  this  sketch  was  only  a  few  months  old  her  parents  made  the  trip  from  Illinois  to  the  Platte  Pur¬ 
chase  and  what  is  now  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  locating  on  what  is  now  known  as  the  old  Beal 
homestead,  near  High  Creek  church.  Here  Mr.  Beal  entered  and  bought  over  2,000  acres  of  govern¬ 
ment  land — some  of  the  finest  land  in  the  county, — which  is  still  in  possession  of  his  descendants  and 
worth  from  $60  to  $100  per  acre.  Here  the  first  post  office  between  Savannah,  Mo.,  and  Council 
Bluffs,  la.,  was  established,  with  Mr.  Beal  as  postmaster.  Here  they  lived  more  than  three  months 
before  Mrs.  Beal  saw  a  white  woman,  the  only  white  inhabitants  in  that  part  of  the  country  at  that 
time  being  the  Cloepfils,  Wolfs  and  Branstines,  who  had  lately  emigrated  from  Germany.  His  first 
crop  of  grain  he  marketed  at  Council  Bluffs,  la.  He  did  his  milling  at  Savannah,  Mo. 

Mr.  Beal,  having  studied  law  seven  years  and  graduated  from  the  law  department  of  a  college  at 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  soon  became  very  much  in  demand  among  the  unlettered  inhabitants  of  the  wild 
country,  and  much  of  his  time  was  occupied  clerically — in  writing  letters  and  drawing  instruments 
for  them.  The  three  first  elections  in  the  county  were  held  at  his  home.  He  secured  the  first  appro¬ 
priation  of  school  money  for  the  county,  teaching  several  days  in  a  log  school  house  in  order  to  get 
this  money  on  time.  In  fact,  Mr  Beal  was  a  highly  esteemed  and  useful  citizen.  His  career,  however, 
was  cut  short  on  April  24th,  1854,  by  a  bolt  of  lightning,  and  his  untimely  death  was  universally 
mourned  by  his  neighbors  and  acquaintances. 

Nearly  the  whole  life  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch  has  been  passed  in  the  locality  in  which  she 
lives.  She  was  educated,  however,  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  and  Platte  City,  Ylo.  On  Sept.  1,  1858,  she 
was  united  in  marriage  with  Preston  J.  Rudasill,  son  of  William  and  Zola  Rudasill.  He  was  born  in 
Rappahannock  county,  Virginia,  Nov.  10th,  1834,  and  was  the  oldest  in  a  family  of  nine  children.  Mr- 
Rudasill  was  postmaster  at  Linden,  formerly  the  county  seat  of  Atchison  county,  in  the  years  1858 
and  1859.  He  also  conducted  a  store  at  that  place.  In  partnership  with  that  other  pioneer,  James 
Low,  he  was  also  in  the  mercantile  business  thirteen  years  at  Logan,  la.  After  retiring  from  that 
business  he  came  to  the  farm  which  Mrs.  Rudasill  at  present  owns  and  lives  upon.  Mr.  Rudasill  died 
on  June  1st,  1897. 

Mrs.  Rudasill’s  home  farm  comprises  360  acres,  in  sections  21  and  22,  township  66,  range  41,  and  is 
one  of  the  best  farms  in  the  county.  She  also  owns  40  acres  in  section  21,  township  66,  range  41 1 
30  acres  in  section  33,  township  66,  range  41;  60  acres  in  section  29,  township  66,  range  41.  The  resi" 
deuce,  as  is  shown  by  the  accompanying  view,  is  a  modern  eleven-room  structure,  with  all  modern 
conveniences;  is  heated  with  a  furnace  and  has  a  system  of  water-works;  is  in  the  midst  of  a  beautiful 
and  well-kept  lawn.  There  is  also  a  large  barn,  cribs,  sheds,  scales,  tenant  houses  and  an  orchard- 
From  her  farms  are  marketed  about  1,000  head  of  hogs  annually.  She  also  feeds  cattle  successfully, 
and,  withal,  is  shrewd  in  matters  of  business  generally,  among  other  transactions  accommodating 
borrowers  of  money  from  her  own  funds.  She  has  been  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church  about  forty 
years,  and  for  many  years  has  had  fellowship  with  the  High  Creek  congregation.

D.  C.  RANKIN. 

DAVID  CLARK  RANKIN  was  born  in  Monmouth,  Ill.,  on  Sept.  14,  1855,  the  son  o 
Alexander  and  Jane  G.  Rankin,  and  second  in  a  family  of  five  children.  He  lived  ou 
his  father’s  farm  until  in  his  twentieth  year  and  came  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in 
1876;  was  the  first  member  of  the  Rankin  family  to  come  here  with  the  purpose  of  locating’ 
permanently.  He  bought  320  acres  of  land  in  section  28,  township  65,  range  39,  5% 
miles  southeast  of  the  present  site  of  the  town  of  Tarkio,  and  hauled  the  lumber  from 
Shenandoah,  la.,  with  which  to  build  his  house.  Coming  here  with  limited  means  he  is 
deserving  of  much  credit,  as  he  now  has  one  of  the  best  improved  farms  in  the  county.  The 
house  is  of  the  following  dimensions:  18x28  feet,  two  stories,  with  two  wings— 16x20  feet 
and  12x28  feet;  barn,  24x48  feet  in  size,  with  18-foot  posts;  barn,  30x44  feet,  with  14-foot 
posts;  carriage  house  and  granary,  20x24  feet;  scales,  tenant  house  and  other  improve¬ 
ments  necessary  for  conducting  a  first-class  farm.  There  is  an  orchard  of  about  200  trees. 
The  residence  is  in  the  midst  of  a  beautiful  lawn.  A  complete  system  of  water-works  is 
also  a  convenience  on  the  premises.  When  feeding stock  he  markets  about  150  head  of  fat 
cattle  annually,  on  an  average,  and  three  or  four  car-loads  of  fat  hogs. 

On  “Pine  Grove  Farm,”  as  Mr.  Rankin’s  farm  is  called,  some  of  the  speediest  light- 
harness  horses  in  the  country  have  lived  and  been  foaled— such  horses  as  the  renowned 
Major  Edsell;  Major  Wonder,  pacer,  with  a  record  of  2.06%;  Monkey  Wonder,  pacer,  2.38; 
Ethelbert,  trotter,  2.29%;  Starwood,  trotter,  2.28;  Capt.  Edsell,  Jr.,  pacer,  2.24;  Little 
Dandy,  pacer,  2.25,  and  others.  Mr.  Rankin  is  certainly  a  thorough  and  successful  breeder 
of  this  class  of  horses.  He  also  breeds  and  imports  high-class  Duroc  Jersey  swine.  Withal 
he  is  a  progressive  farmer  and  stock-breeder. 

On  Oct.  26th,  1881,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Anna  I.  Ray.  She  died  Jan. 
11.1891.  By  this  union  there  was  one  child— Eva  J. ,  who  was  born  Sept,  16,1882,  and  died 
Feb.  16,  1902.  On  Feb.  27,  1901,  Mr.  Rankin  was  married  to  Mrs.  Fannie  M.  Wilson,  who 
has  two  children— Nicholas  G.,  born  March  22,  1879,  and  Silva  Lois,  born  Sept.  30,  1881. 
The  latter  was  educated  in  Tarkio  College,  Tarkio,  Mo.,  and  Forest  Park  University,  St- 
Louis,  Mo. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rankin  are  members  of  the  Old  School  Presbyterian  church.  Mr.  Rankin 
is  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  lodge  at  Tarkio,  in  which  he  has  held  the  office  of 
Trustee.  Politically  lie  is  an  ardent  Republican,  and  he  has  represented  his  party  in  Atchi¬ 
son  county  as  delegate  to  various  State  and  Congressional  conventions.

WILLIAM  ASA  RUPE,  prominent  farmer  and  stock-raiser,  was  born  in  Atchison 
county,  Missouri,  on  Oct.  25th,  1851,  the  son  of  Richard  and  Mary  Rupe  and  the 
youngest  of  four  children.  The  whole  life  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  with  the  exception 
of  the  years  1865  and  1867,  has  been  passed  on  the  farm  where  he  now  lives.  His  farm  is 
situated  in  sections  6  and  7,  township  64,  range  40,  five  miles  southeast  of  Rock  Port, 
comprising  700  acres.  The  residence  shown  herewith  is  a  1%-story  structure,  in  «ize  16x32 
feet  and  18x24  feet;  barn,  36x50  feet,  with  16-foot  posts;  smoke-house  and  wash-house, 
16x24  feet;  other  outbuildings,  sheds,  cribs  and  an  orchard.

JOHN  F.  SLY  was  born  in  Pickaway  county,  Ohio,  Feb.  22nd,  1828,  and  is  the  third  of 
J  nine  children.  He  is  a  son  of  Henry  and  Anna  Sly — his  father  a  native  of  1  irginia  and 
his  mother  of  Maryland.  John  F.  Sly  is  truly  a  self-made  man.  Starting  out  when  he 
was  young,  unaided  and  without  means,  he  acquired  a  fortune  by  means  of  his  energy, 
foresight  and  good  management,  and  only  one  person  in  Atchison  county  pays  more  taxes 
than  he. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  after  having  been  raised  on  his  father  s  farm,  he  began 
work  as  a  drover  and  handled  stock  for  others.  He  came  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in 
1857,  and  in  the  following  year  bought  150  acres  of  what  is  now  known  as  his  old  home 
place,  seven  miles  south  of  Rock  Port,  paying  $10  per  acre  for  same.  He  has  owned  800 
acres  of  land  in  Atchison  county.  However,  he  has  long  since  disposed  of  his  landed 
interests  and  has  retired  from  active  business,  except  that  he  often  accommodates  parties 
who  wish  to  borrow  money.  For  more  than  twenty-five  years  he  has  been  loaning  his  own 
money.  For  more  than  twenty  years  he  lias  been  President  and  Director  of  the  1  armers 
Rank  of  Fairfax;  was  formerly  a  Director  of  the  First  National  Bank  at  Tarkio.

He  is  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Margaret  Sly  and  is  the  sec¬ 
ond  child  in  a  family  of  eleven.  He  was  on  the  farm  with  his  parents  until  he  was  married) 
when  he  began  farming  for  himself.

They  located  upon  the  land  now  known  as  the  Talley  farm,  adjoining 
the  home  farm  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  In  that  immediate  locality  he  lived  until  the 
day  of  his  death,  Aug.  8th,  1905,  and  he  was  a  prominent  factor  in  the  development,  not 
alone  of  that  locality,  but  of  the  great  county  of  which  we  write.  In  his  neighborhood,  in 
particular,  however,  was  he  known  as  a  useful  citizen.  For  instance,  for  more  than  thirty- 
five  years  he  served  in  the  capacity  of  director  in  the  school  district  in  which  he  lived, 
and  he  also  took  a  leading  part  in  such  matters  as  the  drainage  of  the  rich  lands  of  the 
Missouri  bottom. 

Besides  farming,  Mr.  Shandy  also  bought  and  shipped  live  stock.  He  owned  and  lived 
upon  340  acres  of  land  in  sections  18  and  19,  township  65,  range  41,  and  section  24, 
township  65,  range  42,  two  and  one-half  miles  northeast  of  Phelps  City  and  six  miles 
northwest  of  Rock  Port.  The  residence  on  this  farm  is  of  V/>  stories,  in  size  26x40  feet. 
The  barn  is  24x50  feet  in  size,  with  14-foot  posts.  There  are  also  sheds,  cribs,  an  orchard, 
two  tenant  houses,  etc.  Mr.  Shandy  marketed  about  40  head  of  fat  cattle  and  150  head 
of  fat  hogs  annually.  On  the  premises,  on  the  banks  of  the  Nishnabotna  river,  is  the 
famous  “Shandy  Fishing  Resort,”  conducted  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shandy’s  son,  W.  E.  Shandy. 
This  resort  is  visited  by  people  from  near  and  far  during  the  fishing  season.  At  this  resort 
is  a  dwelling  house,  large  barn  and  ice  house. 

On  June  14,  1863,  Mr.  Shandy  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Roberts, 
daughter  of  Henry  B.  and  Mary  Roberts,  who  located  in  what  is  now  Atchison  county,  in 
the  year  1838.  She  was  born  in  the  old  town  of  Sonora  in  1848. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shandy  were  born  nine  children/namely:  Arthur,  William  E.;  Alice, 
wife  of  Rich  Thompson;  Frank;  Martha  B.,  wife  of  J.  P.  Ruff;  Harry  B.  Three  children  are 
dead— Ethel,  Luella  and  an  infant.  Mrs.  Shandy  is  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  church  at 
Phelps  City  as  was  also  Mr.  Shandy.  Mr.  Shandy  had  been  a  member  of  the  Masonic  and 
Odd  Fellow  lodges  since  1 867.  In  politics  he  was  an  ardent  Republican.  During  the  Civil 
war  he  fought  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  in  the  Sixth  Battalion,  under  Col.  P.  A. 
Thompson,  and  helped  drive  Price  from  St.  Joseph  to  Blue  Mills  and  Lxington.

In  his  sixteenth  year,  in  company  with  two  other 
boys,  he  emigrated  from  his  native  land  to  America,  his  first  stop  being  in  Cook  county, 
Illinois.  His  parents  came  over  one  year  later.  After  a  year  in  Illinois  he  made  two  trips 
to  New  Mexico  as  a  freighter.  He  then  went  to  Colorado,  where,  for  about  four  years,  he 
engaged  in  dairying  and  mining.  Returning  to  Illinois  he  remained  there  until  in  1860, 
when  he  located  on  the  farm  where  he  lives  at  present,  in  section  34,  township  64,  range 
42,  four  and  three-fourths  miles  southwest  of  Langdon,  in  Benton  township.

■QENJAMIN  WALLACE  STEEL  was  born  in  Guernsey  county,  Ohio,  July  23rd,  1847, 
the  son  of  Benjamin  and  Susannah  Steel — their  only  child.

His  whole  life  had  been  passed  in  Atchison  county, 
until  he  located  in  Kansas,  in  1904,  and,  with  the  exception  of  four  years,  on  the  farm 
where  he  lived  at  the  time  of  taking  the  accompanying  view,  the  farm  comprising  220 
acres  and  being  located  3 %  miles  northeast  of  Rock  Port,  in  section  16,  township  67), 
range  41.  There  is  a  five-room  residence  on  the  farm;  a  barn.  30x52  feet  in  size,  with  12- 
foot  posts;  blacksmith  shop;  cattle  shed,  16x54  feet  in  size;  cribs,  orchard  and  vineyard 
and  other  necessary  improvements.

and  Sarah  Dragoo,  and  the  first  of  nine  children.  She  was  born  in  Brown  county,  Ohio, 
Nov.  1st,  1866.

Mrs.  Scamman  has  a  good  farm  of  seventy-six  acres,  three  miles  southwest  of  Rock 
1’ort,  in  section  31,  township  65,  range  41.  There  is  a  neat  house  of  seven  rooms  on  this 
farm,  the  dimensions  of  the  building  being  16x32  feet  and  14x16  feet,  one  and  one-half 
stories.  There  are  also  all  necessary  outbuildings  and  an  orchard  and  vineyard.

IRMEN  B.  STRICKLER,  of  Clark  township,  was  born  in  Adams  county,  Illinois,  on 


*  April  8th,  1872,  the  son  of  Warren  W.  and  Mary  V.  (Stewart)  Strickler,  and  second 
in  a  family  of  six  children.  In  1874  his  parents  located  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri, 
where  his  father  purchased  320  acres  of  land  for  ten  dollars  per  acre.  When  the  subject  of 
this  sketch  was  in  his  sixteenth  year  his  father  died  and  the  management  of  the  large  farm 
his  father  owned  devolved  upon  him,  and  he  early  learned,  by  actual  experience,  how  to 
properly  carry  on  farming  and  stock-raising.  Perhaps  this  accounts  for  such  a  young  man 
successfully  operating  along  these  lines  on  such  a  large  scale.  He  now  owns  a  model  farm 
of  320  acres  in  section  12,  township  G3,  range  40;  also  an  interest  in  200  acres  of  land  in 
section  14,  and  182  acres  in  section  6,  township  62,  range  39,  in  Holt  county,  Missouri. 
At  the  time  of  this  writing  he  had  been  in  partnership  v  ith  James  E.  Strickler,  of  Skid¬ 
more,  Mo.,  for  ten  years,  and  they  handle  a  great  many  horses  and  mules  at  the  F.  B. 
Strickler  farms  and  from  2,000  to  4,000  cattle  annually  at  their  Missouri  farms  and  in  the 
Indian  Territory. 

Mr.  Stickler's  farm  is  expensively  improved  in  the  most  modern  manner,  the  residence 
being  a  handsome  two-story  structure,  in  size  34x46  feet,  comprising  eight  large  rooms 
besides  halls,  vestibule,  bath-room,  etc.  The  house  is  supplied  with  a  complete  system  of 
water-works. 

The  barn  is  20x32  feet  in  size,  with  16-foot  posts  and  with  a  shed  20x64  feet  in  size; 
mule  barn,  24x80  feet  in  size;  hay  and  feed  barn,  32x96  feet  in  size;  a  good  tenant  bouse, 
granaries  and  many  other  improvements  for  convenience  of  farm  life.  There  is  also  a 
spring  near  the  house  which  furnishes  twelve  gallons  of  water  per  minute. 

On  Feb.  20th,  1895,  Mr.  Strickler  and  Miss  Eva  Wright  were  united  in  marriage.  She 
is  a  daughter  of  John  L.  and  Martha  (Owens)  Wright  and  was  born  in  Holt  county,  Mis¬ 
souri,  March  8th,  1874,  and  L  second  in  a  family  of  five  children.  They  have  one  child— 
Warren  W.,  born  March  22nd,  1897. 

Mr.  Strickler  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  lodge  at  Fairfax,  Mo.,  and  the  Royal  Arch 
( Chapter  at  Garden  City,  Ivans. 

In  politics  he  votes  for  the  candidate  he  thinks  best  for  the  place,  regardless  of  party.

TVTE  now  write  of  one  of  the  county’s  pioneers — in  fact,  a  pioneer  of  the  Platte  Purchase,  who, 
™  locating  in  this  section  of  the  country  with  her  parents,  when  a  young  girl,  lived  here  eight 
months  without  seeing  a  white  woman  other  than  the  members  of  her  own  family.  We  refer  to  Mrs. 
Susan  E.  Templeton,  the  respected  widow  of  our  deceased  and  revered  fellow-citizen,  Hon.  James  M. 
Templeton. 

She  was  born  in  Howard  county,  Missouri,  Feb.  25th,  1828,  the  daughter  of  Hezekiah  and  Susan 
White.  In  1842  the  family  emigrated  to  what  was  then  known  only  as  the  Platte  Purchase — about 
one  and  one-half  miles  from  the  present  site  of  the  town  of  Sidney,  la.  Mrs.  Templeton’s  father 
taught  the  first  school  in  this  section  of  the  country.  She  tells  us  there  were  no  seats  in  the  log 
school  house  and  the  scholars  studied  out  loud.  Later  her  family  located  on  the  farm  where  James 
Handley  now  lives,  about  three  miles  southwest  of  the  present  site  of  Rock  Port.  The  subject  of  this 
sketch  has  since  lived  continuously  in  Atchison  county — for  more  than  forty  years  on  the  Templeton 
homestead,  adjoining  the  town  of  Rock  Port  on  the  northwest.  In  1904,  however,  she  bought  resi¬ 
dence  property  within  the  city  limits  and  moved  to  same. 

Susan  E.  White  and  James  M.  Templeton  were  united  in  marriage  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri, 
on  May  14th,  1845.  Mr.  Templeton  was  the  oldest  of  two  children  born  to  William  and  Mary  Temple¬ 
ton  and  was  born  in  Franklin  county,  Indiana,  on  March  lltli,  1822.  Mrs.  E  A.  Scamman,  of  Union 
City,  widow  of  E.  D.  Scamman,  is  his  sister.  Mrs.  Templeton  informs  us  that  the  pioneer  days  (when 
she  and  her  young  husband  lived  in  a  log  cabin,  improvising  a  table  upon  which  to  eat  when  there 
were  guests,  by  taking  down  the  door  of  the  cabin  and  placing  it  on  blocks)  were  the  happiest  days 
of  her  life.  Mr.  Templeton  got  his  start,  financially,  by  breaking  prairie  for  Acquilla  Beck  and  others 
with  a  yoke  of  oxen.  He  was  a  deservedly  popular  young  man,  however,  and  in  the  course  of  a  few 
years  was  called  to  serve  the  public  in  the  capacity  of  an  official.  For  twenty-two  years  he  held  the 
office  of  County  Clerk  of  Atchison  county;  he  represented  the  county  one  term  in  the  state  Legislature 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Judge  of  the  Probate  Court.  In  politics  he  was  a  Democrat.  He 
died  on  Oct.  12th,  1879,  leaving  his  wife  and  nine  children. 

To  Mr.  and  VI rs.  Templeton  twelve  children  were  born,  however.  Those  living  are  Mary,  wife  of 
W.  G.  Bartholomew,  born  Dec.  20,  1847;  Martha,  widow  of  Austin  F.  Tiffany,  born  March  31,  1S49; 
William  N.,  born  Dec.  23,  1851;  Oliver  P.,  born  Dec.  25,  1855;  James  Wright,  born  Vov.  24,  1857;  Fannie, 
wife  of  I).  A.  Quick,  born  March  14,  1859;  Stella,  wife  of  George  Buckmiller,  born  March  21,  1864;  Lottie, 
wife  of  Bernard  Altman,  born  Sept.  1,  1867.  Nancy,  wife  of  E.  C.  Smith,  born  March  11.  1853,  died  Oct. 
11,  1896;  McClelland,  born  Oct.  21,  1861,  died  Feb.  6,  1863;  Richard,  born  Jan.  16,  1870,  died  Sept,  1.  1872. 
Another  child  died  in  infancy. 

Several  of  these  children  were  educated  at  the  Rock  Port  Seminary,  while  Oliver  P.  is  a  graduate 
from  the  Cincinnati  Medical  College,  and  is  a  practicing  physician. 

Mrs.  Templeton  has  been  a  member  of  the  Christian  church  for  more  than  sixty  years.  Mr.  Tem¬ 
pleton  was  also  a  member  of  that  church. 


The  Templeton  homestead  comprises  172  acres,  in  section  28,  township  65,  range  41.  The  residence 
is  of  two  stories,  in  size  15x30  feet  and  12x18  feet,  with  a  one-story  kitchen,  in  size  10x18  feet;  also  a 
barn,  necessary  outbuildings,  cribs,  sheds,  etc.  On  this  farm  are  two  orchards— one  set  out  forty- 
three  years  ago  and  the  other  thirty-eight  years  ago,  and  both  are  bearing  This  is  certainly  a  most 
remarkable  instance  as  regards  the  longevity  of  apple  trees.  Mr.  J.  W.  Templeton  owns  and  lives 
upon  the  old  homestead,  the  accompanying  view  of  which  will  be  quite  interesting  to  the  older  resi¬ 
dents  of  Atchison  county.

TARKIO  COLLEGE. 

ANTECEDENTS. 

It  may  be  in  the  blood.  Tradition  lias  it  that  the  first  settler  was  a  Yale  graduate.  Many  of  the 
town’s  incorporators  were  college  men  and  from  a  familiar  Athens.  A  creditable  high  school  build¬ 
ing  and  system  were  early  provided.  At  the  precocious  age  of  three  Tarkio  had  college  aspirations — 
providentially  implanted,  according  to  the  inspiration  of  an  earlier  historian.  Tender,  almost  pain¬ 
ful,  memories  cluster  about  those  days,  but,  with  the  passing  of  twenty  odd  years  and  the  original 
building,  it  might  be  whispered  that  the  rustling  little  burg  had  county-seat  ambitions  first.  Hence 
the  ancient  chronicler  incidentally  remarks — with  what  a  fine  reserve! — that  “about  this  time  a  large 
brick  building,  which  could  be  easily  fitted  up  for  college  use,  became  available.” 

ORGANIZATION. 

1883  was  the  year  of  beginnings.  Rev.  Robert  H.  Barnes  and  others  were  the  prime  movers.  The 
President  of  Ainity  College,  Rev.  S.  C.  Marshall,  D.  D.,  was  secured  to  head  the  school.  Messrs.  I). 
Rankin,  W.  A.  Rankin,  Ed.  F.  Rankin,  W.  F.  Rankin,  John  A.  Rankin,  W.  0.  Miller,  R.  M.  Stevenson, 
John  P.  Stevenson.  S.  H.  Prather  and  .J.  F.  Hanna  also  signed  the  original  instrument.  Preliminary 
organization  of  "The  Tarkio  Valley  College  and  Normal  Institute”  was  completed  June  fourth. 

THE  FIRST  YEAR  AND  FACULTY. 

The  opening  was  August  the  thirteenth.  Dr.  Marshall  presided.  The  other  professors  were  Rev. 
It.  H.  Barnes,  J.  Francis  Ross,  Miss  Alice  Marshall  and  Miss  Hattie  V.  Jamison.  Miss  Emma  J. 
Hanna  and  G.  II.  Paden  had  the  rank  of  instructors  in  music  and  penmanship  respectively.  Rev. 
David  Dodds,  M.  I).,  gave  special  lectures  on  anthropology.  The  year’s  enrollment  was  sixty-four. 

At  the  date  of  this  writing  four  of  the  first  faculty  reside  in  Atchison  county.  The  body  of  a  fifth 
rests  in  the  home  cemetery. 

THE  DAYS  OF  CHANGE. 

Private  management  continued  the  single  year.  Then  the  United  Presbyterian  church  became 
foster-father  to  the  school.  At  various  times  the  Presbytery  of  College  Springs,  and  the  respective 
Synods  of  Kansas,  Iowa  and  Nebraska  have  been — as  the  last  two  are  yet — interested  parties  in  the 
college  control.  While  denominational  the  institution  has  never  been  sectarian.  Three  local  trustees 
are  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  irrespective  of  church  affiliations.  With  growth  the  School  of 
the  Long  Name  became,  by  second  charter,  simply  Tarkio  College.  In  June  of  1887  President  Mar¬ 
shall  resigned  on  account  of  continued  ill-health.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Tarkio,  Aug.  31st,  1888.  His 
was  the  founder’s  work  and  he  laid  widely  and  well. 

THE  SECOND  PRESIDENT. 

In  lss7  Rev.  J.  A.  Thompson,  of  Chetopa,  Ivans.,  became  President.  He  continues  the  present 
encumbent.  Phenomenal  advance  despite  difficulties  has  been  the  record  of  his  nineteen  years.  Two 
dormitories  with  their  home  possibilities  and  economical  advantages  were  built.  Between  1887  and 
1892  four  of  a  permanent  faculty  were  secured  and  yet  remain. 

THE  ORDEAL  OF  FIRE. 

January  17,  1892,  is  memorable.  It  was  the  coldest  morning  in  a  decade  and —  the  main  building 
burned.  Before  the  flames  died  on  the  Sabbath’s  calm  the  Executive  Committee  met  and  determined

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to  complete  the  collegiate  year  and  to  erect  anew.  It  was  a  hard  half-year  that  followed.  The  loy¬ 
alty  of  students  and  citizens  proved  true.  The  old  United  Presbyterian,  the  Methodist  and  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  churches,  and  the  Auditorium,  became  recitation  rooms  and  chapel.  Thin  board  partitions, 
muffled  with  building  paper,  divided  the  first-named  into  five  compartments,  and  strong  imaginations 
and  wills  furnished  the  necessary  quiet  and  opportunity  for  study  and  recitation. 

A  FRESH  START. 

The  Phoenix  myth  came  true.  From  ashes  into  new  youth  and  strength  and  promise  was  the 
sequel.  Three  better  buildings  now  crown  a  fairer  site.  The  college  hill  contains  in  brick  and  stone 
and  mother  earth,  some  ninety  thousand  dollars,  chiefly  contributed  within  six  months  after  the  fire. 
More  than  a  third  of  this  amount  was  the  gift  of  a  single  donor. 

THE  SECOND  DECADE. 

The  chief  historical  facts  of  subsequent  years  are  a  gradually  growing  endowment,  an  enlarged 
and  more  permanent  faculty  of  experienced  college  and  university  specialists,  widened  and  improved 
courses  of  study,  an  added  and  considerable  amount  of  valuable  apparatus,  a  steady  increase  of 
students  and  an  honorable  prestige  with  educational  authorities. 

TRIBUTES. 

The  institution  is  one  of  ten  in  the  Missouri  College  Union.  One  requisite  of  admission  is  an  en¬ 
dowment  of  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Other  qualifications  have  to  do  with 
equipment,  teachers  and  the  kind  and  amount  of  work  exacted.  A  Tarkio  diploma  admits  to  senior 
or  graduate  standing  at  Tale  and  Princeton  and  at  both  Universities  the  school  has  had  honor  repre¬ 
sentatives. 

SOME  “ SMALL  COLLEGE ”  STATISTICS. 

Tarkio  College  has  completed  twenty-two  years.  She  has  employed  one  hundred  and  thirty-four 
teachers  and  enrolled  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  students.  The  first  catalogue  showed  eight 
instructors  to  sixty-four  pupils.  In  the  latest  bulletin  the  ratio  is  twenty-four  to  three  hundred  and 
twelve.  In  1887  the  first  graduate  was  the  whole  commencement.  The  alumni  roll  now  numbers  two 
hundred  and  twenty-seven.  Add  one  hundred  and  forty-two  Commercial  graduates.  One  Literary 
seven  Normal,  twenty  Musical,  ninety-nine  Classical  and  one  hundred  and  three  Scientific  diplomas 
have  been  granted.  Three  alumni  thus  finished  two  courses.  Three  are  deceased.  The  living  are 
found  in  four  foreign  countries  and  twenty-five  states  and  territories,  including  New  Mexico  and 
Alaska.  Of  the  alumnae  proper  twenty-nine  keep  house  and  nineteen  are  “at  home.”  Not  a  few  of 
the  graduates  are  at  trades  or  in  the  sanctum  or  in  business  or  on  the  farm.  Seven  are  it  medicine, 
twelve  at  the  law  and  thirty-four  in  theology.  A  third  teach  and  a  sixth  have  high  school  positions 
or  better.  A  tenth  have  done  graduate  work.  Another  tithe — at  the  rate  of  one  a  year — a  re  mission¬ 
aries  of  the  cross. 

THE  COLLEGE  PATRONS. 

It  is  a  simple  postscript  to  write,  but  how  much  it  means!  Hon.  David  Rankin  has  given  Tarkio 
College  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  To  him,  to  the  community,  to  the  church — under 
God — the  school  looks  for  her  future. 
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J.  M.  SCAMMAN. 

JAMES  MATHIAS  SCAMMAN,  of  Tarkio,  Mo.,  farmer,  stock-raiser,  merchant 
and  capitalist,  was  born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  May  15th,  1850,  and 
was  the  second  of  seven  children.  He  is  a  son  of  Enoch  D.  and  Elizabeth  Scamman, 
pioneers  of  Atchison  county.  He  was  reared  at  the  home  of  his  parents,  at  Union  City, 
two  and  one-half  miles  southwest  of  Rock  Port.  After  he  was  twenty-one  years  of  age  he 
farmed  one  year  and  then  engaged  at  merchandising  at  Phelps  City,  the  firm  name  being 
\\  m.  Scamman  &  Co.  A  year  later  the  firm  was  changed  to  J.  M.  Scamman  &  Co.,  and  in 
1875  it  was  changed  to  Scamman,  Bailey  &  Co.  At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  Mr. 
Scamman  was  still  in  the  business,  the  style  of  the  firm  being  Bartholomew,  Wade  &  Co. 
He  is  President  of  the  Citizens’  Bank  of  Atchison  County,  at  Rock  Port;  also  President  of 
the  Missouri  Live  Stock  Commission  Co.,  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.;  was  a  member  of  the  school 
board  at  Phelps  City  several  years.  Politically  he  is  a  Republican  and  in  1898  he  was 
elected  Presiding  Judge  of  the  County  Court,  and  the  affairs  of  the  county  received  the 
careful  consideration  and  attention  that  makes  his  own  affairs  a  success;  was  also  elected 
Representative  of  Atchison  county,  on  the  Republican  ticket,  at  the  November  election  in 
1904. 

Mr.  Scamman  and  Miss  Mary  E.  Casey  were  united  in  marriage  on  March  7,  1878 
Mrs.  Scamman  is  a  daughter  of  Edward  and  Jeannette  Casey.  Her  parents  were  pioneer 
settlers  of  Atchison  county,  in  the  neighborhood  of  what  is  known  as  Union  City.  Her 
father  died  in  1865— her  mother  in  1889.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scamman  were  born  five  child¬ 
ren,  four  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Clyde D.,  born  March  25, 1885;  Carl  W.,  born  March 
13,  1887;  Hope  C.,  born  Dec.  2,  1890;  Anna,  born  Aug.  18,  1892.  One  child  died  in  in¬ 
fancy. 

Mr.  Scamman  has  elegant  residence  property  at  Tarkio,  where  he  resides.  The  house 
in  size,  is  14x16  feet,  16x16  feet,  12x20  feet  and  10x12  feet,  and  contains  nine  rooms. 
The  outbuildings  are  neat  and  commodious.  On  one  of  his  farms  is  a  two-story  brick 
house,  the  dimensions  being  30x30  feet.  The  barn,  in  size,  is  26x40  feet,  with  i2-foot, 
posts,  and  a  shed  on  one  side.  This  farm  is  also  improved  with  sheds,  cribs,  scales,  etc.' 
and  an  orchard  of  about  eight  acres.  On  another  farm  is  a  1%-story  house,  in  size  16x32 
feet  and  14x16  feet.  In  all  he  owns  1,085  acres  of  land  in  the  county,  part  of  which  he 
farms  himself  and  some  of  which  he  rents.  He  markets  about  100  head  of  fat  cattle  and 
300  or  400  head  of  fat  hogs  annually.  He  isone  of  the  eminently  successful  farmers  and 
business  men  of  the  countv.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scamman  are  members  of  the  M.  E.  church  at  Tarkio,  and  Mr.  Scammon 
is  a  Trustee  in  that  organization.  In  fact,  Mr.  Scamman  gives  his  support  to  all  organi¬ 
zations  and  movements  of  a  commendable  nature. 
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MARY  MAUNDA  SOUTH. 

jlifARY  MALINDA  SOUTH,  of  AYatson,  Mo.,  widow  of  Stephen  South,  deceased,  was 
A  born  in  Bureau  county,  Illinois,  July  25th,  1835.  She  is  the  daughter  of  John 
\\ .  and  Elizabeth  Hall  and  was  the  seventh  of  thirteen  children.  She  came  to  Atchison 
county  with  her  parents  when  she  was  about  sixteen  years  of  age.  On  Aug.  15,  1852,  she 
was  married,  at  Sonora,  Mo.,  to  Stephen  South,  a  son  of  Samuel  and  Manda  Ann  South, 
who  located  near  the  old  town  of  Sonora  in  an  early  day,  and  for  years  lived  on  what  is 
known  as  the  Dan.  Morgan  farm.  His  mother  died  at  Sonora  in  1860;  his  father  died  at 
Dallas,  Texas,  in  1885.  Stephen  South  died  Jan.  19,  1902.  His  life  was  one  of  usefulness 
as  a  citizen  and  neighbor,  he  being  connected  with  every  important  progressive  movement 
in  the  county,  and  especially  in  the  community  in  which  he  lived.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Nishnabotna  township,  which  office  he  had  held  for  more 
than  thirty -eight  years. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  South  were  born  nine  children,  five  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Aug¬ 
ust  AY.,  born  June  12,  1857;  Robert  Emmet,  born  Sept.  13,  1859;  Stewart,  born  Oct.  25, 
1864;  Melvina,  wife  of  Win.  Boettner,  born  March  21,  1869;  Leonard,  born  Sept.  6,  1871. 
John  Fletcher,  born  Jan.  1,  1854,  died  Dec.  22,  1889;  Charles,  born  May  1,  ,  died  Sept. 

24,  1880.  Three  children  died  in  infancy.  Mrs.  South  is  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  church  at 
Watson,  as  was  also  her  husband.  Mr.  South  was  a  charter  member  of  Sonora  Masonic 
lodge.  He  was  a  lifelong  Democrat  and  took  quite  an  active  part  in  politics.  A  Demo¬ 
cratic  convention  in  Atchison  county  was  not  complete  without  Mr.  South  as  a  delegate 
from  Nishnabotna  township. 

Their  son  August  AY.  was  educated  in  the  Watson  school  and  at  Gem  City  Business 
College,  Quincy,  Ill.  He  taught  school  several  years,  among  other  places  at  Sherman, 
Texas,  where  he  was  principal  of  a  business  college.  He  is  also  a  telegraph  operator  and 
was  station  agent  for  different  railroad  companies  several  years,  and  for  some  time  at 
AA'atson.  At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  he  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  South  &  Horn, 
at  Watson.  Robert  Emmet  South  is  at  present  Constable  of  Nishnabotna  township,  and 
conducts  the  home  farm.  This  farm  comprises  160  acres  of  fine  land,  one-half  mile  west  of 
Watson,  in  sections  3  and  4,  township  65,  range  42.  The  house  on  this  place  is  a  one- 
story  structure,  30x36  feet  in  size,  built  over  fifty  years  ago.

M.  S.  SCAMMAN. 

THE  subject  of  this  sketch,  Mark  Sedgwick  Scamman,  is  another  native  of  Atchison 
county,  having  been  born  at  Union  City  on  July  22nd,  1865.  He  is  a  son  of  Enoch 
D.  and  Elizabeth  Scamman,  who  located  in  what  is  now  Clay  township  in  an  early  day. 
His  whole  life  has  been  passed  in  the  locality  where  he  was  born.  In  his  twenty -first  year 
he  began  farming  for  himself,  and  he  now  owns  and  lives  upon  a  fine  farm  of  360  acres,  in 
sections  5  and  32,  township  65,  range  41,  two  and  one-fourth  miles  southwest  of  Rock 
Port.  The  house  in  which  Mr.  Scamman  resides  on  this  farm  is  of  two  stories,  in  size 
24x24  feet,  with  porch  8x24  feet  in  size.  The  barn,  in  size,  is  36x44  feet,  with  12-ft.  posts.

At  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  Thomas  wentfrom  the  home  of  his  parents  into  the  army,  as  a  drummer  boy,  but that 
occupation  was  too  tame  for  him  and  he  did  service  on  the  firing  line,  gun  in  hand,  in  the 
96th  N.  Y.,  Co.  C,  in  support  of  the  Union.  He  enlisted  in  February,  1861.  He  partici¬ 
pated  in  several  important  battles,  among  them  being  those  of  Richmond,  Goldsboro, 
Petersburg,  (  old  Harbor  and  Chatham’s  Farm,  and  was  slightly  wounded  in  one  battle; 
was  mustered  out  in  March,  1866;  re-enlisted  March  28,  1866;  mustered  out  in  1869. 
After  his  service  in  the  army  he  returned  to  New  York,  where  he  remained  until  he  located 
in  Iowa,  in  1869.  In  the  following  year  he  went  to  Brownville,  Neb.,  where  he  lived  two 
years.  He  then  located  in  Templeton  township,  Atchison  county,  Missouri.  He  bought 
a  farm  southwest  of  Phelps  City,  which  he  sold  about  five  years  before  this  sketch  was 
taken.

H ARLES  A.  WELLS,  son  of  John T.  and  Alice  F.  Wells,  is  a  native  of  Atchison  county, 


Missouri,  and  is  the  oldest  of  ten  children.  He  spent  his  boyhood  days  on  the  farm 
with  his  parents  and  attended  the  district  school.  He  then  became  a  student  in  the  high 
school  at  Adel,  la.,  from  which  institution  he  graduated.  He  was  then  at  home  one  year, 
after  which  he  went  West  and  there  taught  his  first  term  of  school  in  a  sod  school  house  in 
western  Nebraska.

TIMOTHY  WHELAN. 

A  BOUT  eighty-five  years  ago  Timothy  Whelan  was  born  in  Ireland.  Forty  years  later 
**  he  managed  to  get  enough  money  together  to  pay  his  passage  to  America.  He 
located  first  in  Iowa,  then  in  Ohio/and  later  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri.  His  first  work 
in  his  adopted  country  was  on  the  railroad  as  a  section  hand,  and  it  is  said  that  he 
planted,  cultivated  and  gathered  a  forty-acre  crop  of  corn  while  thus  engaged  on  the  rail¬ 
road,  by  working  in  the  field  at  night.  Such  industry  must  have  its  reward,  and  so  it  had. 
At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  Mr.  Whelan  owned  and  lived  upon  465  acres  of  the  finest 
land  in  the  Missouri  valley,  in  section  35,  township  65,  range  42,  one  mile  north  of  'Wat¬ 
son.  The  home  is  a  two-story  brick  mansion,  50x50  feet  in  size,  surrounded  by  a  beautiful 
lawn  and  necessary  and  substantial  outbuildings.  On  this  land  is  also  another  spacious 
residence  of  thirteen  rooms  and  a  complete  set  of  outbuildings.  Mr.  Whelan  marketed,  on 
an  average,  annually,  two  or  three  car-loads  of  cattle  and  one  car-load  of  hogs. 

In  1864  Mr.  Whelan  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Catherine  Glenn,  who  was 
born  in  Ireland  about  seventy  years  ago.  Of  this  union  five  children  were  born,  four  of 
whom  are  living,  namely:  Andrew,  Mary,  Bernard  and  Katie.  The  deceased  is  Timothy. 

Mr.  Whelan  and  family  were  members  of  the  Catholic  church  at  Watson.  Mary, 
Bernard  and  Katie  were  educated  in  the  convent  at  Nebraska  City,  Neb.  Politically,  Mr. 
Whelan  favored  the  Democratic  party.  He  had  served  his  school  district  in  the  capacity 
of  director.

YVTILLIAM  C.  WADE,  son  of  David  and  Francis  E.  (McCollum)  Wade,  was  born  in 
W  Andrew  county,  Missouri,  Oct.  4th,  1869,  and  is  the  second  of  four  children.  Until 
in  his  sixteenth  year  he  was  on  his  father’s  farm.  He  then  worked  on  the  farm,  for  others 
and  himself,  until  in  February,  1899,  when  he  located  at  Phelps  City,  Mo.,  and  engaged  in 
the  business  of  dealing  in  general  merchandise,  in  partnersnip  with  Moody  Bartholomew 
and  James  M.  Scamman,  the  name  of  the  firm  being  Bartholomew,  Wade  &  Co. 

Mr.  Wade  is  a  member  of  three  fraternal  orders— the  Masonic  and  Knights  of  Pythias 
lodges  and  the  M.  W.  A.  camp  at  Bolckow,  Mo.  He  has  held  all  the  chairs  of  the  K.  of  P. 
lodge  and  has  been  Venerable  Counsel  in  the  Woodmen  camp.  At  the  time  of  taking  this 
sketch  he  was  a  member  of  the  Democratic  Central  Committee  of  Atchison  county,  and  he 
is  an  earnest  supporter  of  the  Democratic  party.  He  served  on  the  town  board  during 
nearly  the  whole  of  his  residence  in  Phelps  City.  In  fact,  Mr.  Wade  is  a  useful  citizen  for 
both  the  town  and  county, 

On  Jan.  29,  1893,  Mr.  Wade  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lulu  M.  Bartholomew, 
daughter  of  Frank  B.  and  Maggie  Bartholomew.  She  was  born  on  March  20th,  1872,  the 
second  of  three  children. 

Mr.  Wade  owns  a  farm  in  Andrew  county,  Missouri.  His  family  are  pioneers  of  that 
county,  his  grandfather  having  located  there  in  1844.  However,  the  father  of  the  subject 
of  this  sketch  was  born  in  Ohio;  his  mother  in  Missouri.

CM)\\  AIID  HI  BBARD  AVHITE  was  born  in  Henry  count}',  Illinois,  on  Oct.  22nd,  1848. 
1-1  His  parents  were  Abraham  (’line  White,  a  native  of  New  York,  and  Martha  Talcott 
( Hubbard )  White,  whose  native  state  was  Connecticut.  Mr.  White  worked  on  his  father’s 
farm  until  in  his  twenty-first  year,  when  he  commenced  farming  in  partnership  with  his 
father.  He  continued  farming  exclusively  until  in  1898,  when  he  became  interest¬ 
ed  m  the  mercantile  firm  of  Hays.  Rhoades  &  White,  at  Fairfax,  Mo.  Mr.  Hays  retiring 
irom  the  firm  it  became  known  as  Rhoades  &  White,  and  later  as  E.  H.  White  &  Co^ 
winch  F  the  style  of  the  firm  at  present.  They  own  and  occupy  a  brick  store  building' 
24x120  feet  in  size,  which  is  filled  with  a  stock  of  general  merchandise  second  to  none  in 
the  county  in  quantity  or  quality.  For  about  ten  years  Mr.  White  also  operated  a  cream- 
ei_\  at  I  ine  Hill  Farm,  which  farm  Mr.  \\  liite  owns  and  which  comprises  640  acres,  in  sec¬ 
tions  11  and  12,  township  64,  range  40.  .The  farm  is  located  three  and  one-half  miles 
northeast  of  Fairfax.  Here  Mr.  White  resides,  and  it  is  one  of  the  beautiful  homes  of  the 
county.  The  house  has  eight  rooms  besides  the  halls  and  closets.  There  is  a  complete 
system  oi  water-works  throughout  the  premises.  There  is  a  spacious  and  well-kept  lawn, 
studded  with  beautiful  shade  trees,  and  the  location  of  the  residence  commands  a  view  of 
the  country  for  miles  about.  The  size  of  the  barn  is  48x76  feet  and  48x72  feet,  and  there 
are  sheds,  cribs  and  scales.  Also  the  creamery;  two  tenant  houses,  and  an  orchard  for 
family  use. 

(  hi  Dec.  21,  18  <2,  Mr.  Y\  hite  and  Miss  Adeline  Muinch  were  united  in  marriage.  Mrs. 
\\  lute  is  a  daughter  of  Gottlieb  F.  and  Matilda  Muinch,  who  reside  near  Rock  Port,  and  is 
the  second  of  eight  children.  She  was  born  in  Germany  on  July  20th,  1851.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  White  have  been  born  ten  children,  all  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Olive  H.. 

.  ugusta  E.,  Stella,  Orvil  J.,  Elmer  M.;  Austin  C.  and  Agnes— twins;  Welker,  Elsie,  Edward.’ 

Mr.  White  was  educated  principally  at  the  Kewana  (Ill.)  high  school.  His  daugh¬ 
ters,  Olive  and  Augusta,  attended  Tarkio  College  and  his  son  Orvil  was  attending  that 
institution  at  the  time  this  sketch  was  taken. 

In  politics  Mr.  AA  hite  is  a  Republican,  and  he  has  served  on  the  County  Central  Com¬ 
mittee.  He  has  served  as  school  director  time  and  again,  and  at  the  time  of  takin°-  this 
sketch  was  A  ice-President  of  the  Farmers’  Bank  of  Fairfax,  and  also  a  Director  of  that 
milk.  Since  the  organization  of  the  bank  he  had  been  on  its  directorv,  and  since  1886  he 
had  held  the  office  of  A  ice-President. 

Mr.  A  hite  s  father  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  southeast  Atchison  county,  and 
at  one  time  he  owned  1,680  acres  of  land  in  that  locality.  Much  of  this  land  he  sold* cheap 
and  °n  easy  terms,  and  not  a  few  men  owe  their  start,  in  a  financial  way,  to  him.  Durin°- 
Ins  last  years  he  traveled  extensively  over  Europe  and  Mexico,  and  to  the  Hawaiian 
Islands.  The  last  three  winters  he  passed  in  California.  He  died  on  April  14  1898.  His 
wife  preceded  him  to  the  great  beyond  in  1874.

IIARRY  E.  WYATT,  son  of  Archibald  E.  and  Caroline  Wyatt,  was  born  in  Rock  Port, 
*  *  Mo.,  on  May  1st,  1869,  and  is  third  in  a  family  of  seven  children.  His  whole  life  has 
been  passed  in  Rock  Port.  After  completing- the  course  in  the  school  here  he  was  employed 
as  clerk  in  H.  G.  Waltner’s  store,  which  position  he  held  several  months.  He  was  then 
employed  in  the  office  of  the  Probate  Judge  of  Atchison  county  about  eight  months,  after 
which  he  was  engaged  in  the  Bank  of  Atchison  County  as  book-keeper  and  Assistant 
Cashier.  He  continued  in  that  capacity  about  four  years,  when  he  was  elected  Cashier  of 
that  bank,  which  position  he  holds  at  present. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Rock  Port  K.  of  P.  lodge  and  has  held  several  of  the  chairs 
in  that  lodge,  among  them  that  of  Chancellor  Commander.  In  politics  he  is  a  Republican. 
He  was  formerly  Director  and  Treasurer  of  the  Rock  Port  Canning  Co.;  is  at  present 
Treasurer  of  the  Rock  Port  Lecture  Congress  and  Chautauqua  and  a  member  of  its  Board 
of  Managers;  is  Secretary  and  Auditor  of  the  Rock  Port,  Langdon  &  Northern  Railway 
Co.;  is  Treasurer  and  Director  of  the  Stapel  Mutual  Insurance  Building  Co.

WILLIAM  C.  WHITE  was  born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  on  Nov.  8th,  1851,  the 
son  of  Lawrence  and  Sarah  (McDonald)  White,  and  the  youngest  in  a  family  of  ten 
children.  His  whole  life,  with  the  exception  of  four  years  in  Colorado,  has  been  passed  in 
Atchison  county.  He  started  out  on  his  own  account  in  his  twenty-first  year,  and  at  the 
time  of  taking  this  sketch  lie  was  renting  G.  M.  Beal's  splendid  farm  of  250  acres,  in  Polk 
township,  the  accompanying  yiews  showing  the  elegant  buildings  on  said  farm.  Mr. 
White  owns  a  farm  of  640  acres,  in  Boone  county,  Nebraska,  which  is  conducted  by  his  son. 
He  also  owns  a  farm  of  27  acres  in  that  county,  near  the  town  of  Cedar  Rapids,  to  whichjhe 
expected  to  move  in  the  year  1900.  On  his  Nebraska  farm  he  feeds  about  100  head  of 
cattle  and  125  head  of  hogs  annually. 

Mr.  White  and  Miss  Lucretia  Klaus,  daughter  of  George  and  Margaret  (Hall)  Klaus, 
were  united  in  marriage  on  Dec.  31. 1874.  Mrs.  White  is  a  native  of  Atchison  county,  and 
was  born  on  Oct.  27,  1857.  Her  father  located  here  in  his  twenty-first  year,  and 
here  he  resided  until  in  1881,  when  he  located  in  California,  w’here  he  died  on  April  27th, 
1905.  Her  parents  were  born  in  Germany.  Mr.  White’s  parents  were  natives  of  Ohio  and 
they  located  in  Atchison  county  sixty -four  years  ago.

William  Lloyd,  born  June  14,  1882;  Albert  Lewis,  born  Aug.  3,  1884.  Charles  Lawrence, 
born  Jan.  1,  1876,  died  April  4,  1880;  John  Lee,  born  Oct.  28,  1880,  died  July  20,  1881. 
Lloyd  was  united  in  marriage,  on  March  11th,  1903,  with  Miss  Effie  Garst,  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Garst,  who  reside  near  Watson.  They  have  one  child.  John  William, 
born  April  29,  1904.  Albert  was  united  in  marriage,  on  Aug.  2,  1905,  with  Miss  Stella 
Finnell,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wm.  Finned,  who  reside  in  Polk  township. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  White  are  members  of  Mt.  Carmel  Cumberland  Presbyterian  church,  of 
which  organization  Mr.  White  is  an  Elder.  In  politics  Mr.  White  is  a  Republican.  His 
first  schooling  was  in  a  log  cabin  on  what  is  known  as  the  John  Stoner  farm.  Mrs.  White 
attended  the  school  at  Linden.  Their  son  Lloyd  attended  college  at  Shenandoah,  la.

HENRY  OSWALD  was  born  on  May  4th,  1836,  in  Pliezhausen,  Weerttemberg,  Ger- 


VJ  ♦  many.  From  the  sixth  to  the  fourteenth  year  of  his  age  he  attended  school  and 
obtained  a  good  common  education.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  his 
fourteenth  year.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  began  to  learn  the  shoemaker  trade.  Three 
years  later,  after  sixty  days  of  very  stormy  and  disagreeable  weather  on  the  ocean,  he 
came  to  America,  landing  at  New  l"ork.  From  there  he  went  to  Columbiana,  Ohio,  where 
he  worked  on  the  farm  in  the  summer,  during  the  fall  and  winter  working  at  his  trade. 
The  next  year  he  went  to  Logansport  and  Peru,  Indiana,  and  continued  at  his  trade  for 
two  years,  after  which  he  went  to  St.  Louis,  remaining  there  for  some  time.  He  then, 
with  his  employer,  sailed  up  the  Missouri  river  and  landed  at  Weston,  Mo.  In  Platte 
City,  Mo.,  he  worked  for  one  man,  for  good  wages,  but  he  could  not  collect  same  on 
account  of  hard  times  and  the  war  trouble.  Therefore,  in  the  spring  of  1860,  he  entered 
into  a  partnership  with  another  gentleman  and  they  bought  a  shop,  wherein  they  worked 
for  four  years.  In  1862  he  was  in  the  home  guard  militia  for  nine  months. 

On  April  20th,  1863,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Francis  Unmissig,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johannas  Unmissig,  of  near  Platte  City,  Mo.  She  is  a  native  of  Ger¬ 
many  and  is  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  church.  They  have  twelve  children,  namely: 
Ernest  E.,  Albert,  Frances  H.,  Anna  M.,  Minnie,  Henry  L.,  Charles  F.,  Willie  G.,  Louisa  K., 
Rosa  M.,  Pauline  F.,  Johannas,— all  living. 

In  1865  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oswald  came  to  Rock  Port,  where  Mr.  Oswald  owned  a  shop 
and  worked  at  his  trade  for  four  years.  He  then  moved  to  the  farm  which  he  at  present 
owns  and  lives  upon.  Later  he  bought  the  Livingston  and  Purdum  farms,  north  of  Rock 
Port.  He  now  owns  560  acres  of  fine  land  in  Atchison  county,  well  improved.

HONORABLE  ARCHIBALD  E.  WYATT,  truly  a  self-made  man  with  only  a  few  months  of  school¬ 
ing.  has,  so  far  as  our  information  shows,  held  more  important  positions  than  any  man  in 
Atchison  county,  and  he  has  held  them,  too.  with  distinction  and  honor  to  himself,  as  he  lias  ever,  in 
all  places  of  trust  and  in  all  his  undertakings,  performed  his  duty  thoroughly  and  conscientiously.  A 
long  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Wyatt  leads  us  to  believe,  in  fact,  that  thoroughness  is  his  predominat¬ 
ing  trait  and  the  foundation  of  his  eminent  success  in  life. 

To  many  the  statement  in  regard  to  his  limited  schooling  will  come  as  a  surprise,  as  he  educated 
himself  so  thoroughly  in  the  “big”  school  of  experience  and  by  beneficial  reading  that  he  is  regarded 
as  a  polished  scholar.  As  a  public  speaker  he  is  second  to  none  in  the  county,  and  his  language,  com¬ 
position  and  penmanship  are  well  nigh  perfect.  Fact  of  the  matter  is,  he  was  ambitious  and  set  his 
mark  high,  and.  with  his  indomitable  will  and  admirable  judgment,  he  distinguished 
success,  both  as  a  useful  citizen  and  in  a  business  way.  Mr.  Wyatt  is 
progressive  and  commendable  movement  of  his  town  and  county. 

"  He  was  born  in  the  state  of  Indiana  on  April  28th,  1833,  the  son  of  Edmond  S.  and  Sarah  Wyatt, 
and  the  second  of  four  children.  When  he  was  quite  a  small  boy  his  father’s  death  occurred,  and  lie 
began  work  as  soon  as  he  was  able.  When  he  was  eighteen  years  old  he  was  apprenticed  to  learn 
the  plane-maker's  trade,  at  which  he  worked  until  in  his  twenty -second  year,  when  he  engaged  in  the 
business  of  building  circular  saw-mills.  He  followed  that  business  until  he  went  West,  He  came 
from  Chicago.  Ill.,  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  and  located  at  the  town  of  Sonora,  where  he  worked 
at  the  carpenter's  trade  until  in  the  spring  of  1859,  when  he  went  to  Pike's  Peak,  in  Colorado,  and 
remained  several  months.  Returning  to  Atchison  county  he  worked  at  carpentering.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  war,  in  1861,  he  was  active  in  organizing  the  militia  in  the  county  and  was  made  captain 
of  a  company,  in  which  position  he  was  serving  when  elected  to  the  office  of  Sheriff  and  Collector  of 
the  Revenue  of  the  county,  on  the  Union  ticket,  in  1862.  In  1804  he  was  re-elected  to  the  same  office, 
as  a  Republican,  without  opposition.  His  first  business  venture  of  importance  was  when  he  engaged 
in  the  lumber  business  at  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  and  Phelps  Citv,  Mo.,  in  1868,  in  which  business  lie  contin¬ 
ued  until  1870.  The  style  of  the  firm  was  John  McNeal  &  Co.,  being  composed  of  John  McNeal,  A.  E. 
Wyatt  and  Jesse  Cross.  In  1870  the  banking  firm  of  Durfee,  McKillop  &  Co.  was  organized  in  Rock 
Port,  and  the  first  bank  in  the  county  was  started.  The  firm  was  composed  of  A.  B.  Durfee,  M. 
McKillop,  J.  D.  Dopf  and  A  E.  Wyatt,  Later  Messrs.  McKillop  and  Dopf  retired  from  the  firm  and 
the  business  was  conducted  by  Durfee  &  Wyatt  until  in  1884,  when  the  Bank  of  Atchison  County  was 
organized,  with  A.  E.  Wyatt  as  President,  which  position  he  has  held  ever  since.  He  is  active  in  the 
work  of  the  fraternal  societies  with  which  he  is  connected;  has  held  all  the  chairs  in  the  A.  O.  U.  W. 
lodge  of  Rock  Port  and  has  been  Receiver  of  that  lodge  several  years.  In  the  lodge  of  the  A.  F.  &  A. 
M.  he  has  held  nearly  all  the  offices,  and  he  is  a  member  of  Chapter,  Council  and  Order  of  the  Eastern 
Star.  Politically  lie  is  an  ardent  Republican,  and  his  advice  has  been  sought  in  the  councils  of  the 
party  in  Northwest  Missouri  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  County 
Central  Committee  several  years  and  also  a  member  of  the  Congressional  committee;  has  been  a  dele¬ 
gate  to  several  state  conventions  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  National  convention  at  Cincinnati,  O.,  at 
which  Hays  was  nominated  for  President.  In  1866  he  was  elected  to  represent  Atchison  county  in

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the  State  Legislature  and  in  1872  was  elected  to  represent  the  Senatorial  district  in  the  State  Senate. 
In  1880  lie  was  the  Republican  candidate  for  Presidential  Elector  for  this  Congressional  district.  He 
has  had  the  honor  of  voting  for  every  Republican  candidate  for  President  of  the  United  States,  com¬ 
mencing  with  John  C.  Fremont,  and  all  the  votes  were  cast  in  Atchison  county  except  the  first.  For 
sixteen  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  school  board  of  the  Rock  Port  district,  and  was  Treasurer 
thereof;  had  charge  of  the  construction  of  the  public  school  building  at  Rock  Port;  was  Justice  of  the 
Peace  of  Nishnabotna  township  when  elected  Sheriff  and  Collector  of  Atchison  county;  has  been  a 
director  of  the  Bank  of  Atchison  County  since  its  organization:  was  formerly  a  director  of  the  Atchi¬ 
son  County  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association,  or  Rock  Port  Fair;  was  a  stockholder  in  the 
Rock  Port  Canning  Co.;  is  interested  in  mines  in  the  Black  Hills;  was  connected  with  the  Wyatt  Park 
Land  Co.  and  the  Wyatt  Park  Electric  Line  Co.,  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  In  fact,  those  companies  were 
named  in  his  honor. 

On  Oct.  24.  1801,  Mr.  Wyatt  and  Miss  Caroline  H.  Trimble  were  united  in  marriage.  Mrs.  Wyatt 
was  born  in  the  state  of  Kentucky  on  April  29th,  1841,  and  is  a  daughter  of  Henry  and  Nancy  Trim¬ 
ble,  natives  of  Kentucky,  and  the  third  in  a  family  of  four  children.  With  her  parents  she  came  to 
Atchison  county  in  P56.  She  is  of  quite  a  noted  family,  her  grandfather  having  been  a  judge  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court.  Her  father  was  the  first  School  Commissioner  of  Atchison  county. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wyatt  are  members  of  the  M.  E.  church  at  Rock  Port  and  Mr.  Wyatt  has  been  an  officer 
of  that  church  several  years.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Quadrennial  Conference  which  was  held  at 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  1884.  Mrs.  Wyatt  is  a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  at  Rock  Port. 

Mr.  Wyatt’s  parents  were  natives  of  Virginia.  His  mother  made  her  home  with  him  and  died 
in  1898,  aged  87  years.  Besides  her  own  children  she  raised  a  boy,  James  McNic-kel,  until  he  grew  to 
manhood.

Marcus  attended  the  Missouri  State  University;  he  is  at  present  with  a  live  stock  commission  firm  at 
South  St.  Joseph,  Mo.  Dean  attended  the  public  schools  at  Duluth,  Minn.;  he  is  at  present  Assistant 
Cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Atchison  County.  Gertrude  is  a  graduate  from  the  musical  department  of 
Morning  Side  College,  at  Sioux  City,  la, 

Mr.  Wyatt’s  home  place,  adjoining  Rock  Port,  comprises  98  acres.  The  residence,  in  size,  is 
.32x48  feet,  1%  stories,  and  contains  eleven  rooms.  The  barn  is  34x40  feet  in  size,  with  16-foot  posts. 
There  are  all  necessary  outbuildings  and  the  place  is  fenced  hog  tight;  a  beautiful  lawn,  a  complete 
system  of  water-works  from  the  city  plant,  an  orchard  of  400  trees  and  a  vineyard.  Mr.  Wyatt  has 
owned  and  lived  on  this  place  since  1868.

America,  locating  in  Illinois.  Three  3Tears  later  he  came  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri, 
where  he  worked  one  year  by  the  month;  then  returning  to  Illinois,  where  he  worked  two 
years,  after  which  he  located  permanently  in  Atchison  county. 

His  home  farm  comprises  120  acres,  in  sections  2  and  11,  township  66,  range  41, 
twelve  miles  north  of  Rock  Port.  He  also  has  a  farm  of  108  acres  in  section  35,  township 
67,  range  41,  and  a  farm  of  53  acres  in  Fremont  county,  Iowa.  The  house  on  his  farm  is 
of  1%  stories,  in  size  16x28  feet  and  28x28  feet,  containing  ten  rooms.  The  barn  is  30x32 
feet  in  size,  with  12-foot  posts.

HARLES  CRAWFORD  WHITE,  farmer  and  stock-raiser,  was  born  in  Atchison  county, 


^  Missouri,  on  March  23rd,  1881.  His  parents  were  Samuel  and  Sarah  Margaret 
White.  His  father  died  on  June  4th,  1905.  He  was  a  native  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania 
and  was  born  on  Nov.  25th,  1831;  his  mother,  a  native  of  Kentucky,  was  born  May  23rd, 
1843.  They  were  married  in  Atchison  com^,  Missouri,  on  Oct.  17th,  1864.  To  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  White  were  born  six  children,  five  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Nellie,  John,  Mary, 
Charles,  Altha  and  Carrie.  Willie  is  the  name  of  their  deceased  child.  Mrs.  White  is  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  as  was  also  Mr.  White. 

At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  the  subject  hereof  conducted  his  father’s  farm,  com¬ 
prising  298  acres,  in  section  33,  township  66,  range  41,  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  and 
819  acres  across  the  state  line,  in  Fremont  county,  Iowa.

JOHN  T.  WELLS,  of  Hock  Port,  Mo.,  was  born  in  Fleming  county,  Kentucky,  on  Oct. 

9tli,  1829,  the  son  of  Jeremiah  and  Harriett  Wells  and  the  third  in  a  family  of  nine 
children.  He  was  on  the  farm  of  his  parents,  in  Kentucky,  until  in  his  thirty-second  year. 
Leaving  his  native  state  he  located  in  Holt  county,  Missouri.  His  parents  located  at 
Mound  City,  Mo.,  one  year  later,  where  they  remained  about  a  year,  when  they  bought 
what  is  now  known  as  the  Bungenstock  farm,  near  Nishna  Station.  After  remaining 
there  about  four  years  the  subject  of  this  sketch  went  to  Montana,  where  he  engaged  in  the 
occupations  of  mining,  freighting  and  farming.  He  returned  to  Atchison  county  in  the 
year  1899  and  two  years  later  located  on  a  farm  of  215  acres,  two  miles  south  of  Phelps 
City,  in  sections  1  and  2,  township  64,  range  -12,  where  he  resided  until  in  1902,  when  he 
sold  his  farm  and  moved  to  Rock  Port.  The  house  on  the  farm  is  a  two-story  structure, 
in  size  30x32  feet;  barn,  32x32  feet,  with  11-foot  posts,  and  shed,  10x32  feet.  He  now 
owns  and  lives  in  the  handsome  and  commodious  residence  in  Rock  Port  shown  in  the 
accompanying  view.

At  the  regular  elections  in  1902  and 
1906  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  County  Clerk  of  Atchison  county.  Misses  Hallie  and 
Sallie  graduated  from  the  Rock  Port  high  school  and  are  teachers  in  Atchison  county.

TALBERT  A.  ZUCK,  farmer,  of  Polk  township,  was  born  in  Carroll  county,  Missouri,  on 
■L-*  Dec.  20th,  1849,  the  son  of  Washington  L.  and  Abigail  J.  Zuck.  In  his  seventh  year 
his  parents  emigrated  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  and  here  the  whole  of  the  life  of  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  has  been  passed.  He  now  owns  and  lives  upon  what  is  known  as 
High  Creek  Valley  Stock  Farm,  comprising  320  acres,  in  section  10,  township  60,  range 
41,  eleven  miles  north  of  Rock  Port.  He  also  owns  eighty  acres  of  land  in  section  12, 
township  66,  range  42.  The  residence  on  his  home  farm  is  a  two-story  structure,  in  size 
28x32  feet.  The  barn,  in  size,  is  34x40  feet,  with  14-foot  posts.  There  are  also  all  neces¬ 
sary  outbuildings  and  an  orchard.  Mr.  Zuck  markets  annually,  on  an  average,  about 
fifty  head  of  fat  cattle  and  as  many  hogs.  His  specialty,  however,  is  the  breeding  of  Here¬ 
ford  cattle,  and  he  certainly  has  one  of  the  finest  herds  in  Northwest  Missouri,  as  the 
accompanying  view  will  show.  At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  we  believe  he  had  the 
only  thoroughbred  herd  of  these  cattle  in  the  county. 

On  Feb.  29,  18 1 2,  Mr.  Zuck  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Smith,  daugh- 
tei  of  Ransom  and  Hannah  Smith.  She  was  born  in  Jasper  countv,  Missouri  on  Jan

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zuck  eight  children  have  been  born,  five  of  whom  are  living 
namely:  Washington  L„  born  April  24,  1873;  Susan  A.,  born  June  28,  1878;  Clarence  C  ’ 
born  Aug.  14,  1881;  Ella,  born  April  13,  1890;  Maude  E„  born  Dec.  9,  1891.

TAMES  B.  ZUCK,  son  of  Washington  and  Abigail  Zuck.  was  born  at  the  old  homestead, 
J  in  what  is  now  Buchanan  township,  on  Nov.  22nd,  1856,  and  his  boyhood  was  passed 
on  his  father's  farm  His  parents  were  pioneers  of  the  county,  having  emigrated  here  in  a 
covered  wagon,  in  which  they  lived  one  year.  Mr.  Zuck  became  one  of  the  leading  farmers 
of  the  county,  and  at  one  time  owned  more  than  1,000  acres  of  fine  land  in  the  county. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  is  administrator  of  his  father’s  estate;  also  of  the  estate 
of  his  father-in-law,  B.  Beatty.  He  owns  and  lives  upon  a  fine  farm  of  360  acres,  in  section 
12,  township  66,  range  42,  five  miles  southeast  of  Hamburg,  la.  He  also  owns  40  acres 
in  section  13,  township  66,  range  42.  Mr.  Zuck  formerly  fed  cattle.  He  now  rents  a  part 
of  his  land  and  confines  his  feeding  mostly  to  hogs,  of  which  he  markets  about  100 
annually. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  view,  Mr.  Zuck  lives  in  an  elegant  residence,  in 
size  32x38  feet,  with  two  stories.  He  lias  a  large  barn  and  there  are  also  all  necessary 
outbuildings,  sheds,  cribs,  etc. 

In  the  town  of  Hock  Port,  on  April  2,  1890,  Mr.  Zuck  was  united  in  marriage  with 
Miss  Caroline  Beatty,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Daniel  Beatty.  She  was  born  in  1871, 
and  is  a  native  of  Atchison  county.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zuck  were  born  three  children, 
two  of  whom  are  living,  namely:  Grade  May  and  Emery.  Alfred  died  in  infancy. 

Mr.'  and  Mrs.  Zuck  are  members  of  the  Lone  Chapel  Christian  church,  of  which  organ¬ 
ization  Mr.  Zuck  is  clerk.  Politically,  he  is  a  Republican.  He  was  Constable  of  Buchanan 
township  about  ten  years  and  also  served  as  school  director  several  terms. 
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D.  A.  QUICK. 

DANIEL  A.  QUICK,  of  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  was  born  in  West  Virginia,  on  January  1(5, 
1853,  the  son  of  George  and  Melvina  Quick,  and  the  third  in  a  family  of  ten  children. 
He  remained  at  the  home  of  his  parents  until  in  his  twenty-first  year,  when  he  began  his 
studies  in  college.  After  completing  his  course  in  college  he  began  teaching  school,  and  he 
continued  in  that  occupation  after  coming  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in  1880.  Here 
he  originated  and  organized  the  Rock  Port  College  and  Normal  School,  of  which  he  was 
President.  Here  he  continued  to  teach  (with  the  exception  of  two  years  in  the  mercantile 
business  at  Garden  City,  Ivans.)  until  he  was  elected  Surveyor  and  Bridge  Commissioner  of 
Atchison  county,  in  1892.  He  was  elected  to  that  office  on  the  People’s  Party  ticket,  and 
at  the  expiration  of  the  first  term  of  fouryears  was  re-elected  for  alike  term.  After  retiring 
from  that  office  he  taught  in  the  Rock  Port  schools,  of  which  he  was  principal.  Retiring, 
temporarily  at  least,  from  the  profession  of  school  teaching,  he  devoted  the  greater  part  of 
his  time  to  his  suburban  farm,  comprising  eleven  acres,  upon  which  he  lives.  He  is  also 
employed  at  civil  engineering.  Mr.  Quick  was  also  a  minister  in  the  Christian  church 
about  twenty-five  years.  He  is  a  graduate  from  Bethany  College,  in  West  Virginia,  and, 
withal,  is  a  man  of  culture.  At  present  Mr.  Quick  is  Vice-President  of  the  Farmers’  Mutual 
Insurance  Companies  of  Rock  Port.  He  is  also  a  director  of  those  companies.  He  was 
formerly  President  of  the  townsite  company  at  Eminence,  Ivans.  Fraternally,  he  has 
membership  with  the  A.  0.  U.  W.,  I.  O.  0.  F.  and  Iv.  of  P.  lodges  of  Rock  Port.  In  politics 
he  affiliates  with  the  Democratic  party.  He  was  twice  Chairman  of  the  County  Central 
Committee  of  the  People’s  Party. 

On  April  5th,  1881,  Mr.  Quick  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Fannie  Templeton, 
daughter  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Templeton.  She  was  born  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri, 
March  Uth,  1859,  and  is  the  sixth  child  in  a  family  of  twelve.  Her  whole  life  has  been 
passed  in  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Port  and  she  was  educated  at  the  Rock  Port  Seminary. 

Mr.  Quick’s  suburban  property  is  fairly  well  improved.  The  residence  comprises 
five  rooms.  The  barn,  in  size,  is  30x40  feet.  There  are  also  necessary  outbuildings  and 
an  orchard.  He  also  owns  a  house  and  two  lots  in  Rock  Port. 
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HENRY  F.  ST  A  PEL. 

NO  adequate  memorial  of  Henry  F.  Stapel  can  be  written  until  many  of  the  useful 
enterprises  with  which  he  is  connected  have  completed  their  full  measure  of  good  in 
the  world,  and  until  his  personal  influence  and  example  shall  have  ceased  their  fruitage  in 
tl\e  lives  of  those  who  have  been  about  him,  as  he  has  been  an  actor  in  the  busy  places  of 
the  world.  Yet  there  is  much  concerning-  him  that  can,  with  profit,  be  set  down  here  as  an 
illustration  of  what  can  be  done  if  a  man  with  a  clear  brain  and  willing  hands  but  sets 
himself  seriously  to  the  real  labors  and  responsibilities  of  life.  He  is  to-day  widely  and 
prominently  known  as  Secretary  of  the  Missouri  Mutual  Insurance  Companies,  attorney 
at  law  and  as  editor  of  The  Atchison  County  Mail.  His  labors  have  made  the  city  of  Rock 
Port,  in  which  he  makes  his  home,  well  known  not  only  throughout  the  common  wealth  but 
in  other  portions  of  the  nation.  It  was  his  genius  that  planned  and  created  the  mutual 
insurance  which  is  followed  in  Missouri  and  which  has  become  so  popular  wherever  known, 
and  it  has  been  his  industry  and  energy  that  have  brought  about  its  phenomenal  growth. 
As  an  inspiration  to  ambitious  young  men  of  the  future  and  as  a  tribute  of  honor  and 
respect,  a  brief  history  of  Mr.  Stapel’s  life  and  his  work  is  herewith  given. 

Henry  F.  Stapel  was  born  in  Dearborn  county,  Indiana,  on  Sept.  30th,  1857,  and  is 
a  son  of  Ernest  H.  and  Louisa  (Wulber)  Stapel.  His  father  was  a  native  of  the  province 
of  Hanover,  Germany,  born  in  the  jear  1825,  and  when  sixteen  years  of  age  he  bade  adieu 
to  his  friends  in  the  land  of  his  birth  and  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  the  new  world.  He 
located  in  Dearborn  county,  where  he  was  married  and  became  a  prominent  and  success¬ 
ful  farmer  and  merchant.  He  died  in  1898,  and  his  widow  now  resides  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 
They  were  the  parents  of  the  following  named:  John,  who  is  a  farmer  in  Iowa;  Henry  F., 
of  this  review;  Louise,  the  wife  of  William  Graf,  of  Cincinnati,  0.;  Anna,  who  is  living  in 
Indianapolis;  Rosa,  now  the  wife  of  John  Kemich,  of  Cincinnati;  William,  whose  home  is  in 
Indianapolis;  Ernest  H.,  the  general  agent  and  assistant  adjuster  of  the  insurance  com¬ 
panies. 

Henry  F.  Stapel  may  truly  be  called  a  self-made  man.  He  is  the  architect  of  his  own 
fortune  and  has  budded  wisley  and  well.  When  only  fourteen  years  of  age  he  started  out

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Democratic  paper  in  the  county.  When  it  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Stapel  it  had  a  circula¬ 
tion  of  about  three  hundred  copies  and  was  then  a  five-column  quarto,  one  boy  doing  the 
work  of  the  office.  Under  the  wise  policy  inaugurated  by  Mr.  Stapel  the  paper  has  acquir¬ 
ed  a  circulation  of  three  thousand  weekly,  and  has  been  enlarged  to  a  six-column  quarto 
and  furnishes  employment  to  a  force  of  about  fifteen  people.  When  he  assumed  the  man¬ 
agement  the  business  was  located  in  Buckham's  Hall,  a  building  which  would  be  in  strik¬ 
ing  contrast  with  the  journal’s  present  handsome  quarters  in  the  Insurance  building.  The 
Mail  is  the  official  paper  of  Atchison  county  and  is  also  the  official  organ  of  the  Missouri 
Mutual  Insurance  Companies.  Through  the  columns  of  his  journal  Mr.  Stapel  has  largely 
promoted  the  welfare  of  his  adopted  county.  He  has  ever  been  on  the  side  of  progress, 
reform  and  improvement,  and  his  editorials  have  carried  weight  in  influencing  public 
opinion. 

His  labors,  however,  have  not  been  limited  to  one  line,  a  work  of  still  greater  benefit 
and  importance  being  that  which  he  has  performed  as  the  founder  of  the  Missouri  Mutual 
Insurance  Companies.  The  idea  was  conceived  by  Mr.  Stapel  in  1880.  He  held  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  old  line  insurance  companies  were  robbing  the  public  by  charging  excessive  rates, 
and  he  resolved  that,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Legislature  of  the  state,  he  would  himself 
engage  in  the  insurance  business  on  the  mutual  plan.  High  salaries  would,  therefore,  not 
have  to  be  paid  to  officials  and  the  assured  would  share  the  profits.  But  it  required  seven 
years  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  law  under  which  he  could  work,  and  it  was  not  until  in 
1889  that  he  wrote  the  first  policy  for  the  Farmers’  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  of 
Atchison  County,  the  parent  company  of  them  all.  He  had  blanks  prepared  and  made 
other  necessary  arrangements  to  engage  in  the  work  as  soon  as  the  bill  was  passed  in  the 
Legislature.  His  first  business  in  this  line  was  transacted  on  a  table  which  cost  fifty  cents 
and  stood  in  the  office  of  The  Mail.  The  first  regular  soliciting  was  done  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  company,  and  so  immediately  popular  was  the  idea  of  mutual  insurance  that  his 
first  day’s  horseback  ride  into  the  country  secured  for  him  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  business.  The  company  has  had  a  most  wonderful  and  health}'  growth  until  a 
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mammoth  business  is  now  being  conducted  in  the  one  hundred  and  fourteen  counties  of 
the  state  of  Missouri.  At  the  pre-ent  time,  after  eighteen  years  of  work,  with  very  few 
exceptions  every  land-owner  in  Atchison  county  carries  a  policy  in  these  insurance  com¬ 
panies.  The  officers  have  just  reason  to  mention  this  fact  with  pride,  for  it  represents 
thousands  of  dollars  annually  saved  to  the  insuring  public.  Each  year  the  companies  are 
gaining  the  confidence  of  a  greater  number  of  people,  as  the  fact  is  demonstrated  that 
mutual  insurance  is  no  longer  an  untried  venture,  but  has  proved  to  be  a  most  glowing- 
success,  even  though  it  has  met  with  severe  and  uncalled  for  opposition  from  old  line  com¬ 
panies  and  their  agents.  The  promoters  of  mutual  insurance  may  also  be  proud  of  the 
fact  that  from  a  very  insignificant  beginning  in  putting  into  practical  application  the 
principles  of  mutual  insurance  in  Missouri  in  1889  this  move  has  inspired  other  states  to 
introduce  this  method  of  insurance,  which  is  now  found  in  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Iowa, 
Arkansas  and  many  other  states  of  the  union,  which  are  benefited  by  the  organization  and 
success  of  the  plan.  Although  capital  and  effort  opposed  the  mutual  plan  and  its  begin¬ 
ning  was  small,  the  officers  of  the  company  continued  their  work  until  their  business  has 
now  assumed  magnificent  proportions.  They  have  several  million  dollars  of  assessable 
capital  and  the  confidence  of  a  very  large  per  cent,  of  the  people  not  influenced  by  old  line 
insurance  agents.  In  1889,  the  year  in  which  the  first  company  was  organized,  two  other 
companies  were  also  established  to  engage  in  the  mutual  insurance  business,  namely:  The 
The  Globe  Lodge  of  the  Farmers'  and  Laborers’  Mutual  Protection  Life  and  Accident 
Insurance  Company  and  the  Missouri  Farmers’  Mutual  Tornado,  Cyclone  and  Windstorm 
Insurance  Company.  The  cost  of  the  latter  to  the  people  has  been  less  than  the  interest  on 
the  old  line  rate,  there  having  been  but  nine  assessments  during  the  last  sixteen  jmars, 
ending  in  190G. 

After  the  passage  of  a  bill  permitting  farmers  to  organize  for  the  purpose  of  insuring 
against  hail,  the  Farmers’ Mutual  Hail  Insurance  Company  of  Missouri  was  organized. 
This  made  but  four  assessments  in  seven  years,  at  a  cost  of  two  per  cent.  The  same  year, 
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1897,  the  Legislature  enacted  a  law  authorizing  the  chartering  of  plate-glass  insurance 
by  mutual  companies,  and  under  this  law  the  Missouri  Town  Mutual  Plate  Glass  Insurance 
Company  was  authorized  to  transact  business.  The  business  accumulated  so  rapidly  that 
in  1897  it  was  found  that  the  quarters  of  the  company  were  becoming  inadequate  for  the 
demand  for  space,  and  Mr.  Stapel  devised  a  plan  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building — one 
which  should  be  equal  to  the  demands  upon  it  made  by  the  business  for  which  it  was 
designed.  He  interested  about  two  hundred  people  in  the  scheme,  and  the  result  was  the 
erection  of  a  fine  two-story  pressed-brick  and  stone  building,  the  dimensions  of  which  are 
twenty-six  by  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet.  The  building,  fixtures,  cases,  application  and 
policy  files,  boxes  and  furniture  cost  over  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  it  is  said  to  be  the 
most  attractive  building  west  of  Chicago.  It  is  supplied  with  water-works,  electric  lights 
and  telephone.  This  was  the  first  mutual  insurance  building  in  Missouri  or  the  Lnited 
States.  From  it  are  directed  the  operations  of  hundreds  of  agents,  who,  in  all  parts  of  the 
state,  take  applications  and  collect  premiums  for  the  various  departments  of  the  Rock 
Port  companies.  These  companies  have  paid,  in  the  last  sixteen  years,  for  losses,  deaths, 
accidents,  etc.,  aggregating  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  fine  building 
is  named  in  honor  of  the  promoter — the  Stapel  Mutual  Insurance  building.  It  has  a  steel 
vault,  with  steel  boxes,  containing  applications  for  millions  of  dollars  of  insurance.  As 
fast  as  the  above  mentioned  companies  were  organized  Mr.  Stapel  became  their  Secretary, 
and  has  ever  since  continued  to  serve  each  company  in  that  capacity.  The  success  of  his 
insurance  enterprises  is  always  uppermost  in  his  mind,  and,  while  it  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  it 
is  one  of  the  strongest  and  safest  financial  institutions  of  the  state,  doing  business  in 
nearly  every  county.  In  addition  to  Mr.  Stapel  the  companies  and  building  are  under  the 
management  of  John  Knierim,  President;  A.  E.  Lane,  John  Cooper,  Joseph  Durfee,  H.  E. 
Wyatt,  I).  A.  Quick,  Win.  T.  Buckham,  W.  II.  Hindman  and  E.  H.  Stapel. 

Besides  the  postmastership  of  Rock  Port,  to  which  position  he  was  appointed  by 
President  Cleveland,  the  only  public  position  Mr.  Stapel  has  held  was  that  of  Represen¬ 
tative  of  Atchison  county  in  the  J-tth  General  Assembly,  to  which  office  he  was  elected  on 
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Nov.  6th,  1906,  on  the  Democratic  ticket.  In  this  capacity  he  was  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Ways  and  Means,  the  Committee  on  Criminal  Jurisprudence  and  the  Jamestown 
Exposition  Committee.  Of  the  last  named  committee  he  was  Chairman.  He  was  also 
prominently  put  forward  for  Speaker  of  the  House,  only  the  fact  that  he  was  a  new  mem¬ 
ber  causing  him  to  withdraw  from  the  contest.  In  the  State  Legislature  he  served  with 
distinction,  introducing  many  bills  for  good  laws  and  being  recognized  as  one  of  the  most 
useful  members  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  In  1903  he  only  lacked  one  vote  of  being 
the  choice  of  the  Democracy  for  Senator  of  the  First  District  of  Missouri.  He  lias  been  a 
member  of  the  Democratic  Central  Committee  of  Atchison  county  and  was  once  Chairman 
of  that  committee.  In  The  Mail  Mr.  Stapel  agitated  a  mutual  telephone  service  in  Atchi¬ 
son  county  and  he  was  one  of  the  promoters  and  organizers  of  the  Rock  Port  Mutual 
Telephone  Company;  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  company  and  served  in  that  capacity 
four  years.  Mr.  Stapel  maintains  a  membership  in  many  of  the  popular  insurance  com¬ 
panies  and  is  a  Mason,  an  Odd  Fellow,  a  Ivnight  of  Pythias,  a  Modern  Woodman,  a  Wood¬ 
man  of  the  World,  a  member  of  the  A.  0.  F.  W.,  of  the  Fraternal  Home,  the  0.  E.  S.,  Rath- 
bone  Temple,  the  Rebekah  and  Globe  Lodges,  the  Missouri  Press  Association,  the  Iowa 
Traveling  Men’s  Association,  the  Odd  Fellow’s  Annuity  Association,  and  the  Safety  Fund 
Insurance  Society. 

Mr.  Stapel  was  first  married  in  1887,  to  Lilly  Sly,  a  daughter  of  Judge  John  F.  Sly, 
of  Fairfax,  Mo.  Mrs.  Stapel  died,  leaving  a  son,  John,  born  Nov.  3rd,  1893.  In  1895, 
while  touring  in  Europe,  Mr.  Stapel  met,  at  Munich,  Germany,  Miss  Anna  Neidlein,  and  the 
same  year  they  were  married.  After  their  marriage  they  continued  their  travels  in 
Holland,  Germany,  France,  Belgium  and  England.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stapel  have  a 
daughter,  Frieda,  born  July  6,  1897,  and  a  son,  Henry  F.,  born  May  4,  1906.  In  July, 
1900,  Mr.  Stapel,  together  with  his  family,  sailed  for  the  Paris  Exposition  and  afterward 
completed  a  tour  of  Europe,  returning  to  the  United  States  in  the  autumn.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Stapel  are  fond  of  traveling  and  they  have  been  in  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union.  They

AMien  he  returned  to  Rock 
Port  at  the  completion  of  his  collegiate  education  he  purchased  The  Atchison  County 
Mail  Jan  1  1885,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  a  successful  newspaper  caieei  The  Mai  is 
recognized  aV  one  of  the  best  papers  of  its  class  published  in  the  state.  In  addition  to  ns 
newspaper  work  Mr.  Stapel  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  several  jeais  Heispu  - 
spirited  and  is  an  earnest  supporter  of  all  progressive  movements  and  public  enterprises 
atfliul  for  the  unbuilding  of  his  town,  county  and  state. 

Mr  Stapel  has  a  beautiful  modern  residence  in  Rock  Port  in  size  30x60  feet,  two 
stories  with  large  porches  and  covered  driveways;  there  is  also  a  barn,  24x32  feet  in  size, 
and  all  modern  fmprovements  and  conveniences.  His  farm  of  300  acres  is  located  three 
and  one-half  miles  east  of  Rock  Port.  He  bought  this  land  cheap,  several  years  ago  and 
bus  since  been  offered  If 30, 000  for  it.  The  improvements  are  good,  and  all  up-to-date.

The  above  cattle  were  bought 
as  feeders  at  Kansas  City  last-  February,  weighing  at  that  time  900  lbs.  They  were  on  full  feed  from  then  until  marketed  Monday,  through 
Clay,  Robinson  &  Co.,  at  the  above  price.  Mr.  Stapel  is  not  only  a-  well-known  feeder  but  is  also  prominent  in  other  lines,  being  editor  of  The 
Atchison  County  Mail  as  well  as  representing  his  county  in  the  Legislature.  Wm.  C.  Wulber,  Ids  feeder,  accompanied  the  shipment,  and  both 
gentlemen  were  highly  pleased  with  the  price  obtained^as  well  as  the  way  in  which  the  stock  was  handled. — Chicago  Weekly  Live  Stock 
Report,  Nov.  15,  1906. 


RICHARD  THOMSON. 

RICHARD  THOMSON,  farmer,  of  Clay  township,  was  born  in.  Ontario,  Canada,  on 
April  14th,  1853,  the  son  of  William  A.  and  Martha  Thomson,  and  the  oldest  in^a 
family  of  nine  ch'ldren.

I).  Murphy,  1).  H.  Walkup.  C.  Y.  Snow  was  elected  N.  G.;  Daniel  Snyder,  Y.  G.;  F.  M. 
Thompson,  Sec’y;  Spear  Spencer,  Treas.  A.  E.  Wyatt,  Jos.  Teague,' John  Kelley  and 
Frank  Davis  were  admitted  by  card  as  Ancient  Odd  Fellows.  The  lodge  met  in  a  room  in 
the  old  hotel  building  known  now  as  the  Yallev  House,  when  they  moved  to  a  hall  built  bv 
them  in  the  upper  story  of  a  frame  building  situated  on  lot  12,  block  13  of  Nuckolls  & 
Y  hite  s  Addition  to  the  town  of  Rock  Port,  where  the  lodge  continued  to  meet  until  the 
erection  of  the  building  situate  on  lot  1,  block  14  of  Nuckolls  &  White’s  Addition  to  Rock 

Port,  said  building  having  been  completed  on  June  1 7th,  1871.  In  this  building  the  lodge 
has  since  met.  &

1  better  than  to  publish  the  “Farmers’  Call”  for  organizing  a  mutual  insurance  com¬ 
pany,  as  it  appeared  in  The  Atchison  County  Mail  of  Sept.  19,  1885,  as  follows: 

“Nothing  is  more  detrimental  to  any  county  or  community  than  a  continual 
drainage  of  its  circulating  medium  toward  the  money  centers  of  the  world. 

“Self-government,  self-reliance  and  self-management  of  many  important  matters 
tending  in  that  direction  are  within  the  reach  and  dut}r  of  the  people. 

“Take  the  fire  insurance  alone  in  this  county;  there  are,  say  for  instance,  two  thou¬ 
sand  farm  dwelling  houses  in  this  county.  Say  they  are  insured  at  an  annual  cost,  on  the 
average,  of  #5  each,  which  we  may  deem  entirely  too  low,  and  the  result  will  be  an  annual 
drainage  of  cash  from  the  county  of  $10,000,  or  every  ten  years  $100,000;  in  twenty  years 
above  $300,000,  at  simple  interest.

The  meeting  was  held  as  per  above  call,  and  concerning  this  meeting  The  Atchison 
County  Mail  commented  as  follows: 


“Farmers  from  different  parts  of  the  county  met  at  the  court  house  last  Saturday  to 
discuss  the  advisability  of  establishing  an  Atchison  County  Mutual  Club  of  Protection  in 
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case  of  loss  by  fire  on  farm  property.  Speeches  were  made  by  several  prominent  men,  from 
different  parts  of  the  county,  and  all  the  speakers  were  in  favor  of  such  an  organization. 
The  leading  lawyers  of  Northwest  Missouri  state  that  farmers  have  the  right  to  organize 
a  club,  in  the  shape  of  a  contract,  without  depositing  any  capital  in  the  state  treasury,  as 
some  block-heads  of  this  town  have  been  trying  to  make  some  of  our  farmers  believe.  But 
the  farmers  of  this  county  are  not  as  thick-headed  as  some  of  these  shysters  thought,  for 
they  answered  with  such  vim  that  it  completely  astonished  that  outfit.  The}7  told 
the  shysters  that  if  they  wanted  any  advice  from  them  they  would  let  them  know,  and 
advised  them  to  attend  to  their  own  business.  The  speakers  took  up  about  two  hours  in 
discussing  the  subject  thoroughly,  after  which  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
some  of  the  leading  men  of  the  county,  who  are  to  draft  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
proposed  organization  and  publish  them  in  The  Atchison  Count}’  Mail  on  Oct.  24th,  so 
that  all  the  farmers  can  see  the  plan  and  rules  for  themselves  before  going  into  the  pro¬ 
posed  organization. 

“It  was  agreed,  before  adjourning,  that  the  farmers  of  this  county  hold  another 
meeting  on  the  first  Saturday  in  November,  at  Rock  Port,  to  adopt  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  as  they  will  appear  in  this  paper  when  the  committee  has  made  its  report  in  full  and 
to  complete  the  proposed  organization.  There  were  not  as  many  farmers  in  attendance 
as  was  anticipated,  but  it  was  generally  understood  throughout  the  county  that  the  first 
meeting  was  simply  to  take  initiatory  steps,  and  that  the  second  meeting  would  be  the 
proper  time  to  attend,  and,  therefore,  they  only  sent  delegates  from  different  parts  of  the 
county  to  attend  the  first  meeting.  We  know  the  farmers  of  this  county  do  not  intend  to 
reach  down  into  their  pockets,  take  off  their  hats  ank  kneel  before  these  monopoly  rings 
an}-  longer,  and  we  predict  that  nearly  all  the  farmers  will  attend  the  next  meeting,  which 
is  to  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  November.” 

To  note  the  progress  of  the  mutual  insurance  movement  we  quote  from  a  speech 
made  by  H.  F.  Stapel  at  Burlington  Junction,  Mo.,  on  May  12th,  1891,  at  which  time  he 
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assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  Farmers’  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Nodaway 
County,  viz:  ■  j 

“At  the  request  of  some  of  your  prominent  people  I  came  here  to-day  to  talk  to  you 
about  farmers’  mutual  insurance  companies.  I  am  always  ready  to  sacrifice  my  own  busi¬ 
ness  when  I  can  lend  a  helping  hand  to  any  reform  that  will  save  hundreds  and  thousands 
yes,  millions  of  dollars  to  the  people  of  our  state,  hence  I  am  here  to-dav. 

“To  begin  with  I  cannot  help  remarking  what  a  nice  little  city  you  have  here 
located  on  a  pleasant  site,  in  a  grand  county— in  one  of  the  best  districts  in  the  state  or 
in  the  United  States,  for  that  matter;  and  this  district  has  some  of  the  best  statesmen 
and  best  people  of  any  country  under  the  sun.  A  great  many  reforms,  however,  are  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  welfare  of  our  people,  but  to-day  we  only  consider  one  of  them,  and  that  is 
‘How  can  we  stop  the  sending  of  so  much  money  to  Eastern  monopolies  for  insurance0’  ’ 

“How  much  money  do  you  suppose  is  sent  from  this  Congressional  district  each 
year  for  insurance?  As  nearly  as  can  be  estimated,  at  least  $10,000  from  each  countv  or 
160,000  from  the  district.  How  much  money  do  you  suppose  the  insurance  companies 
send  back  to  the  people  of  this  district  for  property  destroyed  by  fire  each  year?  '  The 
amount  will  not  average  $10,000.  We  pay  out  $60,000  per  year  to  Eastern  insurance 
companies  for  what  purpose?  Why,  bless  you,  so  we  can  receive  $10,000  of  our  own 
money  back  again  each  year!  Is  it  a  profitable  transaction  to  pay  out  six  times  as  much 
as  we  receive?  If  the  people  of  this  district  pay  out  $60,000  in  one  year,  in  fortv  years 
they  would  pay  out  over  $2,000,000,  and,  at  the  same  ratio,  all  Unpeople  in  the  state 
would  pay  out  over  $200,000,000,  not  counting  the  interest. 

“What  do  the  insurance  men  do  with  all  their  surplus  money?  My  dear  friends 
they  will  let  you  have  some  of  your  own  money  back  if  you  will  give  them  three  times  the 
worth  in  security  on  real  estate — your  home,  pay  all  notary  fees,  charges  for  abstract  for 
recording  deeds,  and  for  the  paper  on  which  your  application  is  written  as  well  as  for 
your  deed,  and  bind  you  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  execution  against  vour  property-vour 
home,  should  you  fail,  by  any  chance,  to  meet  the  terms  of  the  contract.  Then  besides 
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this,  you  must  insure  again  in  an  Eastern  company— do  all  this  before  you  can  get  one 
cent.  And  when  you  are  thus  bound  hand  and  foot  you  can  draw  your  loan,  less  the 
interest  and  commission,  less  the  cost  of  abstract,  cost  of  deed,  notary  fees,  insurance  fees, 
recording,  postage,  etc.  Why,  this  is  the  same  money  drawn  from  you  last  year!  It  was 
once  yours;  you  gave  it  to  them;  paid  it  to  them  to  manage  your  business  for  you.  Now 
they  are  managing. 

“Now,  my  statements  are  not  overdrawn;  they  are  more  than  true.  I  challenge 
any  man  to  make  a  public  denial  of  any  statement  I  have  made. 

“Well,  what  are  you  going  to  do  about  it?  If  you  permit  this  state  of  affairs  to 
continue  a  little  longer  you  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  You  can  never  stand  the 
difference  of  outlay  and  income— this  disparity  of  advantage  and  disadvantage. 

“They  (the  insurance  companies)  cannot  get  rid  of  all  this  surplus  on  money  loans 
on  real  estate.  So  what  do  we  find?  Last  summer  we  went  on  an  editorial  excursion  and 
committees  from  the  boards  of  trade  in  various  cities  showed  us  the  sights  in  which  they 
took  pride.  We  made  it  a  point  to  ask  the  committee:  ‘Who  owns  the  finest  buildings  in 
your  city?’  The  reply  in  nearly  every  case  was:  ‘Such-and-such  Insurance  Co.  of  New 
York.’  But  what  is  done  with  the  rest  of  the  money?  If  an  agent  for  an  Eastern  com¬ 
pany  comes  to  insure  your  home,  say  for  #2,000,  for  a  term  of  five  years,  charging,  say* 
#50  (and  that  is  putting  it  very  low,)  what  do  you  suppose  the  agent  would  get  for  writ¬ 
ing  the  policy?  Why  forty  per  cent.,  or  #20  for  a  few  minutes  work!  In  our  home  mutual 
company-  we  pay  our  agents  only-  one  dollar  for  writing  any  one  risk.  I  know  what  I  am 
talking  about,  gentlemen,  as  I  have  done  business  for  foreign  insurance  companies,  but  I 
have  never  asked  a  farmer  to  insure  in  them,  because  I  thought  it  would  be  stealing- 
money7  from  them.  Now,  what  becomes  of  the  rest  of  the  money?  What  do  yrou  suppose 
is  the  annual  salary-  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Eastern  insurance  companies?  Ten  thousand 
dollars  per  year?  Oh,  no!  But  from  #20,000  to  $60,000  per  year.  It  is  reported,  and 
has  never  been  denied,  that  W.  H.  Beard,  President  of  the  New  York  Life,  receives  $60,000 
per  y7ear,  while  $50,000  goes  to  each  of  two  other  officers.  R.  A.  McCurdy,  President  of 
the  Mutual,  and  II.  B.  Hyde,  President  of  the  Equitable,  of  New  York,  are  each  credited  with 
$60,000  per  y7ear.  Gentlemen,  just  think  of  it!  The  Presidents  of  the  New  York  insurance 
companies  get  $60,000  per  y7ear,  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  gets  $50,000!  Is 
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it  any  wonder  they  charge  such  thieving  rates  for  insuring  your  property  when  they  pay 

such  salaries  as  these?  _  . 

“Nothing  is  more  detrimental  to  any  community  than  a  continual  drainage  oi  1  s 

circulating  medium  toward  the  money-centers  of  the  world.  Self-government,  self-reliance 
and  self-management  of  any  important  matter  tending  in  that  direction,  are  within  reach, 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  people  to  grasp  it,  and  to  remedy  one  of  these  evils  is  why  we 

have  met  here  to-day.  _  . 

“In  Atchison  county  we  organized  a  farmers’  mutual  insurance  company  in  1885, 
but  did  not  commence  business  until  last  year,  because  the  law  seemed  to  be  against  us, 
and  it  took  about  five  years  to  get  the  Legislature  of  Missouri  to  pass  a  law  suitable  to 
home  insurance  companies.  We  started  to  insure  in  April,  1890,  and  up  to  Apiil,  1891, 
we  had  written  over  $200,000  of  insurance,  and  had  only  two  losses  during  the  year, 
amounting  to  one  mill  on  the  dollar.  At  the  present  time  we  have  over  $300,000  of 
insurance.  That  amount  of  insurance  in  Eastern  companies  would  cost  our  people  sixty 
cents  on  the  $100,  or  $1,800  on  the  whole.  Our  assessments  the  first  year  amounted  to 
not  quite  $200,  or  a  saving  to  the  people  of  $1,600  the  first  year,  and  had  there  been  an 
organization  of  the  kind  in  one  hundred  counties  in  the  state,  at  the  same  ratio  the  sua  ing 
in  the  state  would  have  been  $160,000  in  one  year.  We  expect  to  have  $1,000,000  of 
insurance  in  Atchison  county  inside  of  five  years,  and  you  can  have  $2,000,000  of  insur¬ 
ance  in  your  county,  as  you  have  twice  as  many  people  and  twice  as  many  farms. 

“A  few  weeks  ago  we  helped  organize  what  is  called  £The  Northwestern  Farmers’ 
Mutual  Tornado,  Cyclone  and  Windstorm  Insurance  Co.  of  the  4th  Congressional  District 
of  Missouri.’  The  company  is  growing  very  rapidly,  and  we  are  pleased  to  state  that  we 
have  received  several  thousand  dollars  of  insurance  from  your  count} ,  and  we  hope  }  ou 
will  continue  to  send  in  your  applications,  for  the  six  counties  of  the  district  can  make  a 
strong  company  for  good. 

“We  have  been  told  by  agents  of  foreign  companies  that  the  home  mutuals  soon 
play  out.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  believe  such  lies,  we  quote  from  letters 
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received  from  parties  in  various  states  where  home  insurance  has  been  successfully  carried 
on  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years.  Listen  to  these  statements: 

“J.  A.  Trestrial,  Secretary  of  the  Lafa}Tette  Mutual  Insurance  Co.,  at  Darlington, 
Wis.,  says: 

"  ‘Our  company  has  been  running'  fifteen  years  and  we  have  had  only  eleven  assess¬ 
ments,  amounting  to  one  mill  on  the  dollar.  We  have  about  #1,500,000  worth  of  prop¬ 
erty  insured.  I  think  it  one  of  the  finest  things  the  farmer  can  go  into.’ 

“C.  M.  Stevenson,  Secretary  of  the  Roanoke  Insurance  Co.,  of  Roanoke,  Ilk,  says: 

“  ‘Total  amount  insured  up  to  August,  1890,  #922,816.  Have  made  nine  assess¬ 
ments  in  sixteen  years,  amounting  to  #5,547,  which  were  paid  promptly.  We  are  satisfied 
with  our  work.’ 

“Fred.  Shutte,  Secretary  of  the  Home  Insurance  Co.,  of  Dearborn  county,  Indiana, 
at  Farmers'  Retreat,  says: 

“‘The  company  was  organized  twenty  years  ago  last  September,  1890.  Total 
amount  of  property  now  insured,  $351,500.  Total  losses  since  the  company  began, 
$2,982.34.  It  costs  but  $10  to  insure  $1,000  worth  of  property  for  twenty  years,  or  50 
cents  per  year.  ’ 

“We  have  hundreds  of  letters  from  home  insurance  companies  in  Eastern  States, 
and  even  from  Iowa,  and  all  of  these  companies  have  proven  a  grand  success.  The  Wis¬ 
consin  company,  as  you  have  heard,  has  acquired  an  assessable  capital  of  over  $1,500,000 
in  fifteen  years,  and  has  had  only  eleven  assessments,  amounting  to  one  mill  each.  Well, 
how  much  has  that  $1,500,000  of  insurance  cost  the  Wisconsin  people  in  fifteen  years? 
One  mill  assessment  on  $1,500,000  gives  $1,500,  and  eleven  assessments  would  make  the 
total  $16,500  for  fifteen  years’  insurance.  How  much  would  that  amount  of  insurance 
cost  in  Eastern  companies?  They  charge  at  least  $5  per  year  on  each  $1,000;  that  would 
make  $1,500,000  cost  $7.50  per  year,  or  $112,500  for  fifteen  years.  Subtract 
$16,500,  what  it  cost  to  insure  in  the  home  company,  from  $112,500,  the  cost  in  Eastern 
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companies,  and  we  have  $96,000  which  it  costs  more  than  a  home  company  for  fifteen 
years.  Gentlemen,  if  you  to-day  can  organize  a  comparn^  that  will  save  your  people 
$96,000  in  fifteen  years,  had  you  not  better  do  so  at  once? 

“In  the  Indiana  company  (at  my  old  home,)  which  has  been  doing  business  for  over 
twenty  years,  it  has  cost  only  $10  for  $1,000  for  twenty  years,  or  fifty  cents  per  year. 
Did  you  ever  hear  of  cheaper  insurance? 

“Now,  gentlemen,  what  the  people  have  done  in  Indiana,  Wisconsin  and  Illinois  we 
can  also  do  in  grand  old  Missouri,  where  the  ground  waves  with  crops  each  year.  AVe  can 
and  will  do  better  than  has  been  done  in  those  states. 

“We  have  met  here  to  organize  a  farmers'  mutual  insurance  company  in  Nodaway 
county,  Missouri,— not  only  for  Burlington  Junction  but  for  every  township  in  the  county 
and  we  are  going  to  organize  at  once.  Some  of  the  people  of  my  county  call  me  a  crank 
on  insurance.  I  hope  you  will  help  turn  the  crank  that  shall  slip  a  belt  on  Nodaway  county 
that  will  set  all  wheels  in  motion  on  home  insurance,  and  save  thousands  of  dollars  to 
your  people. 

“When  the  company  is  organized  let  every  man  in  favor  of  home  and  reform  insure 
his  property  as  soon  as  possible,  and  get  everybody  else  to  insure.  Have  confidence  in 
your  neighbors,  singly  and  collectively,  remembering  that  it  is  a  mutual  faith— while  you 
are  trusting  them  they  are  trusting  you.  Don’t  ask:  “Will  they  pay?”  But  ask:  “Will 
I  pay?”  In  Atchison  county  the  last  assessment  of  nearly  $300  was  paid  in  less  than  ten 
days.  Look  for  no  law— expect  no  law  but  the  law  of  dire  necessity,  which  has  always 
honor  among  men,  bright  as  the  jewels  of  the  fabled  mine.  The  law  of  necessity  is  upon 
your  track,  and  don’t  you  forget  it.” 
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To  show  the  rapid  growth  of  the  mutual  insurance  movement  in  Missouri  and  to 
give  an  idea  of  how  the  old  line  insurance  companies  were  “bleeding”  the  people,  we  quote 
from  a  speech  made  by  H.  F.  Stapel  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  on  March  4th,  1896,  in 
which  he  mentioned  some  of  the  companies  that  have  been  concerned  in  the  recent  insur¬ 
ance  scandals,  and,  in  fact,  Mr.  Stapel  at  that  time  predicted  these  scandals.  We  quote 
from  his  speech  as  follows: 

“Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  convention: 

“It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  meet  so  many  mutual  insurance  men  at  our  first  state 
meeting  in  St.  Joseph.  Yes,  we  are  always  glad  to  meet  in  St.  Joseph,  because  the  people 
know  how  to  entertain  visitors  to  their  beautiful  and  prosperous  city.  When  wehave  been 
in  other  states,  and,  when  returning,  reach  St.  Joseph,  we  always  feel  like  we  are  at  home. 
We  are  also  proud  of  the  St.  Joseph  newspapers,  for  when  the  mutual  insurance  agitation 
was  begun  in  the  state  a  few  years  ago  they  made  it  quite  interesting  for  the  old  line  com¬ 
panies.  Senator  Cochran  devoted  column  after  column  to  shoving  how  the  people  were 
being  fleeced  by  those  companies,  and  it  was  by  his  untiring  efforts  that  the  mutual  insur¬ 
ance  bills  were  gotten  through  the  Senate. 

“I  hope  we  have  met  here  not  only  for  the  good  of  ourselves  but  also  for  the  people 
we  represent,  and  that  each  one  here  will  express  his  views  in  bold  and  meaning  terms. 
We  want  all  to  know  just  what  we  intend  to  accomplish  and  the  good  that  can  be  accomp¬ 
lished  by  mutual  insurance. 

“I  have  agreed  to  tell  you  about  the  beginning  of  mutual  insurance  in  Missouri.  On 
Sept.  26th,  1885,  we  issued  a  circular  to  the  farmers  of  Atchison  county  for  a  meeting  to 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  considering  mutual  insurance,  the  circular  being  signed  by  hun¬ 
dreds  of  our  best  farmers.  The  meeting  proved  to  be  a  grand  success,  for  the  Eastern 
agents  as  well  as  the  farmers  were  there  and  took  part  in  the  discussion  and  tried  to  pre¬ 
vent  us  from  organizing,  but  they  were  answered  by  our  farmers  in  such  plain  terms  that 
they  never  replied  and  they  have  never  been  seen  in  our  meetings  since.  At  that  time 
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there  was  no  law  for  mutual  insurance  companies  in  this  state,  and  we  decided  to  wait 
until  we  got  the  Legislature  to  pass  a  law  permitting  farmers  to  carry  their  own  insur¬ 
ance.  Bills  were  introduced  at  each  session  of  the  Legislature  and  I  went  to  Jefferson 
City  at  my  own  expense,  a  number  of  times,  and  tried  to  help  get  the  bills  passed,  but  the 
old  line  companies  had  their  dudes  and  plug-hat  men  there  and  they  had  rooms  rented 
where  they  invited  the  boys  each  day  to  partake  of  fine  cigars  and  refreshments,  and  by 
such  argument  induced  a  sufficient  number  of  members  to  vote  against  the  bill  that  it 
was  not  passed  until  in  1889,  when  the  people  elected  men  who  could  not  be  persuaded  in 
that  way,  and  so  an  act  was  passed  by  which  the  farmers’  companies  exist  to-day,  and 
Atchison  county  was  the  first  county  in  the  state  to  have  an  organization  under  the  new 
law.  In  1890  we  organized  a  life  insurance  company,  which  is  now  known  as  the  Globe 
Lodge  of  the  Farmers’  and  Laborers’  Mutual  Protection.  After  the  first  law  was  passed 
it  seemed  much  easier  to  get  other  laws  passed  of  a  similar  nature.  On  March  12,  1891, 
a  law  was  passed  allowing  the  farmers  to  organize  a  tornado  insurance  company 
in  each  congressional  district,  and  we  succeeded  in  getting  a  bill  through  amending  the 
law  so  that  a  company  with  over  $400,000.00  of  insurance  could  insure  property  any 
place  in  the  state.  Our  Missouri  Tornado,  Cyclone  and  Windstorm  Insurance  Company 
was  also  the  first  company  in  the  state  to  organize  under  both  of  these  acts,  and  we  spent 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  money  in  assisting  to  gel;  these  two  bills  through. 

“Let  us  look  over  the  records  and  see  what  has  been  accomplished  in  our  three  com¬ 
panies— tornado,  fire  and  life.  The  companies  have  over  six  million  dollars  of  assessable 
capital  and  a  membership  of  over  six  thousand.  Now,  let  us  see  how  much  money  we 
have  saved  the  people.  To  insure  $6,000,000.00  worth  of  property  in  an  old  line  com¬ 
pany  for  one  year,  at  a  rate  of  $10  per  $1,000,  would  cost  $60,000,  or  $300,000  for  five 
years.  Our  insurance  for  the  past  five  years  has  cost  less  than  one  mill  on  the  dollar  per 
year,  but  we  will  say  that  it  will  average  one  mill.  That  would  make  $6,000,000  of  insur- 
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ance  in  tlie  farmers’ company  cost  $6,000  for  one  year  or  $30,000  for  fiveyears.  That  is  a 
saving  of  $270,000  to  the  people,  saying  nothing  of  the  interest  on  that  amount.  Should 
the  amount  that  it  costs  to  insure  $6,000,000  worth  of  property  in  an  old  line  company 
be  put  on  interest,  at  five  per  cent.,  the  interest  would  more  than  pay  the  cost  of  the 
insurance  in  the  farmers’  company,  and  the  principal  would  never  be  touched.  Is  it  any 
wonder  why  the  directors  of  old  line  companies  are  nearly  all  millionaires  and  pay  their 
Presidents  from  $40,000  to  $100,000  per  year  and  erect  the  largest  and  finest  buildings 
in  the  Unite.!  States?  The  officers  and  directors  of  our  companies  receive  no  salary.  If 
the  people  do  not  stop  paying  their  hard-earned  money  to  the  Eastern  thieves  it  will  be 
but  a  short  time  until  the  Eastern  sharks  control  all  the  land,  the  railroads,  the  legisla¬ 
tures  and  everything  else.  It  is  high  time  to  quit  patronizing  them  if  we  would  be  inde¬ 
pendent. 

“The  so-called  level  premium  companies  issue  lottery  tickets  instead  of  policies,  and 
it  is  high  time  for  the  people  to  put  on  the  brakes.  We  never  thought  that  the  stock  com¬ 
panies  were  robbing  the  people  as  badly  as  they  are  until  we  read  the  insurance  reports 
from  a  number  of  states.  We  take  the  following  from  the  report  of  Hon.  Jas.  E.  Waddill, 
Superintendent  of  the  Insurance  Department  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  published  Dec.  31, 
1894: 

“  ‘The  business  of  level  premium  life  insurance  continues  to  improve  and  is  assuming- 
proportions  of  interesting  magnitude.  The  aggregate  assets  of  the  companies  doing  bus¬ 
iness  in  this  state  were,  on  Dec.  31st  last,  more  than  $981,000,000.  Their  income  in  1894 
was  over  $240,000,000.  They  received  in  premiums  $2,548,308,941;  interest,  $551,6  <1,- 
532,  making  an  aggregate  of  $3,099,980,473.  Paid  to  policy-holders:  Death  claims, 
$891,100,141;  endowments,  $134,894,628;  surrender  values,  $325,758,343;  dividends, 
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1285,440,176;  annuities,  $21,683*429;  expenses,  $431,852,774;  on  hands,  $981,163,592; 
payments  to  policy-holders,  $1,686,064,107.’ 

“Five  years  previous  to  the  time  of  making  the  above  report  the  same  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Insurance  made  the  following-  statement: 

“But  in  view  of  the  enormous  volume  of  assets  and  insurance,  present  and  prospect¬ 
ive,  it  may  become  a  matter  of  interest  to  inquire:  How  many  companies  are  needed  to 
do  this  business?  How  many  can  do  it  safely?  Should  there  be  a  limit  to  each  one’s 
share?  Three  companies  have  assets  of  $343,000,000,  four  companies  have  assets  of 
$173,000,000,  seven  companies  have  assets  of  $84,000,000;  total  assets  of  the  four  com¬ 
panies,  $700,000,000.’  Again  Col.  Ellerbe  brings  out  this  fact:  ‘With  no  insurance  and 
no  determination,  except  by  death,  the  $516,000,000  of  assets  of  the  seven  leading  com¬ 
panies  will  become  $850,000,000  in  eight  years  more;  $1,300,000,000  in  seven  years  more; 
$1,900,000,000  in  six  years  more,  after  paying  $250,000,000  in  losses  matured  by  death.’ 
Did  Col.  Ellerbe’s  prediction  come  true?  Yea.,  verily,  for  it  more  than  reached  that  amount 
in  less  than  five  years,  instead  of  eightyears,  reaching  the  enormous  sum  of  $981,000,000. 
Thus  it  can  be  seen  that  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1895,  thirty-six  companies  repre¬ 
sented  the  amount  last  named,  taken  from  the  people— over  and  above  what  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  pay  all  death  claims,  endowments,  surrenders,  annuities  and  expenses  of  all  kinds. 
This  is  a  stupendous  amount  to  be  withdrawn  from  amongst  the  people,  and  no  matter 
how  gradual  the  withdrawing  may  have  been,  its  effect  is  certainly  felt  with  severity  by 
those  who  have  been  unnecessarily  deprived  of  it.  But,  strange  to  say,  this  accumulation 
has  only  begun  to  assume  vast  proportions  in  recent  years.  Here  is  the  record:  In  1859 
there  were  fourteen  companies  with  gross  assets  of  $20,000,000;  in  1869  there  were  sixty- 
nine  companies  with  gross  assets  of  $180, 000;000;  in  1879  there  were  only  thirty-four 
companies  with  assets  of  $700,000,000;  in  1894  the  companies  doing  business  in  the  state 
of  Missouri  had  assets  of  over  $981,000,000.  It  will  be  seeu  that  these  companies  paid 
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out  over  $400,000,000  for  expenses  alone,  or  more  than  half  of  what  they  paid  out  for 
death  claims,  which  amounted  to  over  $800,000,000.  The  fire  insurance  companies 
doing  business  in  the  state  from  the  years  1885  to  1894  collected  over  $14,000,000  more 
for  premiums  than  they  paid  for  losses.  During’  the  year  1894  the  life  insurance  compan¬ 
ies  doing  business  in  the  state  received  premiums  amounting  to  over  $5,000,000,  and  paid 
death  losses  and  claims  amounting  to  a  little  over  $2,000,000,  thus  taking  $3,000,000 
out  of  the  state.  If  the  same  increase  continues  for  the  next  thirty  years  they  will  have 
assets  amounting  to  over  six  billion  dollars.  When  the  intelligent  farmer  and  thoughtful 
business  man  consider  these  vast  figures  they  will  readily  see  that  these  so-called  level 
premium  companies  are  doing  more  to  cause  hard  times  and  the  shortage  of  money 
among  our  people  than  any  other  cause.  This  is  a  fact,  because  it  takes  the  ready  cash 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  and  more  especially  from  the  Western  states.  The 
Eastern  companies  take  more  money  for  insurance  and  interest  than  is  paid  our  farmers 
for  grain  and  cattle.  They  get  grain  and  meat  for  their  money  and  we  get  a  lottery 
ticket  for  our  money,  or  a  so-called  insurance  policy,  and  pay  them  millions  of  dollars  for 
taking  care  of  our  money  and  business.  The  most  of  this  money  is  invested  in  railroad 
bonds.  The  three  leading  companies  of  the  United  States  have  over  one  hundred  and 
fifty  millions  of  dollars  in  railroad  securities.  Nearly  all  these  companies  started  out  as 
mutual  companies  and  none  of  the  promotors  put  up  a  dollar,  and  there  is  not  a  dollar  of 
personal  responsibility  connected  with  these  vast  robbing  institutions  to-day. 

“We  find  the  state  of  affairs  in  Missouri  as  follows:  Amount  of  insurance  in  force 
Dec.  31,  1894,  by  Missouri  level  premium  companies,  $15,625,434;  amount  of  business 
transacted  in  Missouri  by  Missouri  level  premium  companies,  $221,064.42;  amount  of 
business  transacted  in  1894  by  level  premium  companies  of  other  states,  $245,367,232; 
premiums  taken  from  Missourians  by  level  premium  companies  of  other  states  during 
1894,  $3,355,373.50;  total  aggregate  premiums  received  by  Missouri  level  premium  com¬ 
panies  from  all  sources,  $40,522,000;  total  premiums  received  by  level  premium  companies 
doing  business  in  Missouri  in  1894,  over  $250,000,000.  Thus  the  citizens  of  Missouri  can 
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have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  money  which  they  contribute  to  foreign  level 
premium  companies,  with  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent.,  in 
twenty  years,  will  amount  to  upwards  of  .$200,000,000. 

“In  an  investigation  ordered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  state  of  New  York,  in  1887,  it 
was  directly  proved  that  Insurance  Commissioners  accepted  bribes  of  large  amounts  and 
were  paid  to  use  their  personal  influence  to  secure  legislation  for  certain  companies.  It 
was  also  known  that  Insurance  Commissioners,  with  their  little  grip-sacks,  went  from 
state  to  state,  from  company  to  company,  under  the  guise  of  making  examinations,  for 
no  other  purpose  than  to  be  able  to  extort  fees  and  other  considerations  for  services 
rendered,  amountingto  from  several  hundred  to  thousands  of  dollars  in  each  case. 

“The  members  of  the  investigating  committee  above  referred  to  were  outspoken  in 
their  condemnation  of  the  course  of  a  particular  Insurance  Commissioner,  and  in  their 
denunciation  of  the  manner  in  which  these  great  life  insurance  corporations,  working 
under  the  level  premium  system,  did  their  busine  s,  expressed  themselves  in  the  following 
emphatic  manner:  ‘Facts  disclosed  by  investigation  in  relation  to  the  prodigal  and  extrav¬ 
agant,  not  to  say  criminal,  use  of  money  in  large  amounts  btr  many  of  the  companies,  to 
secure  selfish  ends,  are  so  manifest  that  your  committee  would  come  far  short  of  per¬ 
forming  their  duty  if  they  fail  to  condemn,  in  the  most  positive  manner,  the  practice 
which  has  been  pursued  by  them.  The  officers  and  managers  of  these  companies  seem,  in 
the  minds  of  your  committee,  to  have  willingly  misconceived  the  purpose  of  insurance. 
The  law  by  which  they  are  organized  and  the  confidence  reposed  in  them  by  the  insured 
supposes  that  the  affairs  of  the  companies  will  be  administered  by  their  officers  and 
directors,  not  for  special  purposes,  but  in  the  interests  of  the  policy-holders  and  the  pub¬ 
lic.’  We  are  glad  to  say,  however,  that  the  Insurance  Commissioners  of  our  state  have 
never  been  guilty  of  this  crime.  They  have  done  their  work  well,  so  far  as  the  law  allows 
them.  We  think  there  should  be  a  law  permitting  the  mutual  companies  to  advertise  in 
the  report  the  same  as  stock  companies.  This  would  be  a  great  help  to  the  companies, 
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and,  as  the  state  pays  for  the  printing,  I  think  the  mutual  'companies  are  surely  entitled 
to  be  seen  in  that  book.  We  realize  that  the  level  premium  companies  claim  that  a 
reserve  is  necessary  to  help  pay  losses,  benefits,  etc.  We  are  ready  to  prove  that  all  this 
howling  about  surplus  cuts  no  figure  whatever,  except  for  the  benefit  of  the  officers  of  the 
various  companies.  As  soon  as  the  people  realize  how  they  are  being  robbed  by  these 
level  premium  companies  they  will  organize,  and  the  so-called  level  premium  companies 
will  continue  to  draw  their  immense  sums  for  salaries  and  other  expenses  until  the  entire 
surplus  is  gone  and  the  companies  will  go  into  the  hands  of  receivers.  How  much  do  you 
suppose  the  policy-holders  of  the  largest  companies  referred  to,  which  have  $150,000,000 
in  railroad  stock,  will  realize  on  their  policies?  I  will  guarantee  that  it  will  be  less  than 
ten  per  cent.  How  much  do  you  suppose  the  members  of  any  defunct  old  line  company 
receive?  Ask  the  poltyMiolders  of  the  Charter  Oak,  of  Connecticut;  the  Life  Association 
of  St.  Louis;  the  Continental,  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  American  Life,  of  Philadelphia?  The 
fact  is  that  there  was  plenty  of  money  for  the  promotors  of  these  defunct  companies,  but 
scarcely  a  cent  for  policy-holders. 

“We  have  heard  so  much  blowing  about  mutual  companies  or  fraternal  protection 
being  short-lived.  While  in  Europe  in  1895  we  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  insur¬ 
ance.  We  found  that  the  mutual  companies  are  the  oldest  companies  in  existence.  We 
found  the  following  companies  in  England  that  are  doing  business  to-day:  The  Count 
DeWinton  Society,  established  1168,  age  727  years;  the  Loyal  Evanus  Society,  establish¬ 
ed  1358,  age  537  years;  Norman,  London,  established  1693,  age  292  years;  DeFoe 
Friendly  Benefit,  London,  established  1687,  age  208  jears;  Society  of  Linlot,  established 
1709,  age  186  j^ears;  Ovengton,  Northumberland,  established  1711,  age  181  years; 
Goldsmith’s,  London,  established  1712,  age  183years;  Mutual  Brothers,  established  1717, 
age  179  years.  And  fift}'-nine  over  one  hundred  years  old.  Eighty-nine  exist  that  were 
established  previous  to  1800  A.  D.  More  than  one  thousand  exist  that  are  over  fifty 
years  old.  Total  number  of  English  friendly  societies,  10,775;  total  membership,  7,000,- 
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000.  Of  these  the  Royal  Liverpool  has  now  an  actual  membership  of  over  815,000,  and 
the  Royal  Legal  Friends  of  London,  over  773,000,  these  two  alone  making  a  larger  total 
than  all  the  old  line  companies  in  this  country.  In  the  United  States  there  have  been 
admitted  to  the  fraternal  congress  forty -two  fraternal  beneficiary  organizations,  with  a 
membership  of  1,497,525,  and  they  have  paid  since  their  organization  the  magnificent 
sum  of  $235,698,985.23  to  their  beneficiaries.  And  to  the  credit  of  the  fraternity  benefi¬ 
ciary  insurance  it  may  be  truthfully  said  that  not  one  has  failed  in  this  country,  while 
over  seven  hundred  old  line  companies  have  failed  with  their  millions  of  assets.  And  over 
seven  hundred  natural  premium  non-fraternal  companies  have  gone  down,  but  the  fratern¬ 
ities  have  been  faithful  to  their  purpose  and  trust  and  have  gone  on  paying  their  benefi¬ 
ciaries  and  demonstrating  the  strength  and  power  of  the  brotherhood  of  men. 

“But  the  fat-salaried  officers  and  well-paid  agents  have  relentlessly  tried  to  smother 
these  fraternities.  Columns  of  mystic  figures  and  atmosphere  perpetually  filled  with 
smooth  talk  has  kept  a  busy  and  unsuspecting  public  pretty  well  imbued  with  the  belief 
that  nothing  is  reliable  or  safe  except  these  companies,  accumulating  large  sums  of  money 
and  squandering  it. 

“At  the  present  time  we  find  that  more  people  in  Atchison  county  have  property 
insured  in  the  Missouri  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  of  Rock  Port  than  there  are  land- 
owners  in  the  county.  This  is  indeed  gratifying  to  the  directors  of  those  companies.  The 
first  of  these  companies  was  started  over  sixteen  years  ago  (organized  May  1,  1889,)  and 
nearly  all  the  farmers  and  business  men  of  Atchison  county  have  insurance  in  the  com¬ 
panies.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  note  that  nearly  every  real  estate  owner  in  the  county  is  a 
subscriber  to  The  Atchison  County  Mail.  We  expect  that  our  business  will  continue  to  be 
conducted  in  a  manner  that  will  save  money  for  the  people  who  deal  with  us,  and  thus  be 
a  source  of  pleasure  and  profit  for  all  parties  concerned. 

“Through  the  kindness  of  Hon.  A.  A.  Lesueur,  Secretary  of  State,  who  wrote  us 
last  week,  we  learn  that  there  are  farmers’  mutual  insurance  companies  in  the  following 
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counties  of  the  state,  fifty  in  all,  viz:  Warren,  Osage,  Ralls,  Andrew,  Scotland,  Audrain, 
Bates,  Livingston,  Lincoln,  Clark,  Marion,  Clinton,  Monroe,  St.  Louis,  Dade,  Worth, 
Linn,  Pettis,  Macon,  Ste.  Genevieve,  Grundy,  Moniteau,  Calloway,  Clay,  Cole,  Jackson, 
Montgomery,  Gentry,  Gasconade,  Perry,  Harrison,  Christian,  Nodaway,  Howard,  Henry, 
Maries,  Daviess,  Platte,  Hickory,  Carroll,  Barton,  Mercer,  Knox,  Atchison,  Saline,  Chari- 
ton,  St.  Francois,  Lewis,  Buchanan.” 

The  above  were  the  only  counties  in  the  state  in  which  mutual  insurance  compan¬ 
ies  had  been  organized  at  the  time  Mr.  Stapel  made  the  speech  in  St,  Joseph.  Below  we 
give  a  complete  list  of  the  counties  where  there  are  mutual  companies  at  present,  and  the 
names  of  companies,  viz:

Wonderful  advancement  for  the  mutual  insurance  movement  in  Missouri! 
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To  further  note  the  progress  of  the  mutual  insurance  movement  in  Atchison  county 
we  quote  from  the  address  of  welcome  delivered  by  Hon.  M.  McKillop,  Mayor  of  Rock  Port, 
at  the  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Associated  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  of  Missouri, 
held  in  the  Stapel  Mutual  Insurance  Building  Company’s  building  on  March  16th,  1897, 
to- wit: 

“Mutual  insurance,  as  represented  by  this  body,  is  only  of  recent  origin.  The 
mutual  insurance  companies  of  to-day,  as  represented  by  this  body,  are  wholly  divorced 
from  the  beneficiary  idea,  and  are  as  clearly  and  purely  insurance  societies  as  was  ever  a 
society  holding  and  owning  the  premiums  paid  in,  to  the  total  exclusion  of  the  insured 
from  any  share  in  the  premium.  Such  are  generally  called  the  old  line  insurance 
companies. 

“  ’Tis  but  a.  little  over  a  decade  since  the  man  who  first  commenced  advocating  the 
idea  of  only  a  farmers’  mutual  insurance  society  was  hooted  at,  lampooned,  caricatured, 
derided  and  mocked,  pronounced  anathema,  maranatha.  And  by  whom?  By  the  people? 
No.  By  the  old  line  insurance  companies  who  had  so  long  robbed  the  people  according  to 
their  own  sweet  and  flowery  methods.  They  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  people  were 
their  legitimate  prey. 

“We  talk  about  monopolies,  combines  and  trusts  being  the  grand  robbers  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States.  Tis  all  true,  and  no  worse  monopoly,  combine  or  robber 
trust  has  ever  grabbed  the  American  people  by  the  throat  than  have  been  these  old  line 
insurance  companies  for  the  last  twenty- five  years.  Wholly  irresponsible  to  the  people, 
and  wholly  unscrupulous  withal,  they,  at  the  expense  of  the  assured,  accumulated  vast 
wealth,  as  is  evidenced  by  their  immense  palaces  rhat  pierce  the  skies  in  almost  every  city 
and  which  are  the  wonder  and  admiration  of  all  beholders;  costing  untold  millions,  taken 
from  the  people  and  in  which  they,  the  people,  have  no  interest.  For  a  long  time  they  had 
made  shrines  for  Diana,  and  were  ready  to  crush  all  who  intimated  any  interference"  with 
their  source  of  wealth.  But  what  had  once  been  a  still,  small  tentative  voice  is  becomino- 
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louder  and  more  aggressive  in  favor  of  some  relief  from  the  gormandizing  greed  of  our 
oppressors,  until  at  length  the  voice  of  the  people  is  heard  and  our  law-makers  are 
compelled  to  hearken  and  act.  The  rubbish  of  the  old  temple  must  be  cleared  away  before 
laying  the  foundation  of  the  new.  The  conditions  under  which  a  New  York  or  Massachu¬ 
setts  company  could  come  and  take  the  money  of  our  people  for  insurance  should  be  differ¬ 
ent  from  those  imposed  on  an  insurance  company  organized  not  for  money-making  but  for 
mutual  insurance  of  our  own  people  in  Missouri,  and  elsewhere,  for  all  that.  Hence  we 
find  about  the  first  law  enacted  favorable  to  fanners’  mutual  insurance  companies  in  Mis¬ 
souri  in  section  5909  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1889,  by  which  all  such  companies  are 
exempted  from  the  provisions  of  Chapter  89,  the  same  being  the  general  chapter  on  insur¬ 
ance  in  Missouri.  This  was  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  from  mere  insurance 
clubs  arose  at  once  regular  companies  all  over  the  state,  doing  a  legitimate  insurance 
business,  at,  generally,  one-half  the  cost  to  the  insured  that  he  would  have  to  pay  in  the 
old  line  insurance  companies.  In  the  year  1891  the  Legislature  of  Missouri  further  recog¬ 
nized  the  farmers’  mutual  tornado,  cyclone  and  windstorm  insurance  companies  by  reliev¬ 
ing  them  from  the  onerous  burdens  and  provisions  of  Chapter  89. 

“From  1888,  and  perhaps  before  that,  the  movement  has  had  phenomenal  success  in 
Atchison  county.  I  have  not  the  figures  of  year  after  year  at  hand,  but  the  result  was 
that  in  a  year  or  two  after  the  movement  started  the  old  line  companies  did  little  or  no 
business  among  the  farmers.  I  presume  the  movement  has  had  as  wonderful  success  in 
other  counties  in  the  state. 

“Behold  what  a  great  conflagration  a  small  spark  may  kindle!  What  mighty 
results  may  often  originate  from  small  and  weak  beginnings! 

“From  1885  up,  men  all  over  the  state  advocated  the  interests  of  the  people  and 
demanded  that  they  should  have  the  opportunity  and  right  to  do  their  own  insurance 
among  each  other  without  being  in  bondage  to  the  bees  and  dragons  of  the  East,  and,  as 
has  been  stated,  all  sorts  of  abuse  was  heaped  on  these  men  by  the  old  line  insurance 
companies  and  their  henchmen. 

“I  have  in  mind  one  instance.  Along  about  1885  ayoung  man,  recently  having  come 
to  Atchison  county,  and  having  succeeded  in  earning,  by  school  teaching,  and  by  borrow- 
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ing  money  enough  to  buy  a  newspaper,  commenced  publishing  the  same  in  this  town.  He 
earnestly  advocated  the  doctrine  of  farmers’  mutual  insurance.  A  fellow — I  will  not  call 
him  a  gentleman — posing  far  above  him,  also  running  a  newspaper  in  this  town,  denounced 
him  as  a  dishonest  knave— a  trickster  who  was  trying  to  make  money  out  of  the  people 
for  his  own  aggrandizement,  and  with  no  idea  of  benefiting  anyone  but  himself.  The 
friend  of  the  people,  however,  kept  on  his  way,  humbly,  earnestly  and  uprightly,  while  his 
assailant,  a  drunken,  dishonest  bankrupt,  left  Atchison  county  under  cover  of  darkness 
and  hid  his  dishonored  head  in  the  far  West,  under  a  false  and  assumed  name.  Humbly, 
straightforwardly  and  earnestly,  the  friend  of  the  people  kept  on  his  way,  winning  point 
after  point  of  the  principles  he  advocated,  reaching  forward,  step  by  step,  toward  the  goal 
of  his  ambition,  until,  in  1895,  we  of  the  towns  and  cities  who  groaned  in  bondage  long 
after  the  farmer  was  set  free,  now  stand  on  our  high  places,  in  the  sunshine  of  the  liberty 
and  advantages  granted  us  by  the  Legislature  of  Missouri  and  the  mutual  insurance 
companies.  Need  I  say,  my  friends,  that  this  young  man  was  none  other  than  our 
respected  President,  whose  name  the  company  which  erected  this  building  now  bears.  I 
do  not  refer  to  him  in  disparagement  of  anyone  else.  I  have  no  doubt  many  others  were 
as  earnest,  energetic  and  persevering  as  he,  but  it  was  my  misfortune  not  to  know  them. 

“This,  my  friends,  is  the  condition  of  the  people’s  mutual  insurance  in  the  state  of 
Missouri  to-day.  I  have  no  doubt  it  is  as  successful  as  in  other  states.  This  is  the 
element  in  our  wealth  and  welfare  you  have  met  here  to-day  to  consider.  To  be  assured 
that  it  will  receive  earnest  consideration,  the  consideration  of  patriotic,  honest  business 
men,  I  need  but  to  look  into  your  faces— any  words  or  intimation  of  advice  from  me  as  to 
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(Concluded) 

how  or  what  you  should  do  would  be  wholly  out  of  place.  You  are  masters  of  the  situa¬ 
tion  and  will  act  wisely  for  me  as  well  as  all  others. 

“Y  e,  in  this  county  and  city,  appreciate  the  great  benefits  of  mutual  insurance,  and, 
to  show  our  appreciation,  have  erected  this  building  we  now  occupy. 

Intimations  have  been  thrown  out  by  those  who  wish  the  people’s  mutual  insurance 
harm,  that  this  building  was  erected  by  insurance  money;  that  the  insurance  company 
built  it  out  of  mone3Ts  of  the  people.  As  President  of  the  corporation  which  erected  it,  I 
u  ill  say  I  know  every  dollar  that  went  into  it  (all  was  paid  over  my  signature)  and  there 
is  not  a  dollar  of  insurance  money  in  the  stock  of  the  corporation.  The  building,  from 
turret  to  foundation  stone,  is  built  by  subscriptions  of  from  $1  up,  for  which  stock  is  to  be 
issued  and  on  which  interest  is  to  be  paid.  We  have  erected  it  as  a  monument  to  perpet¬ 
uate  our  appreciation  of  the  principles  of  mutual  insurance,  and  also  as  a  home  and  busi¬ 
ness  place  for  the  companies  in  Atchison  county  and  the  city  of  Rock  Port.” 

We  also  quote  from  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  referred  to  above, 
as  follows: 

“Resolved,  That  we  view  with  pleasure  the  building  known  as  the  Stapel  Mutual 
Insurance  Building,  of  Rock  Port,  Mo.,  and  heartily  commend  the  meritorious  efforts 
used  in  the  erection  of  so  suitable  a  building,  as  being  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  leading 
to  the  more  permanent  establishment  of  mutual  insurance. 

“Resolved,  That  we  duly  appreciate  the  responsibility  of  the  people  of  the  city  of 
Rock  Port,  and  the  kindness  of  the  hotels,  and  especially  the  entertainment  given  bjr  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  H.  F.  Stapel  at  their  home.”

HE  accompanying  picture  shows  the  home  of  the  Missouri  Mutual  Insurance  Compan- 


1  ies,  of  Rock  Port,  Mo.  The  building  is  a  fine  two-story  pressed-brick  and  stone 
structure,  in  size  26x120  feet.  The  building,  fixtures,  cases,  application  and  policy  files, 
boxes  and  furniture,  cost  over  $15,000,  and  it  is  said  to  be  the  most  attractive  building 
this  side  of  Chicago.  It  is  supplied  with  water-works,  electric  lights  and  telephone  service. 
It  was  the  first  mutual  insurance  building  in  the  state,  so  far  as  we  know,  or  in  the  United 
States.  From  it  are  directed  the  operations  of  hundreds  of  agents,  who,  in  all  parts  of 
the  state,  take  applications  and  collect  premiums  for  the  Missouri  Mutual  Insurance  Com¬ 
panies  of  Rock  Port.  These  companies  have  paid  over  $200,000  in  losses.  They  offer 
ample  security  for  the  fulfillment  of  their  contracts— good  from  start  to  finish,  for  they 
have  a  large  assessable  capital.  They  have  carried  the  insurance  of  their  members  for  less 
than  one-fifth  the  cost  in  old  line  or  stock  companies. 

On  Februarjr  1st,  1897,  The  Atchison  County  Mail  also  moved  into  the  Stapel 
Mutual  Insurance  Building  Company’s  building.  For  over  ten  years  The  Mail  office  was 
located  on  east  Main  street.  There  was  laid  the  foundation  for  substantial  improve¬ 
ments  and  success.  Enlarging  the  paper  once  and  adding  substantial  improvements,  the 
growing  business  demanded  more  room  and  a  more  desirable  location.  The  location  is 
now  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Rock  streets,  the  best  corner  lot  and  location  in  the  city. 
Two  new  presses  were  added,  one  being  the  latest  improved  Cottrell  newspaper  and  job 
press,  with  a  capacity  of  1,750  per  hour;  also  a  Bennet  folder,  a  Monitor  stitcher  and  a 
Burton  Peerless  power  perforator;  all  run  by  a  Fairbanks  engine;  also  new  type,  cases, 
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stands,  etc.,  until  The  Mail  office  was  made  the  finest  and  most  complete  newspaper  plant 
in  Northwest  Missouri.  It  is  out  of  debt — owes  nothing — and  every  dollar  that  has  been 
invested  upon  it  represents  a  dollar  that  it  has  earned.  In  this  fact  is  the  guarantee  of  its 
continued  success  and  solidity.  It  is  the  oldest  Democratic  newspaper  in  the  county, 
being  in  its  twenty -ninth  year.  In  January,  1986,  it  was  made  the  official  organ  of  the 
mutual  insurance  companies  of  Missouri,  at  a  meeting  of  those  companies  in  St.  Joseph. 
It  has  been  advocating  mutual  insurance  for  more  than  twenty-four  years,  and  has  done 
more  than  any  paper  in  the  United  States  for  the  success  of  the  mutual  insur  ance  compan¬ 
ies.  It  is  wide-awake  and  progressive  and  never  lets  an  opportunity  slip  to  do  good,  and 
believes  in  brains  rather  than  money  and  prestige.  It  has  a  larger  circulation  than  any 
paper  in  Northwest  Missouri,  and  its  advertising  patronage  is  large,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  known  to  have  the  largest  circulation  among  the  better  class  of  people.  Its  cir¬ 
culation  is  over  3,000,  and  some  months  runs  as  high  as  20,000.

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PETER  GINGRICH. 

PETER  GINGRICH  was  born  in  Rhinish,  Bavaria,  Germany,  on  June  1st,  1837.  In  his 
sixteenth  year  he  came  from  Germany  to  America  and  located  at  Lancaster,  Penna., 
and  began  farm  work.  From  there  he  went  to  Ohio,  and  from  Ohio  to  Missouri.  In  18  <3 
he  came  to  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  and  bought  320  acres  of  land  at  $10  per  acre.  At  the 
time  the  accompanying  view  was  taken  he  owned  and  lived  upon  a  fine  farm  of  529  acres, 
in  section  3,  township  66,  range  11,  twelve  miles  north  of  Rock  Port.  Also  owned  a  farm 
of  100  acres,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  south  of  Hamburg,  la.  And  right  here  we  will  say  that 
Mr.  Gingrich  is  a  self-made  man,  his  acquirements  resulting  entirely  from  his  own  efforts. 

The  residence  on  this  farm  is  of  the  following  dimensions:  18x36  feet  and  16x24 
feet,  1  y2  stories,  and  14x24  feet,  one  story;  barn,  34x50  feet,  with  shed  14x50  feet;  barn, 
36x60  feet;  other  outbuildings,  sheds,  cribs,  scales,  and  a  fine  orchard  of  thirty  acres.  Mr. 
Gingrich  made  a  specialty  of  breeding  fine  horses,  having  in  his  stud  Allsteel,  by  Axtell, 
2:12.

NORTH  STAR  LODGE.  NO.  157,  A.  F.  &  A.  M ROCK  PORT,  MO. 


NORTH  Star  Lodge,  No.  157,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  was  organized  under  a  dispensation  issued 
August  23,  1855.  The  charter  was  granted  March  29,  1856.  Under  the  dispensa¬ 
tion  temporary  officers  were  appointed  as  follows:  Solomon  Wyatt,  S.  W.;  David  J. 
Martin,  J.  W.;  John  Lewis,  Treasurer;  Silas  Poyear,  Secretary;  Geo.  A.  Thomas,  S.  D.; 
Rufus  K.  Crandle,  J.  D.;  Joshua  Hunt,  Tyler.  After  the  organization  Geo.  A.  Thomas  was 
elected  as  the  first  Worshipful  Master.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  a  hall  over  the  M. 
E.  church,  South,  which  stood  where  S.  M.  Smith’s  residence  now  is.  The  meetings  were 
held  in  this  house  until  after  the  Civil  war.  During  that  war  the  soldiers  took  possession 
both  of  the  church  and  hall.  They  used  the  church  for  a  stable  and  the  hall  for  a  kitchen, 
using  the  Masonic  aprons  for  dish-cloths.  The  lodge  was  moved  from  there  to  the  I.  0.  0. 
F.  hall,  where  it  met  for  a  time,  after  which  it  was  moved  to  a  room  over  the  bank  of 
Durfee,  McKillop  &  Co.,  now  the  Bank  of  Atchison  County.  There  it  was  held  until  the 
present  temple  was  built,  in  1882.  This  temple  was  built  by  a  loan,  made  by  the  members 
of  the  order  individually.  This  debt  was  finally  assumed  by  the  lodge  and  now  has  been 
paid  off.  Thus  the  lodge  owns  its  temple  and  the  large  store-room  below,  which  gives  it  a 
good  revenue  with  which  to  carry  forward  its  great  work  of  “Relief  and  charity.  The 
following  was  the  membership  at  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch:

ROBERT  WATTS,  farmer,  of  Nislmabotna  township,  was  born  in  Crawford  county, 
Illinois,  Nov.  25, 1827, 'the  son  of  Ezekiel  and  Polly  Watts,  and  the  third  of  six  child, 
ren.  While  a  young-  man  he  worked  out  as  a  farm  hand  until  he  went  into  the  army,  en¬ 
listing  in  service  for  his  country  in  August,  1862,  and  being  mustered  out  in  1865.  He 
served  in  Co.  D.  38th  Ill.,  in  General  Rosencrans’  command.  Among  other  important 
battles  he  participated  in  those  of  Stone  River,  Crab  Orchard  and  Chickamauga.  In  the 
last  mentioned  battle  he  was  captured,  and  he  was  incarcerated  in  Libby  prison.  After 
two  months  he  was  transferred  to  Andersonville  prison,  where  he  was  confined  fifteen 
months.  He  was  a  member  of  James  Karnes  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  at  Rock  Port. 

Mr.  Watts  located  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in  1865,  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Watson.

From  Illinois,  with  his  parents,  he  came  to  Kansas  and  Nebraska, 
where  they  remained  four  years,  occupied  in  the  work  of  constructing  railroads.  They 
located  in  Atchison  county,  Missouri,  in  1882;  first  farmed  the  old  White  farm,  in  the 
north  part  of  the  county,  then  the  Frazier  farm,  northwest  of  Phelps  City.  After  one  year 
on  the  farm  last  named  the  subject  hereof  engaged  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  busi¬ 
ness  in  Phelps  City.

JAMES  W.  KRUSOR,  son  of  John  N.  and  Sarelda  (Thompson)  Krusor,  was  born  in  Holt 
county,  Missouri,  on  July  27th,  1861,  and  he  is  the  oldest  of  fourteen  children.

He  went  from  Holt  county  to  Kan" 
sas,  in  1885,  and  took  a  claim,  remaining  there  until  in  1890.  He  then  come  to  Atchison 
county,  Missouri,  and  bought  160  acres  of  land  in  section  17,  township  63,  range  39.  He 
also  owns  160  acres  of  land  in  Thomas  county,  Kansas.  On  his  farm  in  Atchison  county 
is  an  apple  and  peach  orchard  of  sixty  acres;  also  scales,  sheds,  cribs  and  all  necessary 
outbuildings,  and  a  residence  16x32  feet  in  size  and  of  1%  stories.  He  markets  two  or 
three  car-loads  of  fat  cattle  annually. 

Mr.  Krusor  is  a  Democrat  in  politics.  In  1900  he  was  elected  Survej^or  and  Road 
and  Bridge  Commissioner  of  Atchison  county,  for  a  term  of  four  years.

THE  accompanying  picture  was  taken  in  the  train-shed  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  shows  a 
part  of  the  Missouri  delegation  enroute  for  New  York  City  to  meet  William  J.  Bryan, 
upon  his  return  from  a  trip  around  the  world.  The  much-talked- of  train  in  which  the  dele¬ 
gation  rode,  and  the  Bryan  banner,  are  also  shown. 

At  Niagara  Falls  the  management  of  the  N.  Y.  Central  R.  R.  had  demanded  that  the 
banner  be  taken  down.  Upon  arrival  of  the  train  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  an  official  of  the  rail¬ 
road  asked  H.  F.  Stapel  if  he  was  the  manager  of  the  delegation.  Upon  being  informed 
that  he  did  not  have  that  distinction,  xhe  railroad  officials  said:  “Well,  anyhow,  that 
banner  will  have  to  come  off  before  the  train  proceeds  further.”  Mr.  Stapel  informed  him 
po  itively,  however,  that  the  delegation  had  no  intention  of  taking  it  down,  and  when  the 
railroad  people  attempted  to  take  the  banner  off  it  almost  created  a  riot.  The  delega¬ 
tion  telegraphed  for  transportation  over  other  railroads,  but  soon  found  that  all  roads 
had  taken  the  same  stand  in  the  matter.  The  delegation  never  did  take  the  banner  down, 
but  after  being  held  in  the  train-shed  seven  hours,  and  while  the  delegates  were  taking  u 
lunch,  the  railroad  people  took  the  banner  off  and  hid  it.

Mr.  Hartman's  father  was  the  shoemaker  for  the  colonists,  and 
among  them  and  their  descendants  the  pioneer  cobbler  and  his  good  wife  lived  until 
they  were  called  beyond.  In  the  locality  above  referred  to  the  subject  heieof  passed  the 
most  of  his  life,  he  and  his  family  moving  to  the  state  of  Oregon  in  1904.  He  was  on  his 
father’s  farm  until  in  his  twenty-seventh  year,  when  he  began  farming  on  his  own  account.

Atchison  county,  and  the  subject  of  this  sketch  has  lived  here  evei  since,  except  in  1888, 
when  he  moved  to  California  and  lived  there  about  a  year.  He  was  also  in  that  state 
about  six  months  in  1 896.  About  fourteen  years  ago  he  located  in  Rock  Port.  He  has 
owned  a  farm  the  most  of  the  time  while  living  in  Rock  Port  and  has  also  been  engaged  in 
the  livery  business  here. 

Mr.  Brown  and  Miss  Mary  Tolson  were  united  in  marriage  in  Platte  county,  Mis¬ 
souri,  on  Dec.  28,  1853.

He  came  from  Ten¬ 
nessee,  with  his  father,  in  1856,  locating  at  Sonora,  the  old  Missouri  river  town,  where 
they  engaged  in  the  hotel  business.  His  father  also  followed  farming  in  Nishnabotna 
township. 

Mr.  Barnhart’s  home  farm  comprises  309  acres,  in  sections  13  and  14,  township  65, 
range  42,  mid  way  between  Phelps  City  and  Watson.

HE  ROCK  PORT  MUTUAL  TELEPHONE  COMPANY  was  organized  on  August  8, 


1  1902,  and  the  company  at  once  bought  the  entire  system  of  the  Northwestern  Tele¬ 

phone  Co.  in  Rock  Port,  paying  $1,050  for  same.  Arrangements  were  later  made  for  a 
free  exchange  of  service  with  all  ’phones  in  Atchison  county,  thus  necessitating  only  one 
switch-board  in  Rock  Port,  one  ’phone  in  each  house  and  one  expense  for  the  members  of 
the  company. 

At  the  time  of  taking  this  sketch  the  following  named  gentlemen  composed  the  Hoard 
of  Trustees  of  the  company:  George  H.  Sly,  John  M.  Burg,  Dr.  W.  R.  Strickland,  Dr.  J. 
H.  Hedgpeth,  H.  F.  Stapel.  The  officers  of  the  company  were  as  follows:  Dr.  W.  R. 
Strickland,  President;  H.  F.  Stapel,  Secretary;  Dr.  J.  H.  Hedgpeth,  Treasurer. 

We  take  the  following  from  the  report  of  Secretary  Stapel  made  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  company  on  Dec.  11th,  1906,  viz:  “In  concluding  this  report  I  might 
state  that  I  have  been  Trustee  and  Secretary  of  this  company  from  its  beginning,  some¬ 
thing  more  than  four  years  ago.  When  the  system  was  purchased  by  us  it  had  a  service 
of  54  telephones;  to-day  we  have  322  'phones.  Under  the  old  system  we  paid  $2  per 
month  per  ’phone.  At  that  rate  our  322  ’phones  would  cost  us  $7,728  in  one  year,  while 
they  now  cost  us  about  $2,000 — a  saving  of  about  $5,000  per  annum.”

HIGHLAND  SCHOOL  DISTRICT. 


HIGHLAND  SCHOOL  HOUSE  is  situated  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  southeast  % 
of  section  8,  township  (56,  range  41,  the  district  being-  established  April  23rd,  1901. 
The  first  school  meeting  was  held  at  W.  C.  White’s  residence  on  that  date.  W.  C.  White 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Henry  Moore  Secretary  of  the  meeting.  The  following  directors 
were  elected:  G.  M.  Beal  for  the  three-year  term,  G.  B.  Carpenter  for  the  two-year  term 
and  W.  C.  White  for  the  one-year  term.  Immediately  after  the  meeting  the  board  met  and 
selected  Henry  Moore  as  District  Clerk,  which  position  he  still  holds. 

The  location  of  the  school  house  was  selected  on  May  22nd,  1901,  and  on  August 
1,  1901,  the  board  employed  R.  F.  Young  and  Win.  Silence  to  erect  the  house.  The  build¬ 
ing  was  one  of  the  first  modern  rural  school  houses  erected  in  Atchison  county.  A  first- 
class  library  is  maintained  and  all  apparatus  for  the  use  of  teachers  in  instructing  the 
children  is  supplied.  The  district  also  maintains  nine  months  of  school  during  the  school 
year.

ROCK  PORT  LECTURE  CONGRESS  AND  CH AUTAUCU A. 

T°  JOHN  D.  DOPF  is  due  the  high  honor  of  the  conception  and  establishment  of  the 

Rock  I  ort  Lecture  Congress  and  Chautauqua.  The  first  session  was  held  in  the  late 
summer  of  1900,  under  Mr.  Dopf’s  personal  management.  He  was  so  delighted  with  the 
appreciation  of  the  people  that  he  held  another  session,  in  July  of  1901;  but,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  success  of  the  undertaking  from  the  public’s  point  of  view,  the  promoter  lost 
several  hundred  dollars  each  year,  and  in  1902  Mr.  Dopf  turned  the  management  of  the 
Chautauqua  over  to  thirty-seven  public  spirited  citizens  of  Rock  Port,  who  pledged  them¬ 
selves  to  be  responsible  for  the  expenses  of  the  coming  session.  A  committee  composed  of 
W.  R.  Erwm,  President;  L.  A.  Ireland,  Secretary;  H.  E.  Wyatt,  Treasurer;  Joseph  Durfee 
and  Jno.  P.  Lewis,  was  chosen  and  conducted  the  third  annual  session,  which  proved  a 
great  success  in  every  way. 

Since  1902  the  Chautauqua  has  been  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  the  citizens 
meeting  annually  to  hear  the  report  of  the  treasurer  and  elect  a  board  of  managers  for 
the  ensuing  year.  There  has  been  a  steady  and  widening  interest  in  the  institution, 
throughout  the  county.  From  sixteen  tents  occupied  by  tenters  in  1 902,  the  number  has 
steadily  increased  to  almost  100  at  the  1907  session.  Among  the  noted  men  who  have 
been  heard  at  the  annual  sessions  are  W.  J.  Bryan,  Senator  LaFollette,  J.  Adam  Bede,  R. 
P.  Hobson,  Opie  Read,  DeWitt  Miller,  Thos.  McClary,  Dr.  A.  A.  Willits,  Rev.  L.  B.  Wicker- 
sham,  Frank  Dixon,  Col.  G.  W.  Bain,  James  Hedley,  Hon.  G.  A.  Gearhart,  Edward 
Amheist  Ott  and  others  of  national  fame  and  ability.  The  largest  attendance  greeted 
W.  J.  Bryan  in  1905,  the  second  largest,  W.  J.  Bryan  in  1907,  and  the  third  largest,  Opie 
Read  in  1906.  For  three  years  the  sessions  have  cost  about  $4,000  yearly. 

In  1904  and  1905,  Chas.  A.  Wells  was  president  of  the  executive  committee.  With 
these  exceptions  the  present  incumbent,  W.  R.  Erwin,  has  occupied  this  place.  James 
F.  Goie  has  been  secretary  since  1904  and  has  had  active  charge  of  the  advertising  since 
1902.  The  executive  committee  for  the  past  two  years  consists  of  W.  R,  Erwin,  president; 
F.  H.  Schooler,  vice-president;  James  F.  Gore,  Secretaiy;  J.  M.  Anderson,  assistant  secre¬ 
tary;  H.  E.  Wyatt,  Treasurer;  C.  A.  Wells,  L.  R.  Thompson  and  Jos.  Durfee.
